Births.—In the Dublin Registration District, which consists of the city of 
Dublin, the districts of Rathmines, Donnybrook, Blackrock, Kingstown, Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, and Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, and portions of the districts of 
Finglas and Glasnevin, and Palmerston, there were registered during the year 1896 
‘(53 weeks),* 10,650 births—5,414 boys and 5,266 girls—being equal to 1 in 33, or 31 
per 1,000 of the population. The average rate for the preceding ten years was 28 per 
1,000. | 
Of the 10,680 births registered in 1896, 8,384, or 34 in every 1,000 of the population, 
occurred in the City, and 2,296, or only 22 in every 1,000 inhabitants in the suburban 
districts. | ; 

Of the 10,680 births in the entire district, 2,631 were registered during the first quarter 
ef the year, 2,746 in the second, 2,614 in the third, and 2,689 in the fourth, the weekly 
average being 202. 

In London the number of births registered during the year 1896 (53 weeks) was 
135,791, being equal to a rate of 31 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in 
Glasgow the number was 24,216, equal to 34 per 1,000; and in Edinburgh it was 
7,686, or 28 per 1,000 of the population. 


peaths.—The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration District during 
the year 1896, was 8,856 (4,378 males and 4,478 females)—equal to 1 in 39, or 25°3 
in every 1,000 of the population, The average death-rate for the ten years, 1886-95, 
was 27°2 per 1,000. Allowing for the intercalary week and calculating the rate for 
the normal period of 52 weeks the rate for last year was 24°9 per 1,000, being 3:0 
under the rate per 1,000 for 1895 and 2°3 below the average death-rate for the ten 
years 1886-95. | 

Omitting 274 deaths which, being those of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Dublin Registration District, are not properly chargeable to 
the District, the death-rate for last year (53 weeks) is 24°5 per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion, the rate for the city being 27-4 per 1,000 (27-2 on the North side, and 27°5 on 
the South), and for the suburbs 17°9 per 1,000. The rates for the several Registrars’ 
districts range from 10:1, the rate for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, to 32°0 for No. I 

- South City (South Harl-street) District. 

. Of the 8,856 deaths in the entire district, 2,206 were registered during the first 
quarter of the year, 2,027 in the second, 2,033 in the third, and 2,590 in the fourth, 
the weekly average being 167. | 

In the fifteen provincial Urban Sanitary Districts, for which statistics are given in the 
Weekly Returns, the respective death-rates for the year (53 weeks) are as follow, 
ranging in order from the lowest to the highest :—Dundalk, 14-7 per 1,000 of the popu- 
lation ; Wexford, 17-1 ; Armagh, 17°3 ; Drogheda, 17°4; Lisburn, 17°9 ; Lurgan, 18°4 ; 
Kilkenny, 19°7; Newry, 20:0 ; Limerick, 20'1; Galway, 20°7 ; Sligo, 21:8; Cork, 
22-6 ; Londonderry, 23:1 ; Waterford, 23°60 ; and Belfast, 25°1. The total mortality in 
these districts and the Dublin Registration District yields a death-rate of 23°5 per 1,000.

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The number of deaths registered in London during the year 1896 (53 weeks) was 
83,512, or 18°9 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants; in Glasgow 14,619, equal to 20°7 
per 1,000; and in Edinburgh 4,751, or 17:2 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 

Public Institutions ——Of the 8,856 deaths registered in the Dublin Registration 
District last year, 2,988, or 33°7 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz.—1,672 
in the various hospitals, prisons. and lunatic asylums; 589 in the North Dublin 
Union Workhouse, 689 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 38 (those of persons 
admitted from the Dublin Registration District) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


Diseases.——Dudlin Registration District—(See Tables II. and III.)—The decrease in | 
the mortality last year as compared with the average for the preceding ten years is 
mainly due to the decrease in deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which 
were less numerous than in any year of the preceding decade, and much below the 
average. Scarlatina caused many deaths, chiefly in the later part of the year, and 
diarrhceal diseases proved more fatal than usual, but the mortality from others of the 
principal zymotic diseases* was below the average, in the case of measles remark- 
ably so. The total number of deaths from zymotic diseases is 1,142, being 8 per 
cent. below the average for the ten years 1886-95. 

Omitting 10 deaths of hospital patients admitted from places without the district, 
the number of deaths from the principal zymotie diseases* registered during last year 
was 833, equivalent toa rate of 2°4 per 1,000, the rate for the city being 2°7 (2°5 
on the north side, and 2°9 on the south), and for the suburbs 1°6. The rates for the 
several Districts vary from 0°7 for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, and Kingstown, Nos. 1 
and 2, to 3°5 for South City No. 1 (South Earl-street) District, and 3°6 for Clontarf 
and Howth, No. 1; the 1,084 deaths from all causes tabulated for No. 1 South City 
District, including 5 from measles, 22 from scarlatina, 3 from typhus, 20 from whoop- 
ing cough, 2 from diphtheria, 22 from enteric fever, and 46 from diarrhoea ; and the 
79 deaths for Clontarf comprising 2 from scarlatina, 1 from whooping-cough, 1 from 
diphtheria, 1 from simple continued fever, 4 from enteric fever, and 6 from diarrhea, 

Only 4 deaths from small-pox were registered. during the year. The disease which 
broke out in May, 1894, becoming epidemic and causing 68 deaths before the close of 
that year, proved fatal in 121 cases in 1895, but as 78 of the 121 deaths in 1895, 
occurred in the first three months of that year and only 8 in the December quarter, it 
became apparent that the epidemic was gradually subsiding and would probably cease at 
no distant date. Only 11 cases of small-pox were under treatment in hospital at the 
beginning of 1896, and in the week ended 13th June following, the hospitals became 
free of all cases of the disease. Of the 4 fatal cases Jast year one occurred in the March 
and 3 in the June quarter. One was that of aman aged 70 years, on whom there were no 
vaccination marks visible, two were those of women who were unvaccinated, and the 
fourth that of a woman vaccinated in infancy. 

There were but 10 deaths from measles registered during the year, 8 of which took 
place in the fourth quarter. The average for the preceding ten years was 146, the 
yearly numbers ranging from 3 in 1895 to 514 in 1887. 

As already stated, scarlet fever (scarlatina) prevailed extensively, causing 148 deaths, 
being 68 over the average for the ten years 1886-95. The respective numbers of 
deaths registered during the four quarters were 18, 31, 33, and 66, In the first three 
months of the year 272 cases of scarlatina were admitted to’ hospital, in the second 
quarter 409, in the third 449, and in the fourth (14 weeks) 591. At the beginning of the 
year 112 patients were under treatment in hospital and at the close 19387. 

Only 11 deaths from typhus were registered against an average of 18, in the last six 
years the mortality from this disease has been very light, the total number of deaths 
for that period being 57. : Re’

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preceding ten years, but 28 over the number for 1895, when the lowest mortality in 
any of the ten years was recorded. The highest yearly number during that period 
was 276 in 1893. The cases of the disease treated in hospital show a considerable 
increase as compared with the number in 1895—the admissions having risen from 
431 during that year to 648 last year; however only 50 remained under treatment 
at the end of the year, being 15 under the number in hospital at the close of the 
previous year. 

The deaths from influenza and its complications were 105, being 15 above the 
average for the preceding ten years, but 204 under the number for 1895, which was 
the highest yearly number registered during the period 1886-95. 

Deaths from whooping-cough although slightly under the average are 79 over the 
number for 1895. There were 174 fatal cases last year, 89 occurring in ‘the last three 
months, when the disease became epidemic. . kN 

The deaths under the heading diwrrhea, dysentery, number 331, being 51 in excess 
of the average for the ten years 1886-95, and greater than the number for any of these 
years except 1887 and 1893. . eel 

Among the remaining deaths from zymotic diseases are 18 from diphtheria, 22 
from erysipelas, and 34 from simple cholera and choleraic diarrhea. 

The mortality from diseases of the respiratory system (exclusive of phthisis or 
pulmonary consumption) was much below the average, the number of deaths being 
1,575, or 568 under the number for the preceding year, 320 below the average for the 
ten years 1886-95, and lower than the number for any of those years. The 1,575 
deaths comprise 925 from bronchitis, 481 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, 
33 from croup, and 19 from pleurisy.

The nuiaber of deaths from phthisis or pulmonary consumption is 1,107 (equal to 
3°2 per 1,000 living), being slightly below the average for the ten years 1886-95. ; 

Among the deaths from other constitutional diseases are 224 from mesenteric disease, 
178 from tubercular meningitis, 263 from cancer (being 11 under the number from 
that cause in 1895), and 10 from gout, 

The deaths of 505 children were ascribed to convulsions ; this number is 80 under 
that for the preceding year. 

Apoplexy caused 162 deaths, epilepsy 36, other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions) 369, and diseases of the circulatory system 750. 

_ There were 264 accidental deaths (including 58 from burns or scalds, and 58 from 
drowning) ; 8-cases of homicide ; and 11 cases of swicide. 

In 596 cases the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness: of these 596 cases, 396, or 66 per cent., were deaths 
of children under 5 years of age: these 396 deaths form 14°6 per cent. of the total 
number of deaths of children of that age. Of the deaths of 512 infants under 1 month 
old registered, there were 188 (or 37 per cent.) regarding which the cause was

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Ages.—Of the 8,856 deaths registered during the year, 2,715, or 31 per cent., 
were of children under five years of age, and 2,087, or 24 per cent., were of persons 
aged 60 years aud upwards, including those of 1,093 persons aged 70 years and 
upwards, of whom 62 were stated to have been nonagenarians and one (a female) who 
was returned as 100 years old. 

The deaths of infants under 1 year old were equal to 155 for every 1,000 births 
registered, against 171 in the preceding year, and 152 in 1894.

Measles —In the fifteen districts the deaths from measles registered during the 
year amounted to 268, viz. :—205 in Belfast (as compared with 107 in 1895, and 452 
in 1894), 2 in Cork, 1 in Limerick, 55 (a number equal to 1:7 per 1,000 of the 
population at all ages) in Londonderry, and 5 in Drogheda. 


Scarlatina.—In Waterford, Lisburn, and Kilkenny no deaths under this heading were 
recorded. In the remaining twelve districts 213 deaths occurred, and of these 173 
(equal to 0°6 per 1,000 of the population) were registered in Belfast, and 22 or 0-7 per 
1,0:0 in Londonderry. In the preceding year there were only 88 deaths from the 
disease in Belfast. eee ‘ ; 


Typhus.—The deaths from typhus consist of 4 in Belfast, 7 in Cork, 6 iw Limerick, 
2 in Waterford, one in Galway, and 3 in Sligo. 


Whooping-cough.—T wo hundred and fifteen deaths from whooping-cough were regis- 
’~ tered during the year in Belfast, where in the preceding year there were only 109 such 
deaths. These 215 deaths are equal toa rate of 0°8 per 1,000 living. In Cork it 
caused 16 deaths, in Londonderry 9, in Waterford 25 (a number equal to 1-2 per 1,000), © 
in Newry 12, or 0:9 per 1,000, in Lisburn 4, in Lurgan 9, and in Sligo 6. 





Diphtheria.-—The total number of deaths from diphtheria in the fifteen districts, is 
59, including 47 in Belfast, 4 in Londonderry, and 3 in Lurgan.

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 218— 112 boys and 106 girls; and the deaths to 193-110 males and 83 females. 

The deaths, which are 25 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 28°8 in every 1,000 
of the population, being 36 under the mean rate for the first week of the ten years 
1886-95. All of the deaths in public institutions registered during last week were 
deaths of persons admitted from within the district. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 10, being 
5 over the very low number for the preceding week, but 12 under the average for the 
first week of the last ten years: the 10 deaths comprise 2 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 
one from influenza, 2 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric fever, one from 
erysipelas, &c. 

One case of small pox was admitted to hospital during the week: no cases of the 
disease were admitted to hospital during the preceding week, but in the week ended. 
the 21st ultimo, 2 cases were received. four small pox patients were discharged during 
last week, and 8 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under the number 
in hospital at the close of the preceding week. : 

Sixteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, against 9 for the preceding 
week, and 13 for the week ended the 2Ist ultimo: 9 patients were discharged during 
the week; one died; and 71 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 over 
the nuniber in hospital on the previous Saturday. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 19, being 9 under the ad- 
missions for the preceding week, and 2 over the number for the week ended the 21st 
ultimo: 14 patients were discharged during the week ; one died; and 116 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 over the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. 

During last week, asin each of the two weeks preceding, 40 deaths from diseases of 
the respiratory system were registered: the average number for the first week of the 
ten years 1886-95 was 60: the 40 deaths for last week comprise 23 from bronchitis 
and 14 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 7 children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under 1 year old) 
were ascribed to convulsions. 

Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 9 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 19 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 28 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 4,

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was28'8 per 1,000 ; the rate

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
10 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 13 (09 in the North City Districts, and 1°6 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 05 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths" (4) are equal to an annual rate of 
114 per 1,000. They consist of 1 from bronchitis, 2 from discases of the circulatory system, and 
1 from phthisis. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (28) are equal to an annual rate of 
33°4 per 1,000. Enteric fever caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. The 27 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, and 
6 from phthisis. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
36°1 per 1,000: Among them are 2 from bronchitis, 1 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, and 4 from phthisis, but no deaths from any Zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 26:0 per 
1,000. One death from whooping-cough constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Among 
the 12 deaths from other causes are 4 from convulsions, ; 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 35°4 
per 1,000. They coniprise2 from scarlatina but none from any other .zymotic disease. Five deaths 
were caused by bronchitis, 2 by diseases of the circulatory system, 3 by phthisis, and 3 by diseases 
of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 30°9 per 
1,000, Among them are 2 from bronchitis, 1 from pneumonia, and 2 from phthisis, No deaths from 
any Zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (29) are equal to an annual rate of 37°9 per 
1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—One from influenza and 1 from whooping-cough. 
The 27 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from pneumonia, 6 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from cancer. . 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Uanal«street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 23°3 per 1,000. One was catised by enteric fever, but no deaths from any other zymotic 
disease were recorded. Among the 15 deaths from other causes are 4 from bronchitis and 4 from 
pneumonia. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :=~ 
Clontarf and Howth, No, 1, 63°0 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 9°7; Finglas 
and QGlasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 22°; Donnybrook, 35:4; 
Blackrock, 218; and Kingstown, 224. The ‘deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from erysipelas for Rathmines, and 1 from enterie fever for Donnybrook, 
Among the 5 deaths from all causes tabulated for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1 District, are 2 from 
bronchitis ; both of the 2 deaths for Palmerston, part of, were from phthisis ; the 12 deaths for 
Rathmines comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
system ; among the 8 deaths for Kingstown are 2 from phthisis and 2 from diseases of the brain 
and nervous system and the 17 deaths for Donnybrook comprise those of 8 Kingstown men 
drowned in Dublin Bay through the capsizing of a Lifeboat.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.SOC., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 4th January, 1896 :__ 
“Although still changeable, damp,and showery, the weather showed a marked improvement when 
compared with that of the preceding week. It was very unusually mild, or indeed warm, for the 
time of year; and the rains, although frequent, were not heavy. The dampness of the atmosphere 
was attended by the formation of more or less fog on five days. At first, areas of relatively low 
atmospheric pressure existed off the north of Ireland and the west of Scotland. These systems 
threw a warm but moist southwesterly air-current upon the French and British coasts. Rain fell 
generally and the thermometer rose to 59°, 56°, and even 57° at both English and Irish stations, In 
the south of France readings exceeded 60° on several days. In contrast to this mild weather, 
severe cold was felt in Russia, Austria, and Germany. At Berlin the 8 a.m. temperatures were 22°, 10°, 
26°, 26°, 13°, 35°, and 35°. When the thaw set in at Berlin on Friday, temperature was already giving 
way decidedly in the British Isles, where the distribution of pressure had become anticyclonic on 
Thursday. Saturday wasat times fair and bright, but a great deal of fog drifted in from the Trish Sea, 
and St. George’s Channel along the east coast of Ireland. In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer was 29°943 inches, pressure ranging from 29°587 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, W.) to 
, 30293 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, E.). The corrected mean temperature was 503°. The mean 
dry bulb temperature at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 490°. On Thursday the shade thermometers rose to 
568°; on Saturday they fell to 43:0°. Rain was measured on five days, the total amount being ‘269 
inch, of which 133 inch was recorded on Sunday. The prevailing winds were S.S.W. andS.E. The 
mean temperature was some 10° above the average.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-946 inches. The highest reading (30-300) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind E., and the lowest (29°592) on Monday at 9 a.m.,wind W.S W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 487°, being 13-9° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Wednesday, when the thermometer registered 55°3°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 41°7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 48°3° and 
of the Wet Bulb 46°8°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘89, complete saturation 
being represented by ]-0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 4°9 
hours. The rainfall measured -430 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 45°8°, the maximum 54:89, 
and the minimum 38°1°; at Glasgow the maximum was 56°9°, the minimum 329°, and 
the mean 44:9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 51°5°, the minimum 34°5°, and the 
mean 43°9°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°36 in. 3 at Glasgow 0°91 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°59 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°6 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in ten of 
the districts to 5:1 in Sligo; the 6 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 1 from typhus. Among the 126 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast 
are 1 from measles, 4 from scarlatina, 3 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, and 
7 from enteric fever; and the 12 deaths in Londonderry comprise 2 from diarrhea,

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‘In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 201—112 boys and 89 girls; and the deaths to 190-101 males and 89 females. 

The deaths, which are 58 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent. an annual rate of mortality of 28°3 in every 1,000 
of the population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 27°3 per.1,000. During 
the first two weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 28-6, and was 6°1 under 
the mean rate for the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 16, being 
6 over the low number for the preceding week, but 13 under the average for the second 
week of the last ten years: the 16 deaths comprise one from measles, 5 from influenza 
and its complications, one from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhea, 
one from dysentery, 2 from erysipelas, &c. 

Three cases of smal] pox were admitted to hospital during the week, against one for 
the preceding week: 3 small pox patients were discharged during the week, and 8 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being equal to the number in hospital on 
Saturday the 4th instant. : 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 10, being 6 under the 
admissions for the preceding week, and one over the number for the week ended the 
28th ultimo: 11 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 69 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 under the nunaber in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. 

The weekly number ‘of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had fallen 
from 28 for the week ended the 28th ultimo to 19 for the following week, further 
declined to 11 last week: 10 patients were discharged during the week, and 117 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being one over the number in hospital on 
Saturday the 4th instant. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 40, being 
33 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 40 deaths 
comprise 29 from bronchitis and 10 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs,

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Thirty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (23 being infants under 1 year, of whom 6 were under 1 month old) 
and 56 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 31 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 13 were octogenarians, and one (a man) was stated to have been aged 90 

ears. 

Seventy of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 17 took place in the North Dublin Union Work 
house and 22 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District caleulated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VI1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District’ was 27°3 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 285 (335 on the North side, and 240 on the South), and in the Suburbs 24:4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
10 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 13 (13 in the North City Districts, and 1:2 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 05 per 1,000. 


_ No.1 North City District, Hast (Hmerald-street).—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 
171 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases,’ viz.:—1 from influenza and 1 from 
erysipelas. 4 : F 4 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (34) are equal to an annual rate of 
40°5 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :~—1 from measles, 1 from influenza, 
and 1 from erysipelas, Seven deaths were caused by bronchitis,3 by. pneumonia, 2 by phthisis, 
2 by mesenteric disease, 2 by convulsions, and 6 by diseases of the brain and nervous System, 
exclusive of convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
30°7 per 1,000. One death from diarrhoea constitutes the mortality from zymotie disease. The 16 
deaths from other‘causes comprise 2 from pneumonia and 3 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 360 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from enteric fever. Five deaths were 
caused by bronchitis and 2 by diseases of the brain and nervous system, 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 32°3 
per 1,000. ‘They comprise from bronchitis, 2 from diseases ofthe circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, 
and 2 from mesenteric disease. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 2 South Ctty District (High-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 39°4 per 
1,000.. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1from dysentery. Among the 13 deaths 
from other causes are 3 from bronchitis and 3 from phthisis.- ; 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (12) are équal to an annual rate of 15°7 per 
1,000. Enteric fever caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded, 
The 11 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis and 3 from phthisis, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Uanal-street).—The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 17°5 per 1,000. One death from whooping-cough constitutes the mortality from zymotic 
disease. Among the 11 deaths from other causes are 4 from phthisis and 2 from diseases of the 
brain and neryous system. 


Suburban Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 50°4 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1,389; Finglas 
and Glasnevin,: part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 35'8; Rathmines, 171; Donnybrook, 229; . 
Blackrock, 218; and Kingstown, 196. The ‘deaths from zymotic diseases’ tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from influenza for Clontarf and Howth, No.1; 1 from diarrhcea for Finglas and 
Glasnevin, part of ;, 1 from influenza for Rathmines, and 1 from influenza for Donnybrook, Two of 
the 4 deaths from all causes tabulated for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1 District, were from diseases 
of the respiratory system ; the 8 deaths for Coolock and Drumecondra, No. 1 District, comprise 
3 from diseases of the circulatory system ; among the 6 deaths for Palmerston, part of, are 2 from 
phthisis ; among the 11 deaths for Donnybrook are 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2 from 
diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from phthisis ; and. the 7 deaths for Kingstown comprise

METEOROLOGY. 
‘(Wor Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.x.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 11th January, 1896 :— 

“The most striking features in the weather of this week were the intensity developed by an anti- 
cyclone over the British Isles on Wednesday and Thursday, and the occurrence of a bitterly cold 
‘polar’ gale in Italy and the 8.E. of France about the same time. On Sunday morning an area of 
high atmospheric pressure, bounded by the isobar of 30°50 inches, lay over the southern half of the 
North Sea, Holland, Belgium, and the greater part of England. By Monday morning this system 
had spread both westward and eastward and the barometer had risen above 3060 inches. On Tues- 
day, at 8 a.m., the isobar of 30°70 inches embraced nearly the whole of Ireland and the central 
counties of England. Early on Wednesday the isobar of 30°90 inches swept in a curve south-west- 
wards from the Hebrides to Mayo. At 8a.m of Thursday, the isobar of 31 inches included the whole 
of Scotland, the Hebrides, Northumberland, Durham, Westmoreland, Cumberland, and the northern 
half of Ireland—the highest pressure of all being 31°09 inches at Ardrossan. In Dublin the maximum 
was reached at 10 a.m. and was 31°02 inches—probably the highest reading of the barometer ever 
recorded in the Irish capital. From this time to the close of the week pressure gave way gradually. 
Except on Friday morning, leaden skies accompanied the anticyclone, so that no severe frost occur- 
red. At Parsonstown, however, the thermometer read only 25° at 8 a.m. on Friday. Intense cold 
set in at this time over Germany, the east and south-east of France, and Italy, accompanied by 
strong north-easterly winds and in places gales. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 
30°783 inches, pressure ranging from 30°453 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, 8S.) to 31°020 inches at 
10 a.m. of Thursday (wind, W.). The corrected mean temperature was 41°8°. The mean dry bulb 
temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 40°38. On Wednesday the screened thermometers rose to 481°, 
on Friday they fell to 31°8°. Variable, light winds prevailed. Snow and sleet fell on Friday after- 
noon to the amount of ‘020 inch ; an additional 002 inch of rain was measured on Saturday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°786 inches. The highest reading (31-029) was on 
Thursday at 9 p.m., wind E., and the lowest (30°450) on Sunday at 9 a.m., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 38-8°, being 0:1° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Tuesday, when the thermometer registered 46°5°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 26:2°. ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 38°7° and 
of the Wet Bulb 37:0°. The mean humidity of the air was 86, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 2°9 
hours. The rainfall measured :039 inch. : | 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 37:2°, the maximum 44°89, 
and the minimum 32:2° ;. at Glasgow the maximum was 50:7°, the minimum 25:09, and 
the mean 37°8°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 47°8°, the minimum 30°5°, and the 
mean 33°7°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°06 in.; at Glasgow 0°10 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°02 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 19°1), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19°7 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19-5 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 21:0, and for Edinburgh 15:2.

Lhe deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°8 per 1,000, the rates varying from U-U in ten of 
the districts to 5°1 in Sligo; the 7 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 1 from whooping-cough. Among the 165 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 2 from measles, 3 from scarlatina, 3 from whooping-cough, 1 from diph- 
theria, 6 from enteric fever, and 3 from diarrhea; the 29 deaths in Cork comprise 1 
from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea; and the 12 deaths 
im Eanituadacry comprise 2 from scarlatina and 1 from diarrhea,

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In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durmg the week amounted 
to 202—97 boys and 105 girls; and the deaths to 151—68 males and 83 females. 

The deaths, which are 97 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 22°5 in every 1,000 
of the population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 21-9 per 1,000. During 
the first three weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 26-5, and was 8’9 under 
the mean rate for the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

There were only 9 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 20 
below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 7 under the 
number for the week ended the 11th instant: they comprise ] from small pox—that of 
a man aged 70 years, no vaccination marks visible—1 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 4 
from influenza and its complications, 2 from enteric fever, &c. 

No cases of small pox were admitted to hospital during the week: in the preceding 
week 3 cases were received. T'wo small pox patients were discharged during the week; 
1 died; and 5 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under the number 
in hospital on Saturday the 11th instant. 

Kleven cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital being } over the admissions 
for the preceding week, but 5 under the number for the week ended the 4th instant ; 
12 patients were discharged during the week; 1 died; and 67 remained under treat- 
ment on Saturday last, being 2 under the number in hespital at the close of the pre- 
ceding week. . 

The decline in the number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, noted for each 
of the two weeks preceding did not continue during last week, the admissions for which 
period amounted to 28, being 17 in excess of the admissions for the week ended the 
1ith instant, 9 over the number for the week ended the 4th instant, and equal to the 
number for the week ended the 28th ultimo: 15 patients were discharged during the 
week, and 130 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 13 over the number 
in hospital on Saturday the 11th instant. 

There were only 33 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered, being 
40 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 7 under the 
number for the week ended the 11th instant: they comprise 19 from bronchitis and 9 
from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

Forty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (30 being infants under 1 year, of whom 11 were under 1 month old) 
and 24 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 17 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 4 were octogenarians, 

Forty-three of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 9 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 9 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 4 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse, 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns. for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VI] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was21'9 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 240 (245 on the North side, and 236 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°. 


‘The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
06 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 0°4 (04 in the North City Districts, and 0'4in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1°10 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 
286.per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—l from influenza and 1 from 
enteric fever. Two deaths were caused by phthisis, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 
17°9 per 1,000. Among them are 5 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. No deaths from any zymotic disease 
were recorded, i ; 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
25'°3 per 1,000. Four of the deaths were caused by bronchitis, 4 by other diseases of the respiratory 
system, and 2 by phthisis, but none by any zymotic disease. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 32°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 5 from phthisis but none from any zymotic disease. 


No,1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 277 
per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from influenza. Two deaths 
were caused by diseases ofthe respiratory system'and 2 by convulsions. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 22'5 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, and 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 17:0 per 
1,000. Four of the deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system and 2 by diseases of 
the circulatory system, but none by any zymotic disease. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Uanal-street).—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 27°77 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—l’ from scarlatina and 1 from 
influenza. Among the 17 deaths from other causes are 3 from diseases of the respiratory system, 
2from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 3 from diseases of the brain and 
nervous system. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 243 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf and Howth, No.1, 00; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 72; Rathmines, 152; Donnybrook, 146; 
Blackrock, 21°38; and Kingstown, 25°2. The ‘deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from influenza and 1 from enteric fever for Rathmines and 1 from small pox for 
Blackrock. Among the 8 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 2 from phthisis ; the 
7 deaths for Donnybrook comprise 2 from bronchitis and 2 from convulsions ; and the 9 deaths for 
Kingstown comprise 2 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from 
diseases of the brain and nervous system. . :

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.Met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 18th January, 1896 :— 
“Weather of the westerly type—changeable, mild, squally and showery—prevailed throughout 
this week. At the beginning traces of the remarkable anticyclone, which had hung over the British 
Islands during the previous week, were still found over the South of Ireland—the barometer 
at 8 a.m. of Sunday reading 30°55 inches at Valentia Island and 30°54 inches at Roche’s Point, 
‘Co. Cork. The ibarometer at this time was falling throughout Western Europe and depressions 
were advancing to the North British and Norwegian coasts from the Atlantic. On Sunday the 
cold was intense in the South of Germany and East of France; the weather was moderately cold 
in England and Ireland, mild in Scotland. At8a.m.of Monday the-barometer ranged from 28°70 
inches at Bods, in Norway, to 30°25 inches at Lyons—consequently strong westerly (S.W. to N.W.) 
winds swept over Western Europe and the weather was generally unsettled, with rain in many 
places ; especially when a secondary depression crossed England on Monday night. Temperature 
now became high in the south, but fellin the north, of the United Kingdom—only however to 
rise again quickly in the latter region on Wednesday morning, when the barometer was once 
more down to 2863 inches at Wick. As this deep depression passed away to the eastward, the 
thermometer fell fast in the North. But it rose rapidly again on Friday, when a warm W. wind 
was blowing on the Atlantic coasts of both France and the British Isles. Saturday was springlike 
in its mildness, and the air was dry as well as genial. In Dublin the mean heigh:! of the barometer 
was 29°912 inches, pressure ranging from 30°440 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.) to 29°397 inches 
at 9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind also W.). The corrected mean temperature was 463°. The mean 
dry bulb temperature at 9a.m.and 9 p.m. was 458°. The screened thermometers fell to 367° on 
Sunday and rose to 537° on Saturday. The rainfall was 363 inch on five days, ‘212 inch being 
registered on Monday. The prevailing wind was westerly.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Pheenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was29-911 inches. The highest reading (30°445) was on Sunday 
at 9 a.m.,wind W.S.W., and the lowest (29°383) on Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind W.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 45°0°, being 5°1° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 53°2°, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 34:4°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 45:2° and 
of the Wet Bulb 43:19. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 9°8 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured -510 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 43:0°, the maximum 52°99, 
and the minimum 34°6° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 49°9°, the minimum 28°8°, 
a he mean 40°1°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°18 in.; and at Edinburgh

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 18°6), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18-7 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20-1 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 20°6, and for Edinburgh 15:8. 


Town Districts or [REvanp. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 25°2 per 1,000 of the population. 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annua! rate of 1°7 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in ten of 
the districts to 3:5 in Cork; the 36 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 2 from typhus and 3 from enteric fever. Among the 134 deaths from all 
causes registered in Belfast are 2 from measles, 2 from scarlatina, 4 from whooping- 
cough, and 1 from enteric fever; and the 16 deaths in Londonderry comprise 2 from 
whooping-cough.

DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered diving the week amounted — 


to 196—92 boys and 104 girls; and the deaths to 184—-100 males and 84 females. 

The deaths, which are 43 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 27:4 in every 1,000 
of the population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into pudlic 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 26:8 per 1,000. During 
the first four weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 26°8, and was 8°2 under 
the mean rate for the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 18, being 
9 over the low number for the preceding week, but 9 under the average for the ‘fourth 
week of the last ten years: the 18 deaths comprise one from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 
3 from influenza and its complications, one from whooping-cough, 6 from enteric fever, 
3 from diarrhea, &c. 


Two cases of small pox were admitted to hospital during the week: in the preceding ~~ 


week no cases of the disease were admitted, but in the week ended the 11th instant 3 
cases were received: 2 small pox patients were discharged during last week, and 5 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being equal to the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. 

Fourteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, being 3 over the admissions 
for the preceding week : 8 patients were discharged during the week; 3 died; and 70 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 over the number in hospital on 
Saturday the 18th instant. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 22, being 6 under the 
admissions for the preceding week, but 11 over the number for the week ended the 
1!th instant: 16 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 135 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 over the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. 

Forty-two deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 9 over 
the number for the preceding week, but 19 under the average for the fourth weck of the 
last ten years: they consist of 28 from bronchitis, 10 from pneumonia, 2 from croup, 
and 2 from pleurisy.

The deaths of 13 children under 5 years of age (including 11 infants under 1 year old) 
were ascribed to convulsions. 

Hight deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions), and 23 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 20 deaths, mesenteric disease 5, and 
cancer 7. 

‘Nine accidental deaths were registered, including 4 caused by drowning. 

In 18 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 


attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 10 sa ig rp under 


one year old and the deaths of 8 persons aged 40 years and upwards.

Fifty-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week. were under 
5 years of age (36 being infants under 1 year, of whom 12 were under 1 month old) 
and 60 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 30 persons aged 70 and upwards, | 
of whom 8 were octogenarians, and 2 (women) were stated to have been aged 90 and 
96 years respectively. 

Fifty-three of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 19 took place in the South Dublin Union Work- 
house and one in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each a bk i calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the dasth-iate for the entire Registration District was 26'8 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 29'8 (312 on the North side, and 285 on the South), and in the Suburbs 199. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1°6 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1'7 (2:2 in the North City Districts, and 12 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1'5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Hmerald-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 
28°6 per 1,000. Enteric fever’ caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. The 9 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from pneumonia and 1 from bronchitis. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (31) are equal to an annual rate of 
37°0 per 1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from influenza and 1 from 
whooping-cough., Three deaths were caused by bronchitis, 4 by diseases of the circulatory system, 
3 by mesenteric disease, and 2 by convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The ‘deaths (11) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
199 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from diseases of the respiratory cS fk and 2 from convulsions, 
No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 360 per 
1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz. :--1 from scarlatina and 2from enteric fever. Among 
the 15 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, and 3 from diseases of the 
sae aie system, 


No, 1 South City District (Sout MRE LAE, § —The aides fool ee an anand rate of 30°8 
per 1,000. Among them are 7 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2from phthisis, and 2 from — 
convulsions, but no deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 28:1 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic digeadee, viz.:—1 from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhea. 
Bronchitis caused 3 deaths. ; 


No. 3 South City. District (Peter-street),—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 222 per 
1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—l1 from influenza and 1 from enteric fever. Among 
_ the 15 deaths from other causes are 7 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 
and 2 from cancer. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Uanal-street).—The deaths (23) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 33'5 per 1,000. They comprise 1 from influenza, 6 from bronchitis, and 2 from phthisis. 


Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 49; Finglas 
and ,Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part ‘of, 35'8 ; Rathmines, 20°99; Donnybrook, 22°9 ; 
Blackrock, 29'1; and Kingstown, 16. The deaths from zymotic- diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from enteric fever for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1 Distridt ; 1 from diarrhoea for 
Rathmines and 1 from diarrhoea for Donnybrook. The 5 deaths from: at causes tabulated for 
Palmerston, part of, comprise 1 from bronchitis, 1 from pneumonia, and 1'from phthisis ; among 
the 11 deaths for Rathmines'are 4 from diseases of the respiratory system and 3 from phthisis ;

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.met.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 25th January, 1896 :— 

“The changeable, uncertain weather, so characteristic of the present winter, continued during 
this week. Conditions were at first anticyclonic, and the weather was fine but cold and often 
foggy. A dense fog on Wednesday evening was followed by cyclonic conditions, and dull, damp, 
and mild or even warm weather. On Sunday a broad band of high atmospheric pressure (3030 
inches) stretched across Ireland, England, France, and Germany, whereas an area of low pressure 
(29°70 inches) lay off the North of Scotland. In Dublin the weather was at this time fine, bright 
and bracing. The anticyclone steadily held its ground and developed intensity until on Tuesday 
morning the barometer read 30°61 inches at Berlin. Hoar frost and fog, with fine, bright intervals 
during the daytime, prevailed in Dublin—a ‘silver thaw’ following on Tuesday evening. On 
Wednesday a large depression passed eastwards across Scandinavia, and this caused a rise of tem- 
perature in England and Treland, but falls of sleet and snow in Scotland, where strong N.W. winds 
blew on the morning of the day named. At sunset the sky cleared in Dublin and, as the air was 
calm, temperature fell fast, the result being the development of an exceedingly dense fog at night. 
Thursday was fine and mild, with a southerly wind. In the morning very sharp frost was felt in 
Great Britain, the shade thermometer falling to 20° at Cambridge, 21° at Loughborough, and 23° at 
Leith and Nairn. Ina few hours a rapid rise of temperature took place, amounting to 25° at Leith, 
19° at Nairn, 18° at Cambridge, and 16° at Loughborough. The week closed dull, damp, and mild. 
In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30176 inches, pressure ranging from 30°464 inches at 
9 am. of Monday (wind, calm) to 29°787 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, W.). The corrected 
mean temperature was 421°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 407°. On Tues- 
day the screened thermometers fell to 27°9°; on Friday they rose to 53°8°. The prevailing winds 
were 8.W.and W. Rain fell on four days to the amount of ‘134 inch, 082 inch being registered on 
Friday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was30°179 inches. The highest reading (30°474) was on Monday 
at 9 a.M.,air calm, and the lowest (29°776) on Saturday at 9 a.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 39-2°, being 2°5° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 51°89, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mereury having fallen to 19°8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 37-9° and 
of the Wet Bulb 36:5°. The mean humidity of the air was -87, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 12°8 
hours. The rainfall measured -200 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 39°5°, the maximum 51°0°, 
and the minimum 28°3° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 50°2°, the minimum 21:7°, and 
tae mean 39°8°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 49°9°, the minimum 23°99, and the 
mean 39°8°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°26 in. ; at Glasgow 0°19 in.; and at 
Edinburgh 0°12 in.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 17°8), was equa] to an average annual death-rate of 18°4 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland. was 19-5 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 19°5, ahd for Edinburgh 15:8.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week ia 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 26-2 per 1,000 of the population.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°5 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in twelve of 
the distriets to 4:5 in Wexford ; the 5 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 1 from diarrhea. Among the 145 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 4 from scarlatina, 2 from typhus, 6 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric 
fever, and 1 from diarrhea; and the 26 deaths in Limerick comprise 2 from diarrhces,

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In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durmg the week amounted 
to 179—102 boys and 77 girls; and the deaths to 178—S4 males and 9a females. . 

The deaths, which are 34 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 26-5 in every 1,000 
of the population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 25°7 per 1,000. During 
the first five weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 26-7, and was 7°6 under 
the mean rate for the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

There were only 11 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
13 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 7 under the 
number for the week ended the 25th ultimo: they consist of one from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 4 from influenza and its complications, 2 from whooping-cough, one from 
ill-defined fever, 2 from enteric fever, and one from diarrhea. 

No eases of small pox were admitted to hospital during the week: the five patients 
in hospital at the close of the preceding week remained under treatment on Saturday 
last. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 13, being one under the 
admissions for the preceding week : 12 patients were discharged during the week, and 
71 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being one over the number in hospital 
on Saturday the 25th ultimo. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had fallen 
from 28 for the week ended the 18th ultimo to 22 for the following week, further 
declined to 16 last week : 19 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 
131 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 under the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

Forty-five deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 3 over 
the number for the preceding week, but 9 under the average for the fifth week of the 
last ten years: they comprise 27 from bronchitis and 15 from pneumonia or inflam- 
mation of the Jungs. |

The deaths of 8 children under 5 years of age (including 7 infants under | year old) 
were ascribed to convulsions. 

Fourteen deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive 
of convulsions) and 19 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Spa or pulmonary consumption caused 17 deaths, mesenteric disease 2, and 
cancer 6, 

Eight accidental deaths were registered. 

In 19 instances the cause of death was “‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 11 children under 
5 years of age (including 10 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 5 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards.

Forty-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (28 being infants under 1 year, of whom 11 were under 1 month old) 
and 54 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 21 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 7 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 95 
ears. 
4 Seventy-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
ublic institutions; of this number 16 took place ia the North Dublin Union Work- 
ouse and 16 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calcalated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.) 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 257 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 294 (272 on the North side, and 313 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°90. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1°0 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1-3 (18 in the North City Districts, and 03 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 05 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 
171 per 1,000. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill)—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 
286 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:--1 from influenza and 2 from 
whooping-cough. The 21 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 
3 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 4 from phthisis. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)._The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
28°9 per 1,000. Bronchitis caused 2 deaths, pneumonia 2, diseases of the circulatory system 3, and 
phthisis 3, but no deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. ; 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 300 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from enteric fever, but none from any other zymotic disease. Among the 
13 deaths from other causes are 5 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system, 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (30) represent an annual rate of 461 
per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz. -—] from scarlatina and 1from diarrhea, The 28 
deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, 2 from cancer, and 5 from convulsions. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street)—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 337 per 
1,000. One death from influenza constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Four deaths were 
caused by bronchitis and 4 by diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).-The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 196 pez 
1,000. Among them are 3from bronchitis and 2from phthisis. No deaths from any zymotic disease 
were recorded. : 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Uanal-street)._The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 29'1 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from influenza, Among 
the 19 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2 from phthisis, and 
4 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12'6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Dramecondra, No.1,146; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 00; Rathmines, 190; Donnybrook, 138: 
Blackrock, 364; and Kingstown, 168. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from ill-defired fever for Rathmines and 1 from influenza for Donnybrook. 
The 3 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drumeondra, No. 1 District, consist of 
2 from diseases of the circulatory system and 1 from phthisis ; the-10 deaths for Rathmines com- 
prise 3 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system ; 
among the 9 deaths for Donnybrook are 4 from diseases of the circulatory system; and the 6

r ; METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.mzt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, Ist February, 1896 :— 

“ At first cyclonic in type, changeable and at times rainy, the weather became on Tuesday anti- 
eyclonic, quiet and fine, and so continued almost to the close of the week. Rain, however, set in 
late on Saturday night. For the third time in January, 1896, an anticyclone spread over the British 
Isles, and for the second time the barometric pressures recorded were of very abnormal and unusual 
intensity. At 11 p.m. of Wednesday, the barometer rose to 30°96 inches at Roche’s Point, Cork 
Harbour ; and on the evening of that day as well as on Thursday morning the isobar of 3090 inches 
embraced the southern half of Ireland, Wales, and a great portion of the south of England. It will 
be remembered that the highest readings in the remarkable anticyclone of January 9 were reported 
from Scotland and the northern parts of England and Ireland. After Thursday the barometer fell 
generally though gradually, so that even on Saturday evening pressure was as high as 30°458 inches 
in Dublin. During the anticyclonic period quiet, eool but not cold, often dull weather prevailed. 
The atmospheric humidity also varied very much—the mornings being damp, the evenings very 
dry. While the anticyclone hung over England and Ireland, large and deep depressions swept east- 
wards across Scandinavia; causing westerly gales and rainy, open weather even in the extreme 
North of Europe. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30505 inches, pressure ranging 
between 29°992 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, 8.W.) and 30°922 inches at 4.30 p.m. of Wednesday © 
(wind, W.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 434°. The mean dry bulb temperature 
at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 42°1°. On Monday the sereened thermometers rose to 558°; on Saturday 
they fell to 358°. The prevailing wind was westerly. Rain fell on three days to the amount of °263 
inch, ‘089 inch being registered on Monday, and ‘130 inch on Saturday.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix P ark, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30°528 inches. The highest reading (30°919) was on 
Wednesday at 9 p.m.,wind W., and the lowest (29:975) on Menday at 9 a.m, wind S. 

The mean temperature for the week was 41°5°, being 0:9° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Monday, when the thermometer registered 55°49, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 27:9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 41°1° and 
of the Wet Bulb 39°19. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 13:3 
hours. ‘The rainfail measured ‘300 inch. : 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 400°, the maximum 49°19, 
and the minimum 30°2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 52'9°, the minimum 35°39, and 
the mean 43°8°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 52:9°, the minimum 36:0°, and the 
mean 42°6°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°11 in.; at Glasgow 0°61 in.; and at 
Edinburgh 0°17 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°7 per 1,000, the rates varying from U-0 in ten of 
the districts to 5°1 in Sligo; the 4 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 1 from diphtheria. Among the 143 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 3 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 4 from whooping-cough, | from diph- 
theria, 3 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea; among the 56 deaths in Cork are 
2 from enteric fever; and the 15 deaths in Londonderry comprise one from whooping- 
cough and one from diarrhea.

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Dusiin AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durimg the week amounted 
. to 217—102 boys and 115 girls; and the deaths to 165—-76 males and 89 females. 

The deaths, which are 38 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 24°6 in every 1,000 
of the population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 23-9 per 1,000. During 
the first six weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 26-4, and was 7°3 under 
the mean rate for the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 16, 
being 5 over the low number for the preceding week, but 4 under the average for the 
sixth week of the last ten years: the 16 deaths comprise one from scarlet fever (scarla- 
tina), 4 from influenza and its complications, 2 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric 
fever, 5 from diarrhea, &e. 

No cases of small pox were admitted to hospital during either of the last two weeks: 
one small pox patient was discharged in the course of last week, and 4 remained under 
treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during last week is 9, 
being 4 under the admissions for the precedirg week and 5 under the number for the 
week ended the 25th ultimo: 19 patients were discharged during the week ; 2 died; 
*nd 49 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 12 under the number in 
hespital at the close of the preceding week. 

There has been a further decline in the number of cases of scarlatina admitted to 
hospital, the admissions for last week being 12, or 4 under the admissions for the pre- 
ceding week, 10 under the number for the week ended the 25th ultimo, and 16 under 
that for the week ended the 18th ultimo: 20 patients were discharged during the week ; 
and 123 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 8 under the number in 
hospital on the previous Saturday. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 36, being 
15 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 9 under 
the number for the week ended the Ist instant: the 36 deaths comprise 24 from bron- 
» chitis and 7 from pneumonia or inflammation of the Jungs.

The deaths of 12 children (including 10 infants under 1 year old) were ascribed to 
convuisions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 10 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions) and 16 by diseases of the circulatory system. | 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 21 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 5, . 

Four accidental deaths were registered. 

In 10 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 7 children under 
5 years of age (including 6 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 2 persons 

aged 40 years and upwards.

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Forty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (29 being infants under 1 year, of whom 9 were under 1 month old) 
and 40 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 17 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 3 Were octogenarians. | ; 

Sixty of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number. 13 took place ia the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 15 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 239 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 27°0 (277 on the North side, and 26°5 on the South), and in the Suburbs 165. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1°5 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 17 (27 in the North City Districts, and 08 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 
143 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from convulsions, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (25) are equal to an annual rate of 
298 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from enteric fever and 2 from 
diarrhoea. Five deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system, 3 by diseases of the 
circulatory system, 5 by phthisis, and 2 by diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (22) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
39:7 per 1,090. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:--1 from whooping-cough and 1 from 
diarrhoea. Tie 20 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from 
convulsions. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (10) represent an annual rate of 20°0 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from diarrhoea, Among the 9 deaths 
from other causes are 3 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, and 2 from convulsions, Sila 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 246 
per 1,000. Two deaths from influenza constitute thé mortality from zymotic disease. The 14 deaths 
from other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 2 from diseases of the brain 
and nervous system, 


No. 2 South City District (High-street)—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 253 per 
1,000, Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from influenza. Two deaths were 
caused by bronchitis and 2 by phthisis. 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 31'4 per 
1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1l from influenza and 1 from enteric fever. Among 
the 22 deaths from other wauses are 3 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 
3 from phthisis. . 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Vanal-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 233 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from scarlatina, 
Bronchitis caused 2 deaths, phthisis 2, and convulsions 4. 


Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 340 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 00; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 215; Rathmines, 95; Donnybrook, 188; 
Blackrock, 00; and Kingstown, 252. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from whooping-cough for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District, and 1 
from diarrhcea for Donnybrook. Among the 7 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and 
Drumcondra, No. 1 District, are 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system ; 2 of the 3 deaths 
for Palmerston, part of, were from phthisis; among the 9 deaths for Donnybrook are 4 from 
diseases of the respiratory system ; and the 9 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from bronchitis, 
4 from diseases df the circulatory system, and 2 from phthisis.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.Met.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 8th February, 1896 :— 
“Generally fine and singularly mild and open weather prevailed during this week, the mean of 
temperature of which was in Dublin 47'2°, or 156° above that of the corresponding period of 1895, 
viz. 316°. The distribution of atmospheric pressure over North-western Europe was similar to that 
so persistently prevalent during the present season. Ananticyclone held sway in France, Germany 
and over the southern half of the United Kingdom. A series of Atlantic depressions moved east- 
wards across Scandinavia and Lapland. Only on Friday did the areas of low pressure encroach to 
a marked extent on the Jrish and Scotch coasts. On Saturday, however, cyclonic conditions seemed 
fully established throughout the British Isles. As commonly happens, very frosty nights were ob- 
served within the central area of the anticyclone and the period was decidedly cold in France and 
Germany. In England also sharp frosts were reported on the nights of Sunday and Monday—in 
Ireland the week was frostless, and on Friday temperature became remarkably high for the time 
of year. Rain fell freely on Saturday morning, but the afternoon was like April or the end of Sep- 
tember. At 8 a.m. of Friday the thermometer ranged from —8° at Haparanda, on the Gulf of 
Bothnia, to 53° at Valentia Island. Twenty-four hours earlier, temperature had been 29° at 
Haparanda, or 379 higher. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 30°366 inches, the 
barometer rising to 30°642 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, S.S.E.), and falling to 29'822 inches at 9 
a.m. of Saturday (wind, S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 472°. The mean dry bulb 
temperature was 46°6°. On Tuesday the screened thermometers sank to 368°, on Saturday they 
rose to 56°79. The rainfall amounted to '214inch, on three days, ‘089 inch being registered on Friday 
and ‘100 inch on Saturday. ‘The prevailing winds were S.S.E. and S.W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otfice, Pheenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30-362 inches. The highest reading (30°62!) was on 
Monday at 9 a.m.,wind S.E., and the lowest (29°818) on Saturday at 9 a.m, wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 45:5°, being 4-9° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 55°19, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 31°6°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 45°9° and 
of the Wet Bulb 440°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 10°3 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured -385 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 39-2°, the maximum 54°19, 
and the minimum 29°4°; at Glasgow the maximum was 52'0°, the minimum 35°99, and 
the mean 45°5°: and at Edinburgh the maximum was 52°1°, the minimum 32°29, and the 
mean 44°7°, ‘The rainfall at Glasgow measured 0°98 in. and at Edinburgh 0:23 in. 
There was no rain at Greenwich.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 20°3), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19-3 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19:1 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 20:0, and for Edinburgh 19-7.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1:5 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in ten of 
the districts to 9°1 in Lurgan; the 7 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 1 from scarlatina and 1 from diphtheria. Among the 120 deaths from all 
causes registered in Belfast are 1 from measles, 3 from scarlatina, 4 from whooping- 
cough, 2 from diphtheria, | from simple continued fever, and 1 from diarrhea; and 
the 37 deaths in Cork comprise 1 from whooping-cough and 1 from enteric fever. 
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DuBLiIn AND SUBUBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durmg the week amounted 
to 169—91 boys and 78 girls; and the deaths to 151—-68 males and 83 females. 

The deaths, which are 66 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 22°5 in every 1,000 
of the population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 21°9 per 1,000. During 
the first seven weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 25°8, and was 7'7 under 
the mean rate for the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

There were only 9 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
13 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 7 under the 
number for the week ended the 8th instant: they consist of 2 from scarlet fever (scarla- 
tina), one from influenza, 2 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric fever, and 1 from 
diarrhea. 

No cases of small pox have been admitted to hospital since the week ended the 25th 
ultimo: one small pox patient was discharged in the course of last week, and 3 re- 
mained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Ten cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during last week against 9 for 
the precedirg week, and 13 for the week ended the Ist instant: 9 patients were dis- 
charged during the week and 60 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 1 
over the number in hespital at the close of the preceding week. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital which had gradually 
fallen from 28 for the week ended the 18th ultimo, to 12 for the week ended the 8th 
instant rose to 27 last week: 15 patients were discharged during last week; one died ; 
and 134 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 11 over tbe-number in 
hospital on Saturday the 8th instant. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 36 deaths being equal to the number for 
the preceding week, but 20 below the average for the 7th week of the last ten years: 
the 36 deaths for last week comprise 19 from bronchitis, 13 from pneumonia or inflam- 
mation of the Jungs, and 2 from croup.

The deaths of 6 children under 5 years of age (including 5 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. . 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 11 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions) and 13 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 20 deaths and cancer 5. 

Three accidental deaths—all caused by drowning—were registered. 

In 13 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there naving been no medical 
attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 9 children under 
5 years of age (including 7 infants under one year old) and the death of one person 
aged 95 years, | . 
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Thirty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (23 being infants under | year, of whom 7 were under 1 month old) 
and 39 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 17 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 6 were octogenarians, and 2 (wo:nen) were stated to have been aged 90 and 
95 years, respectively, 

Forty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 9 took place in the South Dublin Union Work- 
house and 1 in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculatet on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables LV. and VII1.] 


Asalready stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 21°9 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 23'0 (196 on the North side, and 260 on the South), and in the Suburbs 19°4. 


‘The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1°2 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1'3 (09 in the North City Districts, and 16 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 
171 per 1,000. They consist of 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system, 1 from phthisis, and 1 accidental death. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 
191 per 1,000. Scarlatina caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. Among the 15 deaths from other causes are 2 from croup, 1 from bronchitis, 1 from 
pneumonia, and 2 trom phithisis. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (8) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
144 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system. No deaths from any 
zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 280 per 
1,000. One death from whooping-cough constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Among 
the 13 deaths from other causes are 4 from phthisis, 1 from bronchitis, and 1 from pneumonia, 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 27°7 
per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—l from searlatina and 1 from diarrhea. 
Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 3 by diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 by vonvulsions, 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 39°4 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from bronchitis and 3 from pneumonia, but no deaths from any zy motig 
disease were recorded. 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 144 per 
1,000. Three deaths were caused by bronchitis and 2 by convulsions, but none by any zymotic 
disease. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Vanal-street).—The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 30°6 per 1,000. Enteric fever caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease 
were recorded, The 19 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from pneumonia, 3 from diseases of 
the circulatory system, 5 from phthisis, and 2 from cancer. 


Suburban Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 49; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 2877 ; Rathmines, 152; Donnybrook, 25°0 ; 
Blackrock, 21°; and Kingstown, 224. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1from enteric fever for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District, 1 from influenza 
for Rathmines, and 1 from whooping-cough for Donnybrook. Two of the 4 deaths from all causes 
tabulated for Palmerston, part of, were from bronchitis; the 8 deaths for Rathmines comprise 
2 from diseases of the respiratory system and 3 from diseases of the circulatory system ; among the 
12 deaths for Donnybrook are 3 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 3 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system ; and the 8 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from phthisis and 2 from 
cancer,

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.mxzt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the wesk ended Saturday, 15th February, 1896 :— 

“The weather was very favourable—at first it was of the south-westerly type, warm and windy ; 
afterwards it became more decidedly anticyclonic in character, quiet, gray, and cold, as wellas dry. 
Until Thursday an area of high atmospheric pressure, with central readings of about 30°60 inches, 
lay directly over France ; whereas the barometer was low over Scandinavia, and gradients for S.W. 
and W, winds were steep over Scotland, Ireland, and the North of England. Jn the districts named 
mild, breezy weather prevailed and the amount of cloud—after Sunday—was large. The week opened 
with warm, rainy weather in the §.R. of England, but this soon gave place to calm, foggy, and (at 
night) cold weather, On Thursday, the area of highest pressure—30°40 inches and upwards— 
embraced the United Kingdom and West of France, while a depression passed south-eastwards 
over Lapland to Russia, causing polar winds and a sudden and great fall of temperature in 
Norway and Sweden, This ‘ chill’ ultimately affected the British Isles, where the weather became 
seasonably cold, while it remained dry in most districts, On Friday and Saturday the anticyclone 
again gathered strength, and the week closed with a fully established dry, cold, quiet, gray spell. 
In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 30°363 inches, the barometer ranging from 30°092 
inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.S.W.) to 30°564 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, E.N.E.). 
The mean temperature was 462°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m.and 9 p.m. was 446%. On 
Tuesday the screened thermometers rose to 563°, on Friday they sank to 330°. The prevailing 
wind was8.W. Norain fellin or near Dublin. At 9.30 a.m.of Monday, a large meteor or aerolite 
burst in midair at a height of 20} miles right over Madrid, the explosion shaking that city to its 
foundations and causing wide-spread consternation.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30-360 inches. The highest reading (30°549) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.M., air calm, and the lowest (30°092) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 44:0°, being 68° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Tuesday, when the thermometer registered 562°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 25°1°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 43°1° and 
of the Wet Bulb 41°39. The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 20:8 
hours. ‘There was no rain during the week, | 

At Greenwich the méan temperature for the week was 43°9°, the maximum 56:2°, 
and the minimum 35°1° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 53'0°, the minimum 37°0°, and 
the mean 46°6°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 52°9°, the minimum 39:0°, and the 
mean 46°49, ‘Phe rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°14 in.; at Glasgow 0°23 in.; 
and at, Edinburgh 0°31 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 20:0), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19°4 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19°5 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 20°3, and for Edinburgh 18°6. 


Town Districrs oF IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 21°6 per 1,000. of the population. 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000:—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 0°8 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in eleven of 
the districts to 4°7 in Kilkenny ; the 3 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 1 from diarrhea. Among the 118 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 1 from measles, 2 from scarlatina, 2 from whooping-cough, 1 from diph- 
theria, | from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea, The Registrar for Dundalk 
remarks :—‘‘ influenza is appearing."

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 





In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durmg the week amounted _ 


to 193— 96 boys and 97 girls; and the deaths to 133-63 males and 70 females, 

The deaths, which are 80 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 19°8 in every 1,000 
of the population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 18:9 per 1,000. During 
the first eight weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 25°1, and was 8*2 under 
the mean rate for the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

There were only 8 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
one under the low number for the preceding week, and 12 below the average for the 
eighth week of the last ten years: they comprise one from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 
5 from influenza and its complications, one from enteric fever, We. 

One case of small pox was admitted to hospital during the week: it is the only case 
of the disease admitted since the week ended the 25th ultimo. -Four small pox patients 
remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Eleven cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, against 10 for the precedirg 
week and 9 for the week ended the 8th instant: 12 patients were discharged during 
the week; 2 died; and 57 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under 
the number in hespital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 15, being 12 under the 
admissions for the preceding week but 3 over the number for the week ended the 8th 
instant: 30 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 118 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 16 under the number in hospital at the close 
of the preceding week. 

There were only 25 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered, being 
34 below the average for the vorresponding week of the last ten years, and 11 under 
the number for the week ended the 15th instant: they comprise 10 from bronchitis and 
7 from pneumonia or inflammation of the Jungs

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The deaths of 6 children (all infants under one year old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 8 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions) and 14 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 18 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 2, 

Four accidental deaths were registered. 

In 6 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 4 infants under 
one year old and the deaths of 2 persons aged 60 years and upwards,

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Twenty-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (23 being infants under | year, of whom 10 were under 1 month 
old) and 40 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 19 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 7 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been 
aged 91 years. 3 

Forty-six of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 19 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 


house and 7 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the. Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


4s already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 189 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 21'3 (241 on the North side, and 18°7 on the South), and in the Suburbs 135. 


The deaths from the principal zy motic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
6°3 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 02 (0'4 in the North City Districts, and 0°0 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 
371 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from influenza and its complications, but none from any other 
zymotic disease. Among the 11 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the brain and 
nervous system. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 
27-4 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from diseases of the rsspiratory system, 3 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. No deaths from any zymotic disease 
were recorded. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (7) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
126 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from searlatina and 1 from influenza, 
Diseases of the respiratory system algo’ caused 2 deaths. — 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (11) represent an annual rate of 220 per 
1,000. Two deaths were caused by phthisis, but none by any zymotic disease. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 200 
per 1,000, They comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system and 3 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—_The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 253 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from bronchitis and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, but no 
deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 196 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from bronchitis, 1 from croup, 1 from asthma, 1 from pneumonia, and 2 from 
phthisis. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Uanal-street).—The deaths (9) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 131 per 1,000. Two deaths were caused by phthisis,1 by bronchitis, and 1 by pneumonia, 
but no deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 97 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 72; Rathmines, 133; Donnybrook, 104; 
Blackrock, 291; and Kingstown, 140. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from enteric fever for Palmerston, part of, 1 from influenza for Donnybrook, and 
1 from influenza for Kingstown. Among the 7 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 
2 from phthisis and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.x.Met.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 22nd February, 1896 :— 

“The record is again one of singularly favourable weather. Conditions remained anticyclonic 
until Wednesday, when a large depression approached the west coast of Ireland, causing changeable, 
showery weather for atime. On Saturday there was a return to fair weather, as an anticyclone 
spread westward from the Continent over the British Isles. Tolerably steady frost held through- 
out the period in Ceatral Eu‘ ope, but only occasional night frosts occurred in the United Kingdom, 
where also the thermometer often rose above 50° during the daytime. In the earlier part of the 
week, the air was dry and keen and the amount of cloud was extremely large. The daily range of 
temperature was, consequently, not great—on Tuesday, the maximum in Dublin was only 43°2°, at 
Oxford 38°, at Shields and York only 35°. As the depression approached Ireland, however, the 
southerly wind brought much more genial temperatures, and on Wednesday the shade thermometer 
rose to 58° at Cambridge, 57° at Loughborough, 55° in London and at Oxford, and 62°49 in Dublin. A 
well-marked secondary V.-depression lay over St. George’s Channel, Cornwall, and Wales on Thurs- 
day morning, producing a very general rainfall in Great Britain, but a beautiful, springlike day in 
Ireland. Showers fell on Friday afternoon, and then the weather again took up, Saturday 
proving a very bright spring day. In Dublin, the mean height of the barometer was 30°004 inches, 
pressure ranging from 30°601 inches at 9 am. of Sunday (wind, E.), to 29'420 inches at 9 p.m. of 
Wednesday (wind, S.S.W.). The mean temperature was 435°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m, 
and 9 p.m. was 42'7°.. The shade temperature fell to 319° on Tuesday and rose to 52°4° on Wednesday. 
The prevailing wind was S.E. Rain fell on two days to the amount of ‘064 inch, ‘050 inch being 
measured on Wednesday. Faint aurora appeared on Tuesday evening.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otfice, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30°096 inches. The highest reading (30-587) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.M., air calm, and the lowest (29-406) on Wednesday at 9 p.m., wind 8.S E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 40°8°, being 0:9° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Wednesday, when the thermometer registered 51°99, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 24:99. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 41°5° and 
of the Wet Bulb 39:8°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘87, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 16°3 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured ‘100 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 40°8°, the maximum 55°5°, 
and the minimum 31°U°; at Glasgow the maximum was 53°2°, the minimum 28°89, and 
the mean 41°7°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 51°0°, the minimum 28°5°, and the 
mean 41°5°, ‘Che rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°16 in.; at Glasgow 0°27 in.; 
and at Edinburgh 0°27 in.*

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed.

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 26'0 per 1,000 ; the rate

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
13 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 0°9 (0'°0 in the North City Districts, and.1’6 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 2'5 per 1,000. . . 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 
286 per 1,000, They comprise 2 from influeriza, but nore from any other zymotic disease. Two 
of the 8 deaths from other causes were from diseases of the respiratory system. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 
27°4 per 1,000. Remittent fever caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. Among the 22 deaths from other causes are 6 from bronchitis, 4 from diseases of the 


‘ circulatory system, and 3 from phthisis. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
361 per 1,000. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 3 by pneumonia, and 3 by phthisis, but 
none by any zymotic disease. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place),—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 30°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from diseases of the brain and neryous system and 2 from phthisis. No 
deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (24) represent an annual rate of 369 
per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from searlatina and 1 from enteric 
fever. Seven deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, and 6 by phthisis. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—_The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 253 pet 
1,000. Bronchitis caused 2 deaths and phthisis 4, but no deaths from any zymotic disease were 
recorded. 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 19°6 per 
1,000, One death was caused by enteric fever, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded, The 14 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 4 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Uanal-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 189 per 1,000. They comprise 1 from enteric fever, but none from any other zymotis 
disease. Five deaths were caused by phthisis and 2 by convulsions, ) 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1, 146; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 215; Rathmines, 22°38; Donnybrook, 26° ; 
Blackrock, 21°8; and Kingstown, 252. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from mumps for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District, 1 from scarlatina for 
Palmerston, part of,1 from erysipelas for Rathmines, 1 from typhus and 1 from enteric fever 
for Donnybrook, 1 from whooping-cough for Blackrock, and 1 from diarrhea for Kingstown, The 
12 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines comprise 2 from pneumonia and 3 from phthisis. 
Among the 12 deaths for Donnybrook are 2 from bronchitis and 3 from phthisis,and the 9 deaths 
for Kingstown comprise 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. .

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e * METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see Tasxe VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, r.R.mut.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 29th February, 1896 :— 

“ At first cold and dry, with anticyclonic 8.E. winds, the weather afterwards became mild, damp, 
cloudy and often rainy, with fresh cyclonic W. winds. Until Tuesday a large anticyclone stretched 
south westwards as far as Ireland from Finland and the Baltic, At8a.m. of Monday the barometer 
read 30°99 inches at Stockholm and 31°00 to 31:02 inches over the 8. of Finland and the neighbouring 
parts of the Baltic provinces. This system threw a cold easterly current upon Germany, France, and 
England, while the wind drew anticyclonically into S. over Treland and S.W. over Scotland and 
Norway. Sharp frost held on the Continent and in Central England—the minima in the screen 
at Cambridge being 21° on Sunday and Monday nights and 19° on Tuesday night. During Tuesday 
the barometer fell briskly in Ireland and Scotland, and towards evening a V.-shaped depression had 
advanced over the former country where it caused an abundant rainfall. At6p.m., the wind was 
S. in the east, but N. in the west, of Ireland and rain was falling in all parts of this island. The 
V.-shaped system afterwards moved north-eastwards to Scotland and dispersed. Depressions now 
began to move across Northern Europe, while a new anticyclone appeared off the S.W. of Ireland. 
This distribution of pressure caused fresh westerly winds, clouded skies, a rapid rise of temperature 
and more or less rain, followed by snow and hail in Scotland on Saturday. At Loughborough, the 
thermometer rose 22° (from 25° to 47°) in the 24 hours ending 9 a.m. of Friday. On the evening of 
this day a fine eclipse of the moon—87 out of 100 parts—was very well seen. In Dublin, the mean 
atmospheric pressure was 30°174 inches, the barometer rising to 30329 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday 
(wind, 3.S.E.), and falling to 29'855 inches at 9 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, S.S.E.). The mean tem-~ 
perature was 44'5°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 440°. On Monday the 
thermometer fell to 34°19, on Friday it rose to 541°. The rainfall was ‘460 inch on four days, ‘320 inch 
being registered on Tuesday. The prevalent winds were S.E. and W.” 


Atthe Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phcenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30:174 inches. The highest reading (30°337) was on 
Monday at 9 a.M., air calm, and the lowest (29°863) on ‘Tuesday at 9 P.M., wind S.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 42:1°, being 3:5° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 54°2°, and was lowest, on Monday, the 
mercury having fallen to 26°4°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 42°5° and 
of the Wet Bulb 40:7°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 14°] 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured ‘680 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 37°6°, the maximum 54:19, 
and the minimum 24°3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 50°5°, the minimum 28°79, and 
the mean 38-2°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 49°0°, the'minimum 27°7°, and the 
mean 36'9°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°06 in.; at Glasgow 0°80 in. ; 
and at Edinburgh 0°25 in.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 21°7), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 20-7 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19:2 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 182, and for Edinburgh 19:0.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°7 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-U in eight of 
the districts to 5'1 in Sligo; the 11 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 1 from diarrhea. Among the 138 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 2 from measles, 2 from scarlatina, 3 from whooping-cough, 2 from 
diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea; among the 8 deaths in Lime- 
rick are 1 from typhus and 1 from enteric fever ; and the 17 deaths in Londonderry 
comprise 2 from diarrhea,

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 181—90 boys and 91 girls; and the deaths to 157--78 males and 79 females. 

The deaths, which are 67 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23:4 in every 1,000 
of the population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 9) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 22°1 per 1,000. During 
the first ten weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 25:0, and was 8:0 under 
the mean rate for the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

There were only I1 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
12 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 4 under 
the number for the week ended the 29th ultimo: the 11 deaths comprise one from 
influenza, 3 from whoop ng-cough, 2 from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhea, &c. 

No cases of small pox were admitted to hospital during the week: in the preceding 
week 5 cases of the disease were received, The 7 small pox patients in hospital at 
the close of that week remained under treatment on Saturday last. 

Lhirteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, against 6 for the preceding 
week and 11 for the week ended the 22nd ultimo: 9 patients were discharged during 
the week, and 60 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 over the number 
in hespital at the close of the preceding week. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 
27 for the week ended the 15th ultimo to 15 for each of the two following weeks, rose 
to 23 last week: 21 patients were discharged during the week, and 119 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 2 over tbe number in hospital on Saturday the 29th 
ultimo. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered during last 
week is 42, beg 4 over the number for the preceding week, but 14 under the average 
for the tenth week of the last ten years: the 42 deaths comprise 26 from bronchitis 
and 14 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

a deaths of 14 children (all infants under one year old) were ascribed to con- 
vulsions. 

Thirteen deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive 
of convulsions) and 8 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 17 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, and 
cancer 5, 

Three accidental deaths were registered. . 

In 15 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 9 children under 
5 years of age (including 7 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 6 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards, 
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_ Thirty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (23 being infants under 1 year, of whom 2 were under 1 month 
old) and 45 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 25 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 9 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been 
aged 95 years. 
Sixty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
ublic institutions; of this number 8 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
Hse and 26 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 





The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
Jast week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables LY. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 22°1 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 28'4 (223 on the North side, and 24'4 on the South), and in the Suburbs 18°9. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
10 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1°3 (18 in the North City Districts, and 08 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 
200 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system. No deaths from any 
zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 
23°9 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—3 from whooping-cough and 1 from 
diarrhea. Bronchitis caused 5 deaths. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
21°7 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotice disease recorded is 1 from. influenza. The ll 
deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis and 3 from pneumonia. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place). —The deaths (11) represent an annual rate of 22:0 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system and 3 from convulsions, No deaths 
from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 30°8 
per 1,000. Enteric fever caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. Among the 18 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 19°7 per 
‘1,000, They comprise 4 from diseases of the respiraiory system, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 222 per 
1,000. Among them are 6 from bronchitis and 2 from pneumonia, but no deaths from any zymotic 
disease were recorded. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Uanal-street).—_The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual 
Tate of 23°3 per 1,000. Three deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, 5 by phthisis, and 
3 by convulsions, but none by any zymotic disease. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 37°8 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1,194; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 287; Rathmines, 171; Donnybrook, 208; 
Blackrock, 00;-and Kingstown, 224. Tke deaths from zymotie diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from diarrhoea for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1. ‘Two of the 3 deaths from 
all causes tabulated for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1 District, were from diseases of the brain 
and nervous system ; of the 9 deaths for Rathmines, 2 were from diseases of the respiratory system, 
2 from phthisis, and 4 from diseases of the brain and nervous system ; and the 10 deaths for 
Donnybrook comprise 4 from diseases.of the brain and nervous system.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 7 th March, 1896 :— 

“ Exceedingly broken, wet, squally weather ushered in the month of March and held throughout 
its first week. On four days the wind reached gale force in Dublin, and rain, sleet, and hail fell 
freely. A brilliant display of aurora borealis was seen on the evening of Wednesday, the 4th. 
Thunder and lightning occurred in several places in connection with a deep atmospheric depression 
on Tuesday and Wednesday. On Sunday morning a depression of some intensity (29°06 inches) was 
central in the Shetlands. It caused westerly gales and showers of rain and hail in most districts. 
A progressive reduction of pressure went on in the N. and N.W., so that by 8a.m. of Tuesday the 
barometer fell to 28°33 inches at Wick and Sumburgh Head, to 2839 inches at Malin Head, and to 
98°51 inches at Belmullet. Even in Dublin the reading was as low as 28°59 inches at 1 p.m. In the 
afternoon, 28°28 inches was recorded at Sumburgh Head. Fresh westerly (between 8.W. and N.W.) 
gales prevailed ; and rain, hail, sleet and snow fell at intervals, the Dublin Mountains being deeply 
snow-covered. Occasional thunder and lightning were at this tims reported from various stations— 
particularly in the West of Ireland, the English Channel, ani the South of England. In Dublin the 
barometer remained below 29 inches from 8 p.m. of Monday until 4 p.m. of Wednesday—that is, 
during 44 hours. With a brisk recovery of pressure during Wednesday night, temperature also rose 
fast, and rain took the place of hail and sleet. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 29°373 
inches, or ‘801 inch below the value for the previous week. The barometer fell to 28593 inches at 
1 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, W.S.W.), and rose to 29957 inches at 9am. of Saturday (wind, S.E.). 
The corrected mean temperature was 442°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m, and 9p.m. 
was 43'4%. The screened thermometers fell to 34°9° on Tuesday and rase to 54°6° on Saturday. Westerly 
winds predominated, The rainfall was 1079 inches on seven days, ‘350 inch being measured on 
Saturday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otfice, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°382 inches. The highest reading (29°966) was on 
Saturday at 9 a.m., wind S., and the lowest (28642) on ‘Tuesday at 9 P.., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 43°1°, being 3°9° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 53°6°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 329°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 42'9° and 
of the Wet Bulb 40:9°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 16:4 
hours. The rainfall measured 1:210 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 43°9°, the maximum 53°8°, 
and the minimum 34:9° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 49°9°, the minimum 28°19, and 
the mean 41°19; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 48°6°, the minimum 29°49, and the 
mean 40°3°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1:01 ins.; at Glasgow 2:07 ins. ; 
and at Edinburgh 0°73 in.*

‘The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 20°6}, was equal to an average annual death-rate of 20°0 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19°6 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 20°2, and for Edinburgh 19-0.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2:2 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-U in seven of 
the districts to 4°3 in Lisburn; the 7 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 1 from diphtheria. Among the 145 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 1 from measles, 4 from scarlatina, 9 from whooping-cough, 3 from 
diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea ; and the 16 deaths in London- 
cerry comprise 2 from diarrhea. ; 
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the first eleven weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 25-3, and was 7°5 under _ 
the mean rate for the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. q 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 18, being — 
7 over the low number for the preceding week, but 3 under the average for the llth 
week of the last ten years: the 18 deaths comprise 4 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 3 
from influenza and its complications, 2 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric fever, 
one from diarrhea, &c. 

‘Two cases of small pox were admitted to hospital during the week: in the preceding 
week no cases of the disease were received, but during the week ended the 29th 
ultimo 5 were admitted. Nine small pox patients remained under treatment on Satur- 
day last, being 2 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding wee, 

There were only 5 cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, being 8 under the 
admissions for the preceding week and ore under the number for the week ended the 
29th ultimo: 16 patients were discharged during the week, and 49 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 11 under the number in hospital on the previous 
Saturday. 

Thirty cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, against 23 for the preceding 
week: 15 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 133 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 14 over the number in hospital on Saturday 
the 7th instant. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 38 for the 
week ended the 29th ultimo to 42 for the following week, fell last week to 33, or 19 
below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 83 deaths 
consist of 24 from bronchitis and 9 from pneumonia or inflammation of the Jungs.

aged 90 and 97 years respectively. 

Righty of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 

ht institutions: of this number 18 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
ouse, 27 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns. for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VI1.] 


Asalready stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 27'1 per 1,000 ; the rate 
_in the city was 30° (32'6 oa the North side, and 277 on the South), and in the Suburbs 20°4. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1'5 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 13 (13 in the North City Districts, and 12 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 2°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 
28'6 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from cancer and 3 from diseases of the brain and mervous system. 
No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 
23°9 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—l from influenza and 1 from 
whooping-cough. Three deaths were caused by bronchitis and 4 by phthisis. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (23) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
41°5 per 1,000. Among them are 1 from meningitis, 2 from bronchitis, 5 from phihisis, and 2 from 
mesenteric disease. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 40°0 per 
1,000. ‘They comprise 1 from scarlatina, 3from meningitis, 1 from enteric fever, 2 from pneumonia, 
and 3 from phthisis, : 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (25) represent an annual rate of 38°5 
per 1,000, The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from diarrhea. Among the 24 
deaths from other causes are 8 from bronchitis and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 337 per 
1,000, Four deaths were catised by bronchitis, but none by any zymotic disease, 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 209 per 
1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from enteric fever and 2from influenza. The 13 
deaths from other causes comprise 2 from phthisis and 4 from diseases of the brain and nervous 
system. 


No. 4 South City Diatrict (Grand Vanal-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 21°9 per 1,000. Scarlatina caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease 
were recorded. Among the 14 deaths from other causes are 3 from phthisis, 1 from bronchitis, and 
1 from pneumonia. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, r.R.mer.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 14th March, 1896 :_ 

“This week witnessed 9, continuance of the unsettled, dull, rainy weather which had prevailed 
from the beginning of the month. Both atmospheric pressure and air temperature were very un- 
steady, and the wind also was extremely variable in direction. The general tendency was for high 
barometer readings to develop in the extreme north and also over the Iberian Peninsula, while a 
succession of depressions of no great intensity moved slowly eastward or southeastward across the 
intervening districts—the South of Scandinavia, the British Isles, and Central Europe. Hence the 
changeable weather of the period. On and after Wednesday a severe snowstorm prevailed in 
Sweden, while large quantities of rain had fallen in Southern Germany at the beginning of the 
week—at Munich, 1°78 inches of rain were measured on Sunday morning, 1:10 inches on Monday, 
and 0°79 inch on Tuesday at 8 a.m.—a total fall of 3°67 inches in 3 days. On Sunday the thermometer 
rose to 68° in Dublin, 59° at York and Cambridge, and to 61° at Loughborough—59° was again 
reached at Loughborough and Oxford on Wednesday, but towards the close of the week a general 
reduction of temperature was taking place, consequent on the setting in of northerly and north- 
easterly winds. Very little sunshine was enjoyed. On Tuesday, however, 7 hours were registered 
at Cambridge and 84 hours at Eastbourne. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°976 
inches, pressure ranging between 30213 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind S.) and 29791 inches at 9 
p.m. of Friday (wind N.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 471°. The mean dry bulb 
temperature at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 461°. On Sunday the screened thermometers rose to 57°7° ; on 
Tuesday they fell to 352°, The rainfall was ‘682 inch on five days, ‘226 inch being measured on 
Monday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29-982 inches. The highest reading (30°215) was on 
Tuesday at 9 a.m., air calm, and the lowest (29-782) on Friday at 9 p.m, air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 45:0°, being 4°4° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 55°79, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 281°, The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 45°1° and 
of the Wet Bulb 43:79. The mean humidity of the air was ‘89, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 3°7 
hours. The rainfall measured -710 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 46:4°, the maximum 59°19, 
and the minimum 33°9° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 54°9°, the minimum 29°0°, and 
the mean 41-69; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 52°3°, the minimum 29-9°, and the 
mean 41°2°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-38 in.; at Glasgow 0°30 in. ; 
and at Edinburgh 0°17 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°8 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in eleven of 
the districts to 9:4 in Kilkenny; the 9 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 2 from diarrhea. Among the 144 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 3 from measles, 4 from scarlatina, 9 from whooping-cough, | from 
simple continued fever, 2 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea.

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DuBLIN AND SUBUBBs. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 191—98 boys and 93 girls; and the deaths to 170—-82 males and 88 females. 

The deaths, which are 48 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 25:4 in every 1,000 
of the population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 3) of persons admitted into pulic 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 24:9 per 1,000. During 
the first twelve weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 25:3, and was 7°5 under 
the mean rate for the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 17, being 
6 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and one under 
the number for the week ended the 14th instant: the 17 deaths comprise one from scarlet 
fever (scarlatina), 6 from influenza and its complications, 2 from whooping-cough, 
3 from diphtheria, one from enteric fever, &c. 

Two cases of small pox were admitted to hospital during the week, being equal to 
the admissions for the preceding week. One small pox patient was discharged in the 
course of the week and J0 patients remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
one over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 9, being 4 over the 
admissions for the preceding week, but 4 under the number for the week ended the 
7th instant: 5 patients were discharged during the week, and 53 remained under treat 
ment on Saturday last, being 4 over the number in hespital on Saturday the 14th instant. 

There were 32 cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, against 30 for the preceding 
week and 23 for the week ended the 7th instant: 25 patients were discharged during 
the week, and 140 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 7 over the 
number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 30, being 
26 below the average for the corresponding weck of the last ten years, and 3 under 
the number for the week ended the 14th instant: the 30 deaths comprise 17 from 
bronchitis and 9 from pneumonia or inflammation of the Jungs.

The deaths of 9 children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Five deaths were caused by apoplexy, 9 by ‘other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 16 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 27 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 3. 

Three accidental deaths were registered. 

In 6 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths ot 3 children under 
Phe of age Gncluding 2 infants under one year old) and the death of a person aged

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Forty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week wété under 
5 years of age (18 being infants under 1 year, of whom 4 were under 1 month old) 
and 44 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 30 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 8 were octogenarians, and 4 (one man and three women) were stated to have 
been aged 90, 90, 92, and 99 years respectively. 

Fifty of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 18 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 


house and 11 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District caleulated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.] 


‘As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 249 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 25°1 (25°0 on the North side, and 25°2 on the South), and in the Suburbs 24°4. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1°0 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 0.6 (09 in the North City Districts, and 0'4in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 2'0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 
17:1 per 1,000. The only: death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from influenza. Two 
deaths were caused by phthisis, Poke 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (24) are equal. to an annual rate of 
28'6 per 1,000. They comprise one from pyamia, 3 from bronchitis, 5 from pneumonia, 3 from 
phthisis, and 5 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
271 per 1,000. Scarlatina caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded, Among the 14 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system 
and 2 from mesenteric disease. ; ; 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (11) represent an annual rate of 22°0 per 
1,000. They comprise one froni enteric fever, but none from any other zymotic disease. ‘Three deaths 
were caused by diseases of the respiratory system and 4 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


No,1 South City District (South Earl-street)~—The deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 35'4 
per 1,000. Two. were from zymotic diseases, including one from influenza. The 21 deaths from other 
causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, and 3 
from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 22°5 per 
1,000. They consist of 4 from phthisis, and one from each of the following :—bronchitis, pneumonia, 
heart disease, and convulsions. 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of .20°9 per 
1,000. Two deaths were caused by influenza and its complications, but none by any other zymotic 
disease.

No. 4 South City District (Grand Uanal-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 21°9 per 1,000. Diphtheria caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease 
were recorded, Among the 14 deaths from other.causes.are 3 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from cancer. 


Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1,292; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part ‘of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 353; Rathmines, 23%; Donnybrook, 271;

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see Taste VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.R.MeET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 21st March, 1896 :— 
. “Once more the record is of changeable, squally, rainy weather. The sky, however, was not so 
densely clouded as in previous weeks, and on Monday, Wednesday, and Thursday much bright sun- 
shine was enjoyed. The distribution of atmospheric pressure was almost continuously cyclonic—on 
Wednesday night, indeed a‘ wedge’ of relatively high pressure did move eastward across Ireland, 
causing a spell of beautiful weather, but it was soon followed by another series of depressions. The 
most serious disturbance of the period lay off the North of Ireland on Monday morning, when the 
barometer was down to 28°76 inches at Malin Head, the reading at the same time (8 a.m.) being 29°70 
inches at Valentia Island and 29°67 inches at Roche's Point, Cork Harbour. Gradients for westerly 
to north-westerly winds were, therefore, very steep over Ireland and strong gales from the points 
named prevailed, with showers of rain and hail in some places, but a very dry air generally. Tues- 
day was wet owing to the arrival of new disturbances. On Wednesday the weather was bright in 
Ireland, but very wet in the South of England in connection with the passage eastward of a large 
V.-shaped depression and several lesser cyclonic systems, in which singular contrasts of temperature 
were observed. On Thursday afternoon cirrus cloud spread over the sky from 8.W. in Ireland, and 
the weather quickly fell again into an unsettled, rainy condition, so continuing to the end of the 
week. Thunder and lightning occurred in the N.W. and N. of Ireland on Friday. In Dublin the 
mean height of the barometer was 29'663 inches, pressure ranging between 29'390 inches at 7.15 a.m. 
of Monday (wind, W.) and 29°885 inches "at 9a.m. of Thursday (wind, 8.W.). The corrected mean 
temperature was 460°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 445°, On Wednes- 
day the screened thermometers fell to 349°, on Friday they rose to 565°. The rainfall was 1011 
inches on five days, ‘500 inch being registered on Tuesday. The prevalent winds were W. and 8.W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otfice, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°667 inches. The highest reading (29°888) was on 
Thursday at 9 a.m., wind W., andthe lowest (29°441) on Monday at 9 a.m., wind W.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 43°6°, being 0°4° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 54:3°, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 30:8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 43°5° and 
of the Wet Bulb 40:99. The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 33°6 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured 1160 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 45°4°, the maximum 56°89, 
and the minimum 32°1° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 55°2°, the minimum 34°69, and 
the mean 44°2°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 54°3°, the minimum 34°69, and the 
The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1:16 ins.; at Glasgow 1:49 ins. ; 
and at Edinburgh 0°62 in.*

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 225—110 boys and 115 girls; and the deaths to 166--83 males and 83 females. 

The deaths, which are 50 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 24:8 in every 1,000 
of the population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 3) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 24°3 per 1,000. During 
the first thirteen weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 25:3, and was 7°5 
under the mean rate for the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

There were only 14 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
11. below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 3 under 
the number for the week ended the 2lst instant: they comprise 2 from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 5 from influenza and its complications, one from diphtheria, one from 
ill-defined fever, 2 from diarrhea, one from dysentery, &c. 

Three cases of small pox were admitted to hospital durmg the week, being one over 
the admissions for the preceding week: 2 small pox patients were discharged during 
the week, and J1 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being one over the 
number in hospital on the previous Saturday. 

The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had risen 
from 5 for the week ended the 14th March to 9 for the following week, fell again to 
5 last week: 14 patients were discharged during the week; and 44 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 9 under the number in hospital at the close of the 
preceding week. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during last week is 22, being 
a decline of 10 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week : .26 patients 
were discharged during the week; and 136 remained under treatment on Saturday last, 
being 4 under the number in hospital on Saturday, 21st March. 

Thirty-nine deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 9 
over the number for the preceding week, but 9 under the average for the 13th week 
of the last ten years: they comprise 22 from bronchitis, 11 from pneumonia or 
inflammation of the Jungs, and 3 from pleurisy. ,

The deaths of 6 children under 5 years of age (including 5 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 8 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 18 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonzry consumption caused 31 deaths, mesenteric disease 5, and 
cancer 4. 

Three accidental deaths were registered. 

' In 10 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 

attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 5 infants under 
one year old and the deaths of 3 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 
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Thirty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (21 being infants under | year, of whom 6 were under 1 month old) 
and 40 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 21 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 4 were octogenarians. 

Sixty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
ublic institutions; of this number 11 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
ouse, 20 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union 

Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributad. [See Tables [V. and VI1.} 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 243 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 24°7 (24'1 on the North side, and 25°2 on the South), and in the Suburbs 23°4 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
09 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1'1 (1°3 in the North City Districts, and 0°8 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 0'5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 
20°0 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (18) are equal to an. annual rate of 
215 per 1,000. Scarlatina caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. Among the 17 deaths from other causes are 5 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 
_ 3 from phthisis, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
307 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from diphtheria and 1 from influenza. 
Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by phthisis, and 2 by convulsions. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (12) represent an annual rate of 24:0 per 
1,000. One death from diarrhoea constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. The 11 deaths 
from other causes comprise 3 from diseases of the respiratory system and 3 from diseases of the 
circulatory system. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (25) represent an annual rate of 38'5 
per 1,000. Influenza and its complications caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic 
disease were recorded. Among the 23 deaths from other causes are 4 from. bronchitis, 6 from 
phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 281 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis and 3 from phthisis, but none from any zymotic disease, 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 15°7 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from cerebro-spinal meningitis and 1 from 
ill-defined fever. Three deaths were caused by phthisis and 2 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 4 South Ctiy District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 21°9 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from dysentery. ‘The 
14 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 2 from diseases of 
the brain and nervous system. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
_ Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1,243; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 123 ; Palmerston, part of, 215; Rathmines, 285; Donnybrook, 208: 
Blackrock, 146 ; and Kingstown, 252. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these districts 
consist of 1 from influenza for Coolock and. Drumcondra, No.1; 1 from scarlatina for Rathmines, 
_ and 1 from influenza for Kingstown. Four of the 5 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock 
and Drumcondra, No. 1 District, were from phthisis ; the 15 deaths for Rathmines comprise 2 from 
diseases of the respiratory system ; among the 10 deaths for Donnybrook are 2 from pneumonia 
and 2 from phthisis ; the 2 deaths for Blackrock were from diseases of the oe aed system ; and 
the 9 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from phthisis.

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f METHOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.8.MEt.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 28th March, 1896 :— 

“*March many weathers’—thus may the week under review be most fitly described. At the 
beginning ‘the south wind blew softly, and fair summerlike weather was enjoyed. On Sunday 
the thermometer in the shade rose to 68° in London, and 679 at Cambridge. At the latter placea 
thunderstorm occurred in the evening. The weather was beautifully fine in Dublin also until 
Wednesday, at 6 p.m. of which day rain set in. Already on Tuesday a large, but shallow V.-shaped 
depression had caused thunder and lightning in many parts of England and Wales. On Thursday 
morning the centre of a still larger and deeper depression was found lying over the north of Scot- 
land. It caused strong, squally S.W. to N.W. winds and showers, or continuous rain in some places, 
especially Liverpool and its vicinity. The wind soon backed, and on Thursday afternoon a deep 
secondary cyclonic system travelled rapidly eastwards over the middle of Ireland, afterwards cross- 
ing the Irish Sea, England, and the North Sea, with such speed that it was central off the Helder at 
8 a.m. of Friday. Its centre passed close to Dublin at 6 p.m. of Thursday, so that it travelled at the 
uniform rate of upwards of 30 miles an hour for 14 hours—the distance being some 440 miles ina 
direct line. The atmosphere remained in a very disturbed state to the close of the week, and on 
Saturday hail, sleet, and snow fell heavily at intervals. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer 
was 29'815 inches, pressure ranging between 29'384 inches at 6 p.m. of Thursday (wind, W.S.W), and 
30°094 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday (wind, W.). The corrected mean temperature was 465°. The 
mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 443°. On Tuesday the shade maximum was 
§8'5°, on Friday the shade minimum was 341°. Rainfall was ‘501 inch on four days, ‘194 inch being 
registered on Friday. Hail, sleet, and snow fell on Saturday. The prevailing winds were S.W. and 
W.N.W. A lunar halo was seen on Monday, a solar halo on Friday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Oifice, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°826 inches. The highest reading (30°111) was on Friday 
at 9 a.m., wind W.S.W., andthe lowest (29°611) on Wednesday at 9 p.m., wind W.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 44°9°, being 18° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Tuesday, when the thermometer registered 59°29, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 29:8°._ The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 44°5° and 
of the Wet Bulb 41°5°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘79, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 43:2 
hours. ‘he rainfali measured -710 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 49:19, the maximum 67°79, 
and the minimum 35°3° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 55°4°, the minimum 33°19, and 
the mean 44°6° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 56°1°, the minimum 32°99, and the 
mean 44°69, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°40 in.; at Glasgow 0°55 in. ; 
and at Edinburgh 0°04 in.*

DUBLIN REGISTRATION DISTRICT.—-Births.—In the Dublin Registration 
District, which consists of the city of Dublin, the districts of Rathmines, Donnybrook, 
Blackrock, Kingstown, Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, and Coolock and Drumcondra, 
No. 1, and portions of the districts of Finglas and Glasnevin, and Palmerston, the 

‘total area thereof being 24,693 statute acres, and the population according to the Census 

of 1891, 349,594, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Satur- 
day, 28th March, 1896, 2,631 births—1,333 boys and 1,298 girls—being equal to 
an annual ratio of 1 in 332, or 30°1 in every 1,000 of the population. 

The number of births registered in the city was 2,082, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 34:0 in every 1,000 of the population; and in the suburban districts named above, 
549, equal to a rate of 21-0 in every 1,000 of the population. : 

There were registered in London during the same period 33,552 births—being equal 
to an annual birth-rate of 30°3 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow 
there were registered 5,915, being equal to 33°6 per 1,000 ; and in Hdinburgh, 1,832—a 

number affording an annual birth-rate of 26:5 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 

Deaths.—The number of. deaths registered in the Dublin Registration District 
during the quarter was 2,206—1,103 males and 1,103 females—affording an annual 

ratio of 1 in 39°6, or 25:2 in every 1,000 of the population according to the 
Census of 1891; omitting the deaths (63) of persons admitted into Public Institutions 
from localities outside the district, the rate was 24°5 per 1,000. The average number 
of deaths registered in the first quarter of the ten years 1886-95 was 2,858, equivalent 

to an annual mortality of 32-8 per 1,000 persons; thus the rate (25°2) for last quarter 
was 7°6 below the average for the March quarter. 

The number of deaths of inhabitants* of that portion of the City of Dublin north of 
the Liffey registered last quarter was 787, representing an annual mortality of 26-9 in 
every 1,000 of the population ; and the number in that portion south of the river 

was 831, or 26-0 in every 1,000. In the suburban districts the number of deaths 
registered was 525, being equal to an annual death-rate of 20°l in every 1,000.. 

- The number of deaths registered in London during the quarter was 21,619—a number 
equal to an annual mortality of 19-5 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants; in Glasgow the 
number was 3,608, equal to 20-5 in every 1,000; and in Edinburgh 1,219, affording an 
annual death-rate of 17°6 in every 1,000 of the estimated population.

Scarlatina.—The total number of deaths from. scarlatina recorded in the 1B 


_ districts is 47, and of that number 39 were in Belfast, and the remaining 8 were dis- 


tributed over seven districts. . The deaths from scarlatina in Belfast during the pre- — 


ceding quarter amounted to 49. 


Typhus.—The deaths from typhus consist of 2 in Cork, 1 in Timerick, 1 in © 


Waterford, and 1 in Sligo, no deaths from the. disease having been registered in 
any of the other districts. 


Whooping-cough.—Deaths from whooping-cough in the fifteen districts which had 
gradually declined from 122 in the first quarter of 1895 to 36 in the fourth quarter »

Enteric Fever—Deaths from enteric fever in Belfast which had risen from 47 
for the third quarter of last year to 67 for the following three months, fell last quarter 
to 30, which number is equal to the number of deaths from this disease in Belfast 
during the first quarter of 1895. The deaths from enteric fever in the other dis- 
tricts last quarter consist of 11 (equal to an annual rate of 0-6 per 1,000 of the 
population) in Cork, 2 in Limerick, 1 in Londonderry, 1 in Dundalk, and 2 in 
Lisburn. In nine of the districts no deaths from this disease were registered.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2:0 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-U in nine of 
the districts to 9°4 in Kilkenny; the 6 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 1 from whooping-cough and 1 from diarrhea. Among the 119 deaths 
from all causes registered in Belfast are 4 from measles, 3 from scarlatina, 4 from 
whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, and 5 from diarrheea; of the 10 deaths in Lon- 
donderry 2 were from measles ; the 8 deaths in Lisburn comprise 2 from whooping-cough;

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to.217—111 boys and 106 girls; and the deaths to 171—-80 males and 91 females. 
The deaths, which are 32 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 25°5 in every 1,000 
of the population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 10) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 24-0 per 1,000. During 
the first fourteen weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 25-3, and was 7:3 | 
under the mean rate for the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. G 
The number of deaths from zymotie diseases registered during last week is 18, being : 
4 over the low number for the preceding week, but 8 under the average for the 14th 
week of the last ten years: the 18 deaths comprise one from small pox —that of an 
unvaccinated woman aged 45 years—2 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 4 from influenza 
and its complications, one from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, one from 
enteric fever, one from diarrhea, one from dysentery, one from erysipelas, &e. ; 
The hospital admissions for last week do not include any cases of small pox: during 
the preceding week 3 cases of the disease were admitted.

The deaths of 9 children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 2 by epilepsy, 5 by other diseases of the 
brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 10 by diseases of the circula- 
tory system. + 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 19 deaths, mesenteric disease 2, and 
cancer 7, 

Three accidental deaths (including 2 caused by burns or sealds) were registered. 

In 9 instances the cause of deati was uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths cf 6 infants under 
one year old and the deaths of 2 persons aged 60 years and upwards, 
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Fifty-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (26 being infants under | year, of whom 10 were under 1 month old) 
and 48 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 18 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 6 were octogenarians, and 1 (a woman) was stated to have been aged 93 years. 


Sixty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 10 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 19 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VI1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 240 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 262 (24'1 on the North side, and 28'1 on the South), and in the Suburbs 18°9. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal.an annual rate of 
12 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1:3 (1'3 in the North City Districts, and 12 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 
171 per 1,000. They comprise 1 from whooping-cough, but none from any other zymotic disease. 
Two deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 
239 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from dysentery and 1 from 
erysipelas. The17 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 3 from 
phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
971 per 1,000. Scarlatina caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. Among the 14 deaths from other causes are 2 from each of the following :—bronchitis, 
phthisis, and convulsions. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 26°0 per 
1,000. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. . 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (29) represent an annual rate of 446 
per 1,000. They comprise 4 from meningitis, 7 from bronchitis, 4 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases 
of the circulatory system, and 2 from cancer. : 


No. 2 South City District (High-street)._The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 253 per 
~ 1,000, Among them are 2 from bronchitis and 3 from phthisis. No deaths from any zymotic disease 
were recorded. 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street)._The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 249 per

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE AB My 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.mxr.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 4th April, 1896 :— 

“Generally favourable, but not settled, weather prevailed throughout this week. Cloudy skies, 
light to moderate northwesterly winds, and passing showers were the main features in the weather 
of the period. As early as Sunday an area of high atmospheric pressure was forming off the W. 
coast of Ireland, and there the resultant anticyclone remained until the close of the week. Mean- 
while a series of areas of relatively low pressure passed south-eastwards across the south of Scan- 
dinavia to Germany and to Central Europe at large. Shallow secondaries travelled down the east 
coast of Great Britain and over the North Sea. Hence the northerly winds and changeable weather 
of the period. Sharp cold was reported from the Gulf of Bothnia, the 8 a.m. temperatures at Hapa- 
randa up to and including Thursday being 8°, 19, 14°, 21°, and 25°. In Central England also, very 
cold nights occurred, the minima at Loughborough being 34°, 30°, 26°, 30°, and 28° up to Thursday 
inclusive. The air was softer and warmer in Ireland, the corresponding minima at Parsonstown 
being 379, 40°, 41°, 42°, and 40°, and in Dublin, 35°, 40°, 45°, 44°, and 36°. In Dublin the mean atmos- 
pheric pressure was 30°225 inches, the barometer ranging between 29'970 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday 
(wind; W.N.W), and 30°10, inches at 9 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, N.E.) and also at 9 a.m. of 
Thursday (wind, W.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 468°. The mean dry bulb tem- 
perature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 467°. On Sunday the screened thermometers fell to 34'9°, on 
Saturday they rose to 568°, Rain fell in registrable amount on four days, the total measurement 
being ‘054 inch, including ‘024 inch on Tuesday. The prevailing wind was N.W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30-228 inches. The highest reading (30°315) was on 
Thursday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°972) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 44:1°, being 0:9° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 55°29, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 31:9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 45°5° and 
of the Wet Bulb 431°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 12°6 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °100 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 422°, the maximum 52°69, 
and the minimum 33°2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 57°0°, the minimum 29°19, and 
the mean 45-7°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 59°4°, the minimum 30°3°, and the 
mean 45°79, © ‘Che rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°20 in.; at Glasgow 0:04 in.; 
and at Edinburgh 0°20 in.* .

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 20°3}, was equal to an average annual death-rate of 20-0 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19-7 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 21-5, and for Edinburgh 18°6.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°] per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-U in eleven of 
the districts to 6°3 in Londonderry; the 18 deaths from all causes registered in that dis- 
trict comprising 1 from measles and 3 from diarrhea. Among the 133 deaths from 
all causes registered in Belfast are 1 from measles, 4 from scarlatina, 8 from whoop- 
ing-cough, | from diphtheria, 1 fr8m simple continued fever, 1 from enteric fever, and 
2 from diarrhea; and the 41 deaths in Cork comprise 1 from scarlatina and 2 from 
diarrhea. The Registrar for Limerick No. 1 District remarks :—“hydrophobia 1 
death.” . 
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In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the*wéek’ amounted 
to 195—101 boys and 94 girls; and the deaths to 170--86 males and 84 females. 

The deaths, which are 13 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate. of mortality of 25:4 in every 1,000 
of the population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted into pudrlic 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 24:2 per 1,000. During 
the ‘first fifteen weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 25°3,and was 6:9 

‘under the mean rate for the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 18, being 
equal to the number for the preceding week, but 4 under the average for the 15th 
week of the last ten years: the 18 deaths for last- week comprise one from small pox — 
that of a woman aged 25 years, vaccinated in infancy—2 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 
3 from influenza and its complications, one from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 
one from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhcea, 2 from dysentery, one from ervsipelas, &e. 

One case of small pox was admitted to hospital in the course of the week: durin 
the preceding week no cases of the disease were received, but in the week ended the 
28th ultimo 3 were admitted. Eight small pox patients remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being one over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Nine cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, against 4 for the preceding 
week, 5 for the week ended the 28th ultimo, and 9 for the week ended the 21st ultimo: 
3 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 43 remained under treat- 
ment on Saturday last, being 5 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 4th instant. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 
32 for the week ended the 21st ultimo to 22 for the following week and 13 for the 
week ended the 4th instant, rose to 25 last week: 11 patients were discharged during 
the week; 2 died; and 146 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 12 over 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. | 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered during last 
week is 3.5, being 4 under the nunaber for each of the two weeks preceding, and 2 under 
the average for the 15th week of the last ten years; the 35 deaths comprise 18 from 
bronchitis and 14 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs. aaa

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METEOROLOGY. 
(Yor Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.mxr.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 11th April, 1896 :— 

“ Quiet and fine, though often cloudy, in the earlier part of this week, the weather after Thurs-~ 
day fell into a showery, squally, and generally unsetiled condition. Temperature also gave way 
rapidly. These changes were brought about by the appearance in the far North of a large area of 
low atmospheric pressure, which gradually spread out eastwards and southeastwards across 
Scandinavia to Central Europe. Theanticyclone, which had held its position over the West of Ire- 
land from the closing days of March, was still found off the Kerry coast on Sunday and Monday. 
Its centre then moved in a south-easterly direction towards the Bay of Biscay and France, while 
the low pressure area in the North, already mentioned, encroached more and more on the British 
and Irish as well as the Norwegian coasts. .The result was that the wind backed towards S.W. and 
freshened, with at first a rising temperature. On Wednesday the thermometer rose to 64° in Eng- 
land and Scotland, on Thursday to 62° in the east of Ireland and to 62° or 63° in the east of Scotland. 
Showers began to fall on the last-named day, and a sharp decline in temperature followed at night. 
Friday and Saturday were rough and inclement, with squalls and heavy passing showers of cold 
rain and hail, alternating with finer, brighter intervals. Lightning was seen throughout Scotland. 
In Dublin the mean height of the barometer, was 30°202 inches, pressure ranging between 30°308 
inches at 9a.m. of Sunday (wind, N.W.) and 29°923 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, W.N.W.). 
The corrected mean temperature was 512°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9a.m.and 9 p.m. 
was 60°0°. On Thursday the thermometer rose to 61'8° in the screen, on Friday it fell to 41°9°. The 
prevailing direction of the wind was W.N.W. Rainfall amounted to ‘269 inch on three days, °168 
inch being registered on Friday, and ‘080 inch on Saturday.” ; 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30:199 inches. The highest reading (30°301) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29:933) on Saturday at 9 a.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 49-8°, being 5:9° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Thursday, when the thermometer registered 61:4°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 39°3°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 49-2° and 
of the Wet Bulb 46:2°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘80, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 28°6 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured -230 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 51:2°, the maximum 65:19, 
and the minimum 41°4°; at Glasgow the maximum was 60°0°, the minimum 36:09, and 
the mean 50-0°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 59:0°, the minimum 36:0°, and the 
mean 49°89, ‘he rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:15 in.; at Glasgow 0°88 in.; 
and at Edinburgh 0°23 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2:1 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in ten of 
the districts to 15°7 in Londonderry ; the 22 deaths from all causes registered in that dis- 
trict comprising 5 from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, and 3 from diarrhea. Among 
the 154 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 4 from measles, 3 from scarla- 
tina, 4 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, and 3 from 
diarrhea; and the 10 deaths in Galway comprise 1 from whooping-cough and 1 from 
diarrhea, 

s 
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In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amotinted 
to 221—125 boys and 96 girls; and the deaths to 138—65 males and 73 females. 

The deaths, which are 47 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 20°6 in every 1,000 
of the population, being 6:9 under the mean rate for the corresponding period of the 
ten years 1886-95. All of the deaths in public institutions registered during last 
week were deaths of persons admitted from within the district. 

There were only 10 deaths from. zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
10 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 8 under the 
number for the week ended the 11th instant: they comprise 4 from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 2 from influenza and its complications, one from whooping-cough, one 
from enteric fever, Ge. 

No cases of small pox were admitted to hospital during the week: in the preceding 
one case of the disease was received; 3 small pox patients were discharged during 
last week, and 5 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under the number 
in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Hight cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during last week, being one 
under the admissions for the preceding week, but 4 over the number for the week 
ended the 4th instant: 8 patients were discharged during the week, and 43 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being equal to the number in hospital on the pre- 
vious Saturday. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 23, being 2 under the 
admissions for the preceding week, but 10 over the number for the week ended the 
4th instant: 15 patients were discharged during the week; 3 died; and 151 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 over the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had fallen from 39 for the 
week ended the 4th instant to 35 for the following week, fell last week to 24, or 16 
below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years; the 24 deaths 
comprise 13 from bronchitis and 6 from pneumonia or inflammation of the Jungs.

The deaths of 7 children under 5 years of age (including 5 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. wen 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 6 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 9 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 25 deaths and mesenteric disease 2, 

Seven accidental deaths were registered. 

In 5 instances the cause of death was “‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 3 infants under 
one year old and the deaths of 2 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 
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_ Twenty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (17 being infants under 1 year, of whom 2 were under 1 month old) 
and 42 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 29 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 9 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 90 
years. 


Forty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
ublic institutions; of this number 11 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 11 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union 

| Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were 4dmitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated. on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was20°6 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was .20'6 (22°3 on the North side, and 19'1 on the South), and in the Suburbs 20°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
09 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1:1 (1'3 in the North City Districts, and 08 in the 
_ South), and for the Suburbs 05 per 1,000. : 


No.1 North City. District, East (Emerald-stréet).—The deaths (3) are-equal to an annual rate of 
86 per 1,000. They consist.of 1 from influenza, 1 from phthisis, and 1 from cancers. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 
27°4 per 1,000. Scarlatina eaused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. The 21 deaths from other causes comprise 6 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 
2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
23'5 per 1,000. One death from whooping-cough constitutes the mortality froti zymotic disease. 
Among the 12 deaths from other causes are 2 from pneumonia and 2 from phthisis, 


No. 3 North City District ( Blackhall-place).—The deaths (11) represent an annual rate of 220 per 
1,000, They comprise 6 fram phthisis, 1 from bronchitis, and 1:from pneumonia., No deaths from 
any zymotic disease were recorded, _ ao 


No.1 South City-District (South Earl-street),—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 23'1 
per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from influenza. Three deaths 
were caused by bronchitis, 2 by phthisis, and 2 by diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 197 per 
1,000. They comprise 1 from pneumonia, 1 from phthisis, and 1 from convulsions, No deaths from 
any zymotic disease were recorded, 


No. 3 South City District (Petet-street).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 23°5 per 
1,000. Two were caused by scarlatina,.but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
Among the 16 deaths from other causes are 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phithisis, 
and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (7) are equivalent to an annual 
tate of 10°2 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from phthisis, No deaths from any zymotic disease were 
recorded 


Suburban Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 37°8 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1,146 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 72; Rathmines, 171; Donnybrook, 167; 
Blackrock, 146 ; and Kingstown, 364. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these districts 
comprise 1 from enteric fever for Rathmines, Three of the 9 deaths from all causes tabulated for 
Rathmines were from diseases of the cireulatory system ; among the 8 deaths for Donnybrook are 
2 from phthisis, 1 from bronchitis, and 1 from plewrisy ; the 2 deaths for Blackrock were caused by 
phthisis ; and the 13 deaths for Kingstown comprise 3 from phthisis and 2 from convulsions,

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road ; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus.

_ METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.x.meEt.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 18th April, 1896 :— 

“The weather was changeable and showery throughout. At first it was very rough, cold and 
unsettled, a fresh to strong north-westerly gale being felt on Sunday. The wind afterwards 
moderated and became somewhat variable in direction, with much cloud and frequent showers. At 
the end of the week an anticyclone of some intensity had formed over the British Isles, but it was 
accompanied with dull, damp weather and very light, variable winds. The gale of Sunday was 
caused by a depression, with steep gradients for N.W. winds in its south-western quadrant, which 
travelled in a south-easterly direction from the Norwegian Sea to Denmark and the North of Ger- 
many. Hail and sleet fell in many places and thunder and lightning occurred at Kew and Spurn 
Head. There was a brief spell of fine weather on Monday, but at night some shallow secondary dis- 
turbances, moving eastward across Ireland and the South of England, led to a considerable fall of rain 
in those localities. On Thursday morning a new depression was central off the Hebrides, and the 
weather was again blustering and showery. This system threw out a well marked V.-shaped 
‘secondary’ across England and the North Sea by Friday morning, while an area of high pressure 
formed over Ireland, England, and the Bay of Biseay. This latter change led to quiet, dull, damp 
weather on Saturday. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°151 inches, pressure 
ranging from 29°888 inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, S.W.) to 30432 inches at 9 p.m. of Satur- 
day (wind, W.S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 494°. The mean dry bulb reading 
a 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 485°. On Monday the screened thermometers sank to to 38'6°, on Friday 
they rose to 589°. The rainfall was ‘458 inch on six days, ‘334 inch being measured on Monday. The 
prevalent wind was W.N.W,” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otlice, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30°151 inches. The highest reading (30°436) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind S. W., and the lowest (29°899) on Thursday at 9 a.m., wind S.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 47-7°, being 1°4° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 58°3°, and was lowest on Monday, the 
mercury having fallen to 36:2°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 47°7° and 
of the Wet Bulb 44:8°, The mean humidity of the air was ‘80, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 34°6 
hours. The rainfall measured °550 inch. 3 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 45:8°, the maximum 59:19, 
and the minimum 36°0° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 57°9°, the minimum 28°39, and 
the mean 44°8°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 57:0°, the minimum 35°5°, and the 
mean 44°6°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°25 in.; at Glasgow 0°67 in.; 
and at Edinburgh 0°25 in.*

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durmg the week amounted 
to 210—101 boys and 109 girls; and the deaths to 156—79 males and 77 females. 

The deaths, which are 34 under the average number for the corresponding week of — 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23°3 in every 1,000 
of the population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 22-7 per 1,000. During 
the first seventeen weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24°9, and was 
6°8 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 11, being — 
] over the ‘ow number for the preceding week, but 10 under the average for the 17th 
week of the last ten years ; the 11 deaths comprise ! from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 4 
from influenza and its complications, 3 from whooping-cough, Se. 

No cases of small pox have been admitted to hospital for the last fortnight : 3 small 
pox patients were discharged during last week, and 2 remained under treatment on 
Saturday, being 3 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during last week is 5, 
being 3 under the admissions for the preceding week, and 4 under the number for the 
week ended the 11th instant: 6 patients were discharged during the week, and 42 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 1 under the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. 

There were 41 cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital against 23 for the preceding 
week, and 25 for the week ended the 11th instant: 22 patients were discharged during 
the week, and 170 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 19 over the 
number in hospital on the previous Saturday. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system which had fallen from 35 for the 
week ended the 11th instant to 24 fur the following week, rose last week to 33, but 
this number is 7 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years ;

vulsions. . 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 4 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 15 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 23 deaths and cancer 2. 

Six accidental deaths were registered. 

In 14 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 10 children under 
5 years of age (including 9 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 2 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards, 
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Forty-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (30 being infants under 1 year, of whom 13 were under 1 month old) 
and 45 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 17 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 2 were octogenarians. 


Sixty-three of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 17 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 13 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 4 in the Rathdown Unior 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


Asalready stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 227 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 27°0 (263 on the North side, and 277 on the South), and in the Suburbs 12°65. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
0°6 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 0°6 (04 in the North City Districts, and 08 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 
11°4 per 1,000. They comprise 1 from apoplexy and 1 caused by drowning, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 
21°5 per 1,000. Whooping-cough caused 1 death, but no deaths,from any other zymotic disease 
were recorded. The 17 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 7 from phthisis 
and 4 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
361 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis, No deaths from any 
zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 340 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, 3 from phthisis, and 3 from convulsions, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 35°4 
per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from influenza, Among the 22 
deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 from 
phthisis, ; 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 141 per 
1,000. They comprise 1 from each of the following diseases :—Bronchitis, phthisis, and cancer. No 
deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 34:0 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from searlatina and 1 from whooping- 
cough. The 23 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 4 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, and 7 from phthisis. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 204 per 1,000. One death from influenza constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. 
Three deaths were caused by pneumonia, and 4 by convulsions.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.)- 
Dr. J. W. Moore, F..met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 25th April, 1896 :— 


“Most favourable weather held throughout this week, particularly in Ireland, where the distribu- 
tion of atmospheric pressure was steadily anticyclonic until Saturday. On this day, the barometer 
gave way decidedly in the Northwest, as a large but’not deep depression advanced to that region 
from the Atlantic. At the beginning of the period the barometer stood above 30°50 inches in 
Munster, and gradients were slight throughout Ireland. Consequently, fine, quiet, hazy weather 
prevailed. During the following days, the weather remained fair and still. The diurnal range of 
temperature was considerable—bright, sunny days being succeeded by hazy, cold nights.. This was 
especially the case in Central England where some sharp ground frosts were felt. At Cambridge 
the thermometer fell to 30° even in the screen on the nights of both Monday and Thursday. On 
Wednesday a depression swept south-eastwards across Scandinavia, affecting the weather in Great 
Britain, but not in Ireland. Both in Scotland and in the east of England at this time the sky became 
overcast, temperature fell, and showers were reported from many stations. On Saturday a separate 
low pressure area reached the N. and N.W. of Ireland, causing showers in this country. In Dublin 
the mean atmospheric pressure was as high as 30°306 inches, the barometer falling slowly from 30°488 
inches at 9a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.S.W.) to 29°955 inches at 5 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.). The 
corrected mean temperature was 52°9°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 52°3’. 
The screened thermometers rose to 645° on Friday, having fallen to 421° on Thursday. Rain was 
measured on Saturday to the amount of ‘009 inch only. The prevailing winds were E. and W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phcenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30-310 inches. The highest reading (30°48!) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind S.W., and the lowest (29-996) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 503°, being 4:1° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Wednesday, when the thermometer registered 64°0°, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 35°5°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 51°4° and 
of the Wet Bulb 48°09. The mean humidity of the air was ‘79, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 46-4 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured ‘010 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 49-0°, the maximum 65:19, 
and the minimum 33°7° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 65°5°, the minimum 35:09, and 
the mean 52°4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 65:9°, the minimum 38°39, and the 
mean 53°0°. ‘The rainfall at Glasgow measured 0°04 in. There was no rain at 
Greenwich or Edinburgh.* j

‘The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 18°5}, was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18°4 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19'0 per 1,000, the 
rate ae Glasgow being 19:0, and for Edinburgh 17°7.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2:1 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in eight of 
the districts to 5°] in Sligo; the 5 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising one from whooping-cough. Among the 136 deaths from all causes’ 
registered in Belfast are 3 from measles, 6 from scarlatina, 3 from whooping-cough, 
3 from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea; and the 17 deaths in 
Londonderry comprise | from measles, 1 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea, 
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In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durmg the week amounted 
to 229—125 boys and 104 girls; and the deaths to 159~-87 males and 72 females. 

The deaths, which are 24 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23-7 In every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 22-7 per 1,000. During 
the first eighteen weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24°9, and was 
6°6 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 15, being 
4 over the ‘ow number for the preceding week, but 7 under the average for the 18th 
week of the last ten years ; the 15 deaths comprise 6 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), one 
from influenza, 2 from whooping-cough, one from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhea and 
vomiting, one from diarrhea, &e. 

No cases of small pox have been admitted to hospital since the close of the week 
ended the !1th ultimo: one small pox patient was discharged in the course of last 
week, and one, only, remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Six cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during last week, being one 
over the admissions for the preceding week, but 2 under the number for the week 
ended the 18th ultimo: 8 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 
39 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under the number in hospital 
on the previous Saturday. 

_ The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during last week is 33, being 
8 under the admissions for the preceding week, but 10 over the number for the week 
ended the 18th ultimo: 29 patients were discharged during the week; 3 died; and 
171 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being one over the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

There were only 19 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered, being 
18 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 14 under 
the number for the week ended the 25th ultimo: they comprise 11 from bronchitis and 
6 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, :

The deaths of 13 children (including 12 infants under one year old) were ascribed to. 
convulsions. : 
Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 7 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 15 by diseases of the circulatory system. 
Rutasls or pulmonary consumption caused 28 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 4. . 
Six accidental deaths and one case of suicide were registered. 
In 6 instances (all infants under one month old) the cause of. death was ‘‘uncerti- 
fied,” there having been no medical attendant during the last illness, 
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Thirty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 

5 years of age (22 being infants under 1 year, of whom 8 were under 1 month old) 

and 29 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 15 persons aged 70 and upwards, 

of whom 8 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 97 

ears. 

‘ Fifty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 

| public institutions ; of this number 7 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 12 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the oribeipal features of the Dublin District Returns for 

' last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 

the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was227 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 25'3 (214 on the North side, and 28'9 on the South), andin the Suburbs 16°65. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1'3 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1°7 (18 in the North City Districts, and 16 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. ra 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 
200 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, No deaths from 
any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer«hill).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 
23:9 per 1,000. Whooping-cotgh catised 2 deaths (both in the same house), but no de ths from any 
other zymotic disease were recorded. Among the 18 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, 
2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
253 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from diarrhoea. Three 
deaths were caused by convulsions. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (7) represent an annual rate of 14°0 per 
1,000. They consist of 1 from scarlatina, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, 
and 1 from senile debility. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths -(26) represent an annual rate of 40°0 
per 1,000. Among them are 4from zymotic diseases, including 2 from scarlatina and 1 from influenza, 
Three deaths were caused by bronchitis, 5 by phthisis,2 by mesenteric disease, and 4 by convulsions, 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (6) are equal to an annualrate of 169 per 
1,000, They comprise 2 from phthisis, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 26°2 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotiec diseases, including 1 from scarlatina and 1 from enteric 
fever. The 17 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, and 6 from phthisis, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual 

rate of 27°7 per 1,000. Two were caused by diarrhcea and vomiting, but no deaths from any other 

_ Zymotic disease were recorded, Among the 17 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 
2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 from convulsions, © 


Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 243; 
Finglas and Glasneyin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 7'2; Rathmines, 171; Donnybrook, 
229; Blackrock, 7'3; and Kingstown, 11°2.. The only death from any zymotic disease tabulated 
for any of these districts is 1 from scarlatina for Donnybrook, Among the 9 deaths from all causes 
tabulated for Rathmines are 3 from phthisis and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system ;

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METEOROLOGY. 
(for Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.meEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 2nd May, 1896 :— 

“This was a distinctly cold period owing to the persistent presence of an area of low atmospheric 
pressure between Scotland and the Scandinavian Peninsula and the development of secondary de- 
pressions in connection with the primary system over the British Islands and North Sea. Sunday 
was cloudy at times and squally westerly winds blew, the weather being otherwise fine. Passing 
showers began to fall on Monday and towards night a marked decline in temperature setin. During 
the three following days, more or less heavy showers of sleety rain and hail broke in upon fair, 
bright intervals. In many places bothin Ireland and in Great Britain thunder and lightning accom- 
panied the showers, and the wind blew gustily from N.W. or N. Towards nightfall the sky tended 
to become clear with the result that very low temperatures were registered, frost occurring even in 
the screen at some inland stations on Thursday night, when the thermometer sank to 30° at Parsons- 
town and to 32° at both Loughborough and Cambridge. On Friday an anticyclone was formed over 
Ireland, and this high pressure system continued to develop until the close of the week, quiet, cool, 
dry, fine weather being theresult. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°057 inches, 
pressure ranging from 29'691 inches at 9 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, W.), to 30°446 inches at 9 p.m. of 
Saturday (wind, E.S.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 49°22. The mean dry bulb temp2ra- 
ture at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 48°5°.. On Sunday the sereened thermometers rose to 62°8°, on Friday 
they sank to 362°. The rainfall was‘130 inch on four days, ‘078 inch being measured on Tuesday. The 
precipitation was chiefly in the form of hail. The prevalent wind was N.W. Thunder was heard 
on Wednesday afternoon. An aurora borealis was seen on Suturday night.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30-059 inches. The highest reading (30°433) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.M., air calm, and the lowest (29°695) on Tuesday at 9 p.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 47°3°, being 9°6° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 62°19, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 29:7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 47°4° and 
of the Wet Bulb 44:09. The mean humidity of the air was ‘77, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 51:1 
hours. The rainfall measured 310 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 50°69, the maximum 69:0°, 
and the minimum 35°9° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 57°6°, the minimum 36°69, and 
the mean 47°79; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 56°9°, the minimum 36°9°, and the 
mean 47:99, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:02 in.; at Glasgow 0°62 in. ; 
and at Edinburgh 0°31] in.*>

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2'6 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in eleven of 
the districts to 11:0 in Londonderry; the 16 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 5 more from measles, 1 from scarlatina, and 1 from diarrhea. 
~ Among the 140 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 7 from measles, 4 fron. 
szarlatina, 8 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, and 3 
from diarrhea. 

x 
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In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durmg the week amounted 
to 237— 128 boys and 109 girls; and the deaths to 147—81 males and 66 females. 

The deaths, which are 23 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 21:9 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into pudlic 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 21-0 per 1,000. During 
the first nineteen weeks of the current year the deatb-rate averaged 24°7, and was 
6-5 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

Nineteen deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being one 
over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, ani 4 over the 
number for the week ended the 2nd instant ; they comprise 3 from scarlet fever (searla- 
tina), one from typhus, 3 from influenza and its complications, ore from diphtheria, 
one from ill-defined fever, 5 from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhea, one from erysipelas, 
&e. 

There were only 3 cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week, 
being 3 under the admissions for the preceding week, and 2 under the number for the 
week ended the 25th ultimo: one enteric fever patient was discharged during the 
week; 2 died; and 39 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being equal to the 
number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Thirty-five cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, being 2 over the admissions 
for the preceding week, but 6 under the number for the week ended the 25th ultimo: 
31 patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 173 remained under treat< 
ment on Saturday last, being 2 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 2nd instant. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 24, being 
5 over the low number for the preceding week, but 8 under the average for the 19th 
week of the last ten years; the 24 deaths comprise 9 from bronchitis and 11 from pneu- 
monia or inflammation of the lungs,

The deaths of 8 children under 5 years of age (including 7 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 8 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 16 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis caused 19 deaths, mesenteric disease 2, and cancer 5. : 

One accidental death was registered. 

In 12 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 7 infants under 
one year old. 

Thirty-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (21 being infants under 1 year, of whom 9 were under 1 month old) 
and 29 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 15 persons aged 70 and upwards, - 
of whom | was an octogenarian. 
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Forty-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 7 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 5 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were adinitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was21'0 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 228 (219 01 the North side, and 23'6 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°0. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
[8 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1'd (1'3 in the North City Districts, and 16 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 2°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 
114 per 1,000: all of them were caused by diseases of the circulatory system. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 
191 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from scarlatina and 1 from 
q typhus. Two deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system and 2 by convulsions, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
21°7 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1from influenza. The 11 deaths 
from other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 340 per 
1,000. Enteric fever caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded, 
Among the 16 deaths from other causes are 3 from pneumonia and 2 from convulsions, 


No,1 South City District (South Harl-street).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 292 
per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—l from enteric fever and 1 from influenza, 
Phthisis caused 2 deaths and convulsions a like number. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 22°5 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from scarlatina and 1 from erysipelas. Two 
of the 6 deaths from other causes were from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 209 per 
1,000. @ne death was’caused by scarlatina, but no deaths from any other zymotice disease were 
recorded, The 15 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 21°9 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from ill-defined fever. 
Two deaths were caused by diseases of the circulatory system and 3 by phthisis, 


Suburban Di;tricts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 146; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 215; Rathmines, 152; Donnybrook, 
104; Blackrock, 364; and Kingstown, 22°'4. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from influenza for Coolock and Drumeondra, No.1 District ; 1 from diarrhoea 
for Palmerston, part of; 1 from enteric fevér for Rathmines; 1 from diphtheria and 1 from 
diarrhoea for Donnybrook ; and 1 from enteric fever for Blackrock. The 2 deaths from all causes 
tabulated for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1 District, consist of 1 from bronchitis and 1 from pneumonia ; 
among the 8 deaths for Rathmines are 3 from diseases of the circulatory system ; 2 of the 5 deaths 
for Blackrock were from diseases of the brain and nervous system ; and the 8 deaths for Kingstown 
comprise 1 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 2 from phthisis.

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Meteorological Observations. ail 





METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.mxt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the followin 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 9th May, 1896 :— 

“Favourable weather held throughout this week, The type was chiefly anticyclonic, with easterly 
winds, dry and fine. Atthe beginning an immense area of high pressure stretched across the British 
Islands, the North Sea and Scandinavia. The air was calm and the sky clear, so that the diurnal 
range of temperature was large, cold. nights being followed at inland stations by warm days, On 
Monday the thermometer rose to 62° in London, while it fell to 36° during the ensuing night. ‘ Signs 
of a shallow depression at this time showed themselves off the N.W. of Ireland, so that the sky 
became cloudy over this country and rain fell, rather heavily in the N.W. AtS8 a.m. of Tuesday ‘36 
inch of rain was registered at Malin Head and ‘57 inch at Belmullet. Even in Dublin some slight 
showers occurred on Tuesday, both morning and evening, the measurement, however, was only ‘015 
inch. The anticyclone then began to develop again, and a spell of easterly winds setin. Sea fog 
accompanied the easterly current on Wednesday morning, but much bright sunshine was enjoyed 
daily until the end of the week, Friday being an especially genial day. On that day the ther- 
mometer rose to 70° in the shade at Parsonstown and Donaghadee and to 71° at Belmullet. In Dublin 
the mean atmospheric pressure was 30°368 inches, the barometer ranging from 30°489 inches, at 9 
p.m. of Sunday (wind, 8.E.), to 30°207 inches, at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, E.). The corrected mean 
temperature was 52°42. The mean dry bulb value at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 52°5°. On Sunday the 
thermometers in the screen fell to 37°6°, on Friday they rose to 64°52, Easterly winds prevailed. 
The rainfall was ‘015 inch on two days, 008 inch being measured on Monday.”

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30°375 inches. Tho highest reading (30-490) was on 
Sunday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (39:222) on Saturday at 9 p.m.. air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 490°, being 1:1° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 65°19, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 29:8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 59°3° and 
of the Wet Bulb 47:19. The mean humidity of the air was ‘80, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 63-7 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured -060 inch, 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 52°3°, the maximum 67:69, 
and the minimum 35°8° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 70°9°, the minimum 35:29, and 
the mean 55-0°: and at Edinburgh the maximum was 65°6°, the minimum 42°3°, and the 
mean 53°4°, ‘The rainfall at Edinburgh measured 0:04 in. There was no rain at 
Greenwich or Glasgow.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2:5 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in nine of 
the districts to 11:0 in Londonderry ; the 23 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 5 more from measles and 2 from diarrhea. Among the 144 
deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 12 from measles, 5 from. scarlatina, 4 
from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 1 from enteric fever, and 4 from diarrhea.

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 227—112 boys and 115 girls; and the deaths to 153—72 males and 81 females. 

The deaths, which are 23 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 22°8 in every 1,000 
of the population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 22°1 per 1,000. During 
the first twenty weeks of the current year the deatb-rate averaged 24°6, and was 
6-3 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

There were only 10 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
10 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 9 under 
the number for the week ended the 9th instant ; they comprise one from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 2 from influenza and its complications, one from whooping-cough, one 
from diphtheria, one from diarrhea, one from dysentery, &c. 

The hospital admissions for the week include one case of small pox : this is the only 
case of the disease admitted since the week ended the 11th ultimo. Two small pox 
patients remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Six cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, being 3 over 
the admissions for the preceding week, and equal to the number for the week ended 
the 2nd instant: 13 patients were discharged during the week; and 32 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 7 under the number in hospital at the close of the 
preceding week. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 24, being 11 under the 
admissions for the preceding week, and 9 under the number for the week ended the 
2nd instant: 27 patients were discharged during the week; and 170 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 9th 
instant. 

Twenty-eight deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 
4 over the number for the preceding week, but 2 under the average for the 20th week 
of the last ten years; they comprise 15 from bronchitis and 9 from pneumonia or 
inflammation of the lungs,

In 17 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical __ | 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 10 infants under 
one year old and the deaths of 5 persons aged 60 years and upwards, 
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Forty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (30 being infants under | year, of whom 10 were under 1 month old) 
and 44 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 25 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 9 were octogenarians, and 2 (a man and a woman) were stated to have been 
aged 92 and 90 years respectively. 

Seventy of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 24 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District caleulated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was22'l per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 24°9 (232 on th3 North side, and 25°5 on the South), and in the Suburbs 15°5. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
07 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 0°6 (0°9 in the North City Districts, and 0'4in the 
South),and for the Suburbs 1'0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of - 
171 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from convulsions, but none from any zymotiec disease, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 
179 per 1,000. Among them are 1 from septicemia and 2 from pneumonia, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
271 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from whooping-cough and 1 from diarrhea. 
The 13 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from 
cancer, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 32°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from phthisis and 2 from conyulsions. No deaths from any zymotie 
disease were recorded. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 30°8 


per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from influenza. Tswo deaths were 
caused by diseases of the circulatory system and 2 by diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 28'1 per 


- 1,000. Among them are 1 from cerebral meningitis, 3 from bronchitis, and 3 from diseases of the 


circulatory system, 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 23°5 per 
1,000. One death was caused by dysentery, but no deaths-from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. The 17 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 2 from 
cancer, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 248 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from pneumonia, 4 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions, 
No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 97; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 24°6 ; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 152; Donnybrook, 
167 ; Blackrock, 73; and Kingstown, 19°6. The deaths from zymotiec diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from scarlatina for Coolock and Drumeondra, No. 1 District ; 1 from influenza 
for Donnybrook ; and 1 from diphtheria for Kingstown. The 8 deaths from all causes tabulated 
for Rathmines comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system ; and the 7 deaths for 


Kingstown comprise 2 from pneumonia.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.mert.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 16th May, 1896 :— 

“Throughout this week Ireland lay well within the central area of an anticyclone, so that the 
barometer readings were high and uniform and the weather was fine and quiet, Winds from polar 
quarters predominated, but owing to the prevalence of bright sunshine, temperature rose even by 
night and was very high on several occasions during the daytime. Frcem Dublin not a cloud was 
to be seen in the sky until Tuesday afternoon. On Wednesday, however, a good deal of cirrus 
came up from N.W., producing a solar halo. There was also on this day some turreted cumulus 
which is a very electrical cloud-formation. The last three days were rather cloudy, especially in 
the mornings, and a slight shower fell on Friday at an early hour. On Saturday, also, a few drops of 
rain fell at 9.15a.m. While the weather was thus exceptionally fine in Ireland, less fair conditions 
prevailed in Scotland and also fora time in England. This was brought about by the passage of 
several depressions across Scandinavia in a south-easterly direction. On Tuesday the shade ther- 
mometer rose to 80° at York and Loughborough, to 77° in London and at Parsonstown and York, and 
to 76° at Cambridge. Thunder and lightning followed very generally in the N.E. and E. of England, 
but scarcely any rain fell. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30:305 inches, pressure 
ranging from 30444 inches at 9a.m. of Tuesday (wind, E.) to 30160 inches at 9 p.m. of Thursday 
(wind, N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 578°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 
&m, and 9 p.m. was 57°9°. On Monday the screened thermometers fell to 45°82, on Wednesday they 
rose to 71'2°. The rainfall was a mere trace—‘002 inch on Thursday. The prevalent winds were E, 
and N.W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30°304 inches. The highest reading (30°434) was on 
Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind N.E., and the lowest (39°156) on Thursday at 9 p.m., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 55-2°, being 5:5° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Wednesday, when the thermometer registered 72°7°, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 37-4°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 55°7° and 
of the Wet Bulb 51:79. The mean humidity of the air was -77, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 72:7 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured -020 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 58:5°, the maximum 78°19, 
and the minimum 43-7° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 77°9°, the minimum 39-9°, and 
the mean 56-9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 78°1°, the minimum 43:2°, and the 
mean 56°6°, ‘The rainfall at Glasgow measured 0-04 in.; and at Edinburgh 0:07 in, 
There was no rain at Greenwich.* ;

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2:1 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in ten of 
the districts to 12°5 in Waterford; the 25 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 5 from whooping-cougk. Among the 132 deaths from all causes 
registered in Belfast are 3 from measles, 5 from scarlatina, 8 from whooping-cough, 
1 from diphtheria, 1 from enteric fever, and 2 from dfarrhea. ;

DvuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted ~ 


to 173—78 boys and 95 girls; and the deaths to 159—87 males and 72 females. 

The deaths, which are 5 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23:7 in every 1,000 
of the population ; omitting the deaths (numbering ]2) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 21‘9 per 1,000. During 
the first twenty-one weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24°6, and was 
6-0 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 


The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 12, being — 


2 over the low number for the preceding week, but 7 below the average for the 21st 
week of the last ten years: the 12 deaths comprise one from small pox—that of a 
woman, aged 35 years, who had not been vaccinated—one from scarlet fever (scarla- 
tina), one from typhus, one from influenza, 3 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric 
fever, one from diarrhea, &c. ; 

No cases of small pox were admitted to hospital during the week. One of the two 
small pox patients in hospital at the close of the preceding week died in the course of 
last week, ard one remained under treatment on Saturday last. 

Eleven cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, against 6 for the preceding 
week: 5 patients were discharged during the week; and 38 remained under treatment 
on Saturday last, being 6 over the number in hospital on the previous Saturday. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 26, being 2 over the 
admissions for the preceding week, but 9 under the number for the week ended the 
9th instant: 28 patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 166 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 under the number in hospital at the close 
of the preceding week. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 31 deaths, being 5 in excess of the 
average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 3 over the number for 
the week ended the 16th instant: the 31 deaths comprise 16 from bronchitis and ]1 from 
_ pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs,

The deaths of 11 children (including 9 infants under one year old) were ascribed to 
convulsions. 

‘Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 6 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 10 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 26 deaths, mesenteric disease 2, and 
cancer 8. 

Six accidental deaths and one case of homicide were registered. 

In 7 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 6 children under 
5 years of age (including 5 infants under one year old) and the death of one person 
aged 72 years. 
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Thirty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (22 being infants under | year, of whom 2 were under 1 month old) 
and 31 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 14 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 4 were octogenarians. 

Sixty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of thir number 11 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 16 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was21°9 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 24°3 (24°65 on the North side, and 240 on the South), and in the Suburbs 16°5. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1°3 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1'3 (1°8 in the North City Districts, and 0°8 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1'5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 
14°3 per 1,000. They comprise 1 from each of the following causes:—pneumonia, phthisis, and 
eonvulsions. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 
20°3 per 1,000. One death from whooping-cough constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. 
Among the 16 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, 2 from cancer, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
30°7 per 1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, including 2 from whooping-cough. The 14 deaths 
from other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from convulsions, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 32°0 per 
1,000. Scarlatina caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
Among the 15 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 246 
per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from influenza. Two deaths 
were caused by bronchitis,2 by pneumonia, 2 by diseases of the circulatory system, and 4 by 
phthisis, 


“ No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 25°3 per 
1,000, They comprise 2 from each of the following :—bronchitis, phthisis, and convulsions, No- 
deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 20°99 per 
1,000. One was caused by enteric fever, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. The 15 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 
3 from phthisis. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 262 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from small pox. Three 
deaths were caused by bronchitis and 2 by phthisis, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 37°8 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 146; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 72; Rathmines, 171; Donnybrook, 
20°8 ; Blackrock, 73; and Kingstown, 11°2. The deaths from zymotie diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from enteric fever for Rathmines; 1 from diarrhoea for Donnybrook; and 
1 from typhus for Kingstown. Four of the 9 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines 
were from phthisis ; among the 10 deaths for Donnybrook are 2 from pneumonia ; and the 4 deaths 


for Kingstown comprise 2 from phthisis.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VL) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 23rd May, 1896 :— 

“ Although not unfavourable, the weather of this period was much less settled than that of past 
weeks, and grateful rain fell in frequent showers, abundantly in some parts of the Kingdom, more 
sparingly in others. Speaking generally, the barometer stood high off the S.W. of Ireland, where an 
aaticyclone held its position almost throughout, while a number of depressions formed over the 
Norwegian Sea, the southern half of Scandinavia and the North Sea, with a general tendency to 
drift south-eastwards to Central Europe. Hence N.W. winds prevailed in the British Isles, in- 
creasing in force to a moderate and, at exposed stations,a strong gale on Wednesday. Temperature 
also gave way considerably after Monday, when the thermometer in the shade rose to 77° in Lon- 
don, 76° at Loughborough, 75° at Cambridge, and 69° in Dublin. On Wednesday night, it fell to 34° 
at York, 35° at Parsonstown, 36° at Wick, Loughborough, Oxford and Cambridge, 38° in London, and 
40° in Dublin—the grass minimum at Loughborough was 28°. This chill had been preceded by 
thunder, lightning and hail showers on Wednesday in several parts of England. Rain began to 
fall freely on Thursday, and the air, which had been dry and searching became moist, soft and 
warm. Fresh westerly to northerly winds continued to the close of the week. In Dublin the mean 
height of the barometer was 30°162 inches, pressure ranging between 30335 inches at 9 p.m. of 
Saturday (wind, N.W.) and 29991 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday (wind, N.W.). The corrected mean 
temperature was 55°4°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being also 55°4°. On Mon- 
day the screened thermometers rose to 69'2°, on Thursday they fell to 403°. The rainfall was ‘173 
inch on five days, ‘080 inch being registered on Monday, on the afternoon of which day slight 
thunder and lightning occurred over the south-eastern suburbs of Dublin. The prevalent wind 
was N.W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Pheenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30:162 inches. The highest reading (30°337) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind N.W., and the lowest (29-992) on Friday at 9 a.m., wind W.N.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 53:2°, being 1-9° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 68°9°, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 33°3°.. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 53°7° and 
of the Wet Bulb 50:79. The mean humidity of the air was ‘81, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 33-9 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured -320 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 55°5°, the maximum 78°49, 
and the minimum 40°3°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 71°3°, the minimum 39°0°, 
and the mean 54°6°, ‘Lhe rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°25 in. ; and at Edinburgh 
0°44 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°U in nine of 
the districts to 10:0 in Waterford; the 9 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 4 more from whooping-cougk. Among the 113 deaths from all 
causes registered in Belfast are 3 from measles, 3 fron: scarlatina, 3 from whooping- 
cough, 8 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea; of the 25 deaths in Cork 1 was 
from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhwa; among the 22 deaths in Londonderry are 
4 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, and 1 from diarrhea; and the |] deaths in Kil- 
kenny comprise 1 from whooping-cough and | from diarrhea. 
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DusLin AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 164—89 boys and 75 girls; and the deaths to 160-—-82 males and 78 females. 

The deaths, which are 2 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23-9 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 3) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 23:4 per 1,000. During 
the first twenty-two weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24°5, and was 
5-8 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95, 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 16, being 
4 over the number for the preceding week, but 3 under the average for the 22nd 
week of the last ten years: the 16 deaths comprise one from varicella (chicken-pox), 
one from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 5 from influenza and its complications, 5 from 
enteric fever, one from diarrhwa, 2 from dysentery, &c. 

No cases of small pox were admitted to hospital during the week : the small pox 
patient in hospital at the close of the preceding week remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 7, being 4 under the 
admissions for the preceding week, and one over the number for the week ended the 
16th instant: 7 patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 36 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 under the number in hospital at the close 
of the preceding week. 

- Thirty-one cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, against 26 for the preced- 
ing week: 19 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 177 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 11 over the number in hospital on Saturday 
‘the 28rd ultimo. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 30, 
being 3 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but one 
under the number for the week ended the 23rd ultimo: the 30 deaths comprise 12 from 
bronchitis and 13 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs,

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 6 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 17 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 22 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 6. 


Four accidental deaths were registered. 
In 15 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 


attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 12 infants under 
one year old and the deaths of two persons aged 60 years and upwards.

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Forty-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (26 being infants under | year, of whom 14 were under 1 month old) 
and 40 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 20 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 9 were octogenarians. 

Fifty-three of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 10 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 13 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII1.] 2 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 23°4 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 26'2 (245 on the North side, and 27'7 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°0. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
13 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 17 (00 in the North City Districts, and 33 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 0% per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 
171 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from influenza. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 
23:9 per 1,000. Among them are 5 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 4 from phthisis, and 4 from convulsions. No deaths from any zymotic disease 
were recorded. , 


_ No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-stréet).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
271 per 1,000. Three were caused by bronchitis, 2 by phthisis, and 3 by convulsions, but none by 
any zymotic disease. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 280 per 
1,000. One death from influenza constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Pneumonia 
caused 2 deaths. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 30°8 
per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 2 from 
enteric fever, and 1from dysentery. Among the 16 deaths from other causes are 2 from pneumonia, 
2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from phthisis, 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 281 per 
1,000, The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from dysentery. Phthisis caused 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-strect).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate-of 249 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from enteric fever and 1 from 
influenza. The 15 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 3 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 5 from phthisis, and 4 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street),—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 27°7 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from varicella (chicken pox) 
and 1 from diarrhcea..

Suburban Disiricts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 24°3 ;

The Registrar’s District of Belfast, No. 1, is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel opposite Queen’s- 
square, through the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street M ill-street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, 
Winetavern-street, North-street, Carrick-hill, Donegall-street, York-street, York-road and Carrickfergus-road, to the northern 
boundary of Skegoneill Townland, and thence to the Victoria Channel and through the centre of same to starting point. 

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duneairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road ; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 8, District is bounded by aline drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Waiton-street, Lonisa-street,

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see Tauie VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 30th May, 1896 »_ 

“ Anticyclonic conditions ruled in Ireland throughout this week, and the weather was very dry 
and fine, with continuous polar winds. At first the nights were cold, but as the week advanced a 
freshening breeze checked the nocturnal fall of temperature. By day the sun had great power, and 
on Friday—notwithstanding a fresh northerly wind a shade maximum of. 71‘8° was recorded. The 
barometer stood at 30°5 inches or upwards over a great part of Ireland until Tuesday afternoon, 
when a somewhat decided fall in pressure spread northwards from France, threatening to break up 
the fine weather. A recovery, however, soon followed. This in turn was succeeded by a brisk fall of 
the barometer in Scandinavia, so that by Friday morning the centre of a well-marked depression 
had advanced from the N.W. to the neighbourhood of Stockholm. This disturbance brought steady 
rain to Norway, Sweden, and Denmark, showers to Scotland and to exposed places in the N.E. and 
H. of England, clouds and squally northerly winds to all parts of the British Islands. In Treland (ex- 
cept in the extreme North) the weather remained raiuless to the close of the week. Saturday broke 
overeast and cool, but the clouds soon dispersed and the afternoon was brilliant, Thunderstorms 
occurred on the Continent on and after Tuesday, and a terrific tornado devastated the city of St. 
Louis, Missouri, on Wednesday afternoon. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30:398 
inches—highest, 30°558 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, E.N.E.) ; lowest, 30°181 inches at 1 p.m, 
of Friday (wind, N.). The corrected mean temperature was 560°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 
a.m, and 9 p.m. was 55'7°.. The screened thermometers fell to 43°22 on Sunday and rose to 7i'8? on 
Friday. The prevalent wind was N.E. No rain fell,” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30°402 inches. The highest reading (30-547) was on 
Monday at 9 a.M., air calm, and the lowest (30-209) on Friday at 9 p.m., wind N.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 53°2°, being 1:2° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. ‘The temperature was highest on 


_ Friday, when the thermometer registered 70°69, and was lowest on Monday, the 


mercury having fallen to 34:6°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 538° and 
of the Wet Bulb 49:99. The mean humidity of the air was -77, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 79-2 
hours. ‘There was no rain during the week. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 55:4°, the maximum 77:79, 
and the minimum 43-9°; at Glasgow the maximum was 7] ‘9°, the minimum 43:49, and 
the mean 57°3°: and at Edinburgh the maximum was 714°, the minimum 43°5°, and the 
mean 56°8°, ‘Ihe rainfall at Glasgow measured 0-02 in.; and at Edinburgh 0-02 in. 
There was no rain at Greenwich.*

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 6th June, 1896 :— 

“This week saw the disappearance of the anticyclonic conditions which had so long held sway 
over the British Islands, and the substitution for them of a cyclonic distribution of atmospherie 
pressure, with a consequent break in the fine weather. As usually happens, the change was accom- 
panied by thunderstorms, which were particularly frequent and severe in France and Great Britain, 
less frequent and less severe in Ireland. In advance of the electrical disturbances very high day 
temperatures were recorded—the maxima up to Friday, for example, were—in Paris, 71°, 82°, 84°, 74°, 
and 78°; in London, 71°, 79°, 85°, 77°, and 81°. Dublin was much cooler because the prevailing 
easterly and south-easterly winds were off the sea—the corresponding values were—64°, 64°, 62°, 69°, 
and 67°. The first two days of the week were brilliantly fine. Showers fell on Tuesday 
afternoon and night, and the sky was cloudy. Wednesday was bright and. warm on the coast, 
showery inland. On Thursday evening rain fell in heavy showers. Friday was fine in Dublin, 
showery inland. On Saturday morning the S.E. wind freshened to a strong breeze and showery 
weather followed. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29-798 inches, pressure rang- 
ing from 30°208 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, N.N.W.) to 29629 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday 
(wind, S.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 576°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. 
and 9 p.m. was 582°. On Sunday the screened thermometers fell to 441° ; on Wednesday they rose 
to 689°. The rainfall was °158 inch on three days, 104 inch being measured on Thursday. The pre- 
vailing wind was §.E.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Pheenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29804 inches. The highest reading (30°219) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind W.N.\V., and the lowest (29°645) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind E.S.E, 

The mean temperature for the week was 553°, being 0°1° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Wednesday, when the thermometer registered 70°0°, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 35:1°. The mean of the Dry Buib for the week was 569° and 
of the Wet Bulb 52°8°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘76, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 57-4 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured *260 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 63:3°, the maximum 84:99, 
and the minimum 39°8°; at Glasgow the maximum was 723°, the minimum 422°, and 
the mean 54°8°: and at Edinburgh the maximum was 66-0°, the minimum 44°49, and the 
mean 52°99, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°19 in.; at Glasgow 2°17 ins. ; 
and at Edinburgh 1°68 ins.* 7

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°3 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°U in eleven of 
the districts to 7°9 in Londonderry; the 13 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 4 more from measles and 1 from diarrhea, Among the 129 deaths 
from all causes registered in Belfast are 10 from measles, 4 fron scarlatina, 1 from 
typhus, 2 from whooping-cough, 1 from simple continued fever, 4 from enteric fever, 
and | from diarrhea,

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In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 183— 80 boys and 103 girls; and the deaths to 159—78 males and 8! females. 

The deaths, which are 12 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23:7 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 22:8 per 1,000. During 
the first txenty-four weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24°3, and was 
55 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

During last week, as in the week preceding, there were only 13 deaths from zymotic 
diseases registered : the number is 8 below the average for the 24th week of the last ten 
years ; the 13 deaths for last week comprise 3 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), one from 
influenza, 4 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, one from diarrhea, one 
from erysipelas, &c. 

The only small pox patient in hospital on Saturday the 6th instant was discharged 
in the course of last week. No new cases were admitted during the week, so that for 
the first time since the week ended the 26th May, 1894, the hospitals are free from 
cases of the disease. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 7, being 8 under the 
admissions for the preceding week, and equal to the number for the week ended the 
30th ultimo: 6 patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 47 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being one under the number in hospital at the 
close of the preceding week. 

The cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital also show a de:line as compared with the 
high rumber for the preceding week, the admissions for last week being 33, or 7 under 
the number for the week ended the 6th instant: 24 patients were discharged during 
the week; 3 died; and 190 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 over 
the number in hospital on the previous Saturday, 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 30 deaths, being 5 in excess of the 
average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 7 over the number for 
the week ended the 6th instant: the 30 deaths comprise 11 from bronchitis, 13 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 2 from croup.

_ The deaths of 11 children under 5 years of age (including 10 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Five deaths were caused by apoplexy, 5 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 13 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 25 deaths, mesenteric disease 8, and 
cancer 3. 

‘Two accidental deaths were registered. 

In 7 instances the cause of deat: was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the death of 5 children under 
5 years of age, including 3 infants under one year old. 
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Fifty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (31 being infants under 1 year, of whom 7 were under 1 month old) 
and 36 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 15 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 8 were octogenarians. | 

Fifty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals.and other 
public institutions; of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 15 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated -on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VIL.] ero 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 22'8 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 26'0 (27°7 on tha North side, and 214 on the South), and in the Suburbs 15°. 

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
15 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1°7 (1'8 in the North City Districts, and 16in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1'0 per 1,000. ms 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 
22'8 per 1,000. They comprise 1 death from gastric fever and 2 from phthisis, 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 
227 per 1,000. Phthisis caused 5 deaths and mesenteric disease 2. No deaths trom any zymotic 
disease were recorded. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to ah annual rate of 
807 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from scarlatina and 2 from 
whooping-cough. The 14 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from diseasés of thé respiratory 
system, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, 3 from mesenteric disease, and

No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 20°0 
per 1,000."

No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 25°3 per 
1,000. Scarlatina caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
Among the 8 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from 
convulsions. 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 27°5 per 
1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhea, The 19 
deaths from other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis, 1 from croup, 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, and 3 from phthisis.

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METEOROLOGY. : 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.mzt.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 13th June, 1896 :— 

“In the neighbourhood of Dublin especially the weather of this week was most favourable—fine 
and warm, only on Monday was there a moderate rainfall in or near the Irish capital. On the 
other hand, conditions were quite unsettled up to Friday in the §,S.E., and EH. of England, where 
rain fellin abundance on Tuesday and Wednesday. This somewhat unusual distribution of weather 
was caused by the approach to the southern shores of the British Isles of two depressions—one on 
Sunday, the other on Tuesday... Of these the first hung off the extreme S.W. of Ireland during Sun- 
day and Monday and then ‘filled up,’ It threw off various shallow subsidiaries, which brought 
thunderstorms and heavy but rather local rains to many parts of the United Kingdom. In Dublin 
on Sunday afternoon the sky became hazy, cloudy and lowering, but only a few drops of rain fell— 
at Holyhead, on the contrary, the measurement was six-tenths of an inch. The second depression 
advanced across Brittany and the English Channel to England, Ireland almost escaping its influence, 
It caused abundant rains and thunderstorms in the S.and E. of Great Britain, as well as on the 
Continent. At Wiesbaden, 3'27 inches of rain fell in the 24 hours ending 8 a.m. of Wednesday. On 
Friday a large low pressure system lay off the W. of Ireland, but it retreated and Saturday proved 
warm and bright. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29-781 inches, pressure rang= 
ing from 29°471 inches at 9 p.m, of Sunday (wind, E.) to 30082 inches, at 9 p.m. of Saturday, (wind, 
E. by §.). The corrected mean temperature was 606°, The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. 
and 9 p.m. was 605°. On Thursday the minimum in the shade was 504°, on Saturday the maxi- 
mum was 72'0°.. The wind was variable—chiefly W.N.W.and S.E. Rain fell on Monday to the 
amount of ‘079 inch.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°790 inches. The highest reading (80:08!) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°477) on Sunday at 9 p.m., wind N.E, 

The mean temperature for the week was 59:2°, being 3:4° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 73°69, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 45°8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 58°6° and 
of the Wet Bulb 54°59. The mean humidity of the air was ‘77, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 51°3 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °090 inch. . 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 62°4°, the maximum 81°29, 
and the minimum 51°3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 81:09, the minimum 49:09, and 
the mean 59°6°: and at Edinburgh the maximum was 68'9°, the minimum 47°99, and the 
mean 55°4°, ‘Ihe rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°45 ins.; at Glasgow 0°52 in.; 
and at Edinburgh 0°80 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 31 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in eleven of 
the districts to 6°3 in Londonderry; the 12 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 3 more from measles and 1 from diphtheria. Among the 147 deaths 
from all causes registered in Belfast are 5 from measles, 8 from scarlatina, 1 from 
typhus, 6 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 2 from simple continued fever, |

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durmg the week amounted 
to 247—135 boys and 112 girls; and the deaths to 151—76 males and 75 females. 

The deaths, which are 2 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 22°5 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 21:8 per 1,000. During 
the first twenty-five weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24°2, and was 
5:3 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

Twenty-five deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 12 
over the low number for each of the two weeks preceding, and 7 over the average for 
the 25th week of the last ten years; they comprise 4 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 
2 from influenza and its complications, 5 from whoopmg-cough, 3 from enteric fever, 
6 from diarrheea, one from erysipelas, &c. 

There were only 6 cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week, being 
one under the admissions for the preceding week, and 9 under the number for the 
week ended the 6th instant: 7 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week, 
and 46 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being one under the number in 
hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Thirty-five cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, being 2 over the admissions 
for the preceding week, but 5 under the number for the week ended the 6th instant: 
34 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 190 remained under treat- 
ment on Saturday last, being equal to the number in hospital at the close of the pre- 
ceding week. 


The rumber of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 21, © 


being 5 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 9 
under the number for the week ended the 13th instant: the 21 deaths comprise 13 
from bronchitis and 6 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 6 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 12 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Bnthiais or pulmonary consumption caused 26 deaths, mesenteric disease 2, and 
cancer 6. 

Four accidental deaths and one case of homicide were registered. 

In 8 instances the cause of death was *- uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendan: during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 3 children under 
5 years of age (including 2 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 3 persons aged 
60 years and upwards.

Forty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 11 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 10 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annail death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 21'8 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 23°4 (21°4 on tha North side, and 23°2 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°9. 


The deaths from th3 principal zy motic jiseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2°7 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the eity being 2'3 (13 in the North City Districts, and 33in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 3'5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 
143 per 1,000. Searlatina caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotie disease were 
recorded. 

No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 
250 per 1,000. They comprise 1 from scarlatina, but none from any other zymotic disease. Among 
the 20 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, and 3 from phthisis. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual rate of . 
23°5 per 1,000. 'wo deaths were caused by diseases of the circulatory system and 2 by cancer, No 
deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (9) represent an annual rate of 18°0 per 
1,000. One death from diarrhcea constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Phthisis caused 
2 deaths. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 30°8 
per 1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotie diseases, including 2 from influenza, 1 from enteric 
fever, and 1 from diarrhoea. The 15 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 3 from 
pneumonia, and 3 from phthisis. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 253 per 
1,000. Erysipelas caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
Among the 8 deaths from other causes are 1 from bronchitis, 1 from pneumonia, and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 22°2 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from diarrhea. The 16 deaths from 
other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from 
phthisis. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 23°3 per 1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from scarlatina, 
2 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhoea. Three deaths were caused by 
phthisis and 2 by cancer. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates repre ented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 49; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 0°0; Palmerston, part of, 35°83; Rathmines, 190; Donnybrook, 
20°8 ; Blackrock,f 14°6 ; and Kingstown, 196. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from diarrhwa for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District; 1 from scarlatina, 
1 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhoéa for Palmerston, part of ; 1 from whooping-cough for 
Rathmines ; and 2 from whooping-cough for Donnybrook. The 5 deaths from all causes tabulated 
for Palmerston, part of, comprise 2 from phthisis ; among the 10 deaths for Rathmines are 3 from 
diseases of the brain and nervous system ; and the 7 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from diseases 
of the circulatory system.

Meteorological Observations, 407 


METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.met.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 20th June, 1896 :— 

“Opening with a period of intense heat, this week proved changeable, and abundant and refresh- 
ing rains fell over Ireland, Scotland, and the North of England. In the south and south-east of the 
last named country the rainfall was scanty—thus reversing the distribution of precipitation which 
had occurred in the previous week. Blazing sunshine prevailed throughout Sunday and Monday. 
On the latter day the thermometer even in the shade rose to 86° in London, 84° at York, Liverpool, 
and Loughborough, 83° at Cambridge, 82° at Oxford and Parsonstown, and 81° in Dublin. This last 
reading was the highest recorded in Dublin in June for at least 30 years, and was higher than any 
maximum in this city observed since July 16, 1876, when the phenomenal reading (for Dublin), 87°29, 
was recorded. On six occasions during the summer of 1868 the thermometer rose to 80° in the shade 
in Dublin, the highest readings of all being 86° on July 15 and 85° on July 21. On August 1, the maxi- 
mum was 82°. After the great heat on Monday, temperature fell fast, a rather deep depression 
formed over Ireland and Scotland and a copious downpour of rain occurred on Tuesday night. 
Afterwards the weather remained cool, breezy and showery to the end of the week. On Thursday 
very heavy electrical showers, accompanied by thunder, fell along the east coast of Ireland. They 
were due apparently to a great chill during the previous night, when the shade thermometer fell 
to 45° at Parsonstown, 46° at Donaghadee and 49° in Dublin. In this city the mean pressure 
was 29-932 inches, the barometer falling to 29420 inches at 9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, W. by S.) 
and rising to 30173 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature 
was 622°, The mean dry bulb.reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 609°. On Monday the screened 
thermometers rose to 80°8°, on Friday they sank to 494°. The rainfall was 1164 inches on four days, 
‘700 inch being measured on Tuesday and °429 inch on Thursday, when thunder occurred. The pre- 
vailing winds were E.S.E. and W.S.W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29:943 inches. The highest reading (30°179) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°448) on Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 60°5°, being 4:1° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Monday, when the thermometer registered 82°0°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 45:9°._ The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 60°6° and 
of the Wet Bulb 555°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘73, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 63°6 
hours. The rainfall measured 1°030 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 66:0°, the maximum 86:79, 
and the minimum 50°5°; at Glasgow the maximum was 82°79, the minimum 49°99, and 
the mean 62°0°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 75°5°, the minimum 50°69, and the 
mean 60°59. ‘Ihe rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°04 in.; at Glasgow 1:07 ins. ; 
and at Edinburgh 0°40 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 3-0 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in eleven of 
the districts to 11:0 in Londonderry; the 17 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 6 more from measles and 1 from diphtheria, Among the 145 deaths 
from all causes registered in Belfast are 10 from measles, 4 fron. scarlatina, 1 from 
typhus, & from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, and 6 from diarrhea,

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durmg the week amounted 
to 208—87 boys and 121 girls; and the deaths to 171—92 males and 79 females. 

The deaths, which are 8 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent. an annual rate of mortality of 25-5 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 2) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 25:2 per 1,000. During 
the first twenty-six weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24°3, and was 
5:0 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered-during last week is 20, being 
5 under the number for the preceding week, and 3 below the average for the 26th 
week of the last ten years; the 20 deaths comprise one from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 
2 from influenza and its complications, 2 from whooping-cough, one from ill-defined 
fever, 10 from diarrhea, &e. 

Nine cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, being 3 in 
excess of the admissions for the preceding week, and 2 over the number for the week 
ended the 13th June, but 6 under the number for the week ended the 6th June: 6 
enteric fever patients were discharged during the week, and 49 remained under treat- 
ment on Saturday last, being 3 over the number in hospital at the close of the preced- 
ing week. 

The cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during the week amount to 50, or 15 
over the admissions for the preceding week: 28 patients were discharged during the 
week, and 212 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 22 over the number 
in hospital on the previous Saturday. . 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 26 deaths, being 5 over the rumber for the 
preceding week, and 4 over the average for the 26th week of the last ten years: the 
26 deaths comprise 13 from bronchitis and 12 from pneumonia or inflammation of the 
lungs.

The deaths of 8 children under 5 years of age (including 7 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 10 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 16 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 26 deaths, mesenteric disease 6, and 
cancer 4. 

Six accidental deaths were registered. 

In 10 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 6 infants under 
one year old and the death of one person aged 65 years, 

Sixty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (40 being infants under 1 year, of whom 10 were under 1 month old) 
and 39 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 24 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 7 were octogenarians, and one (a man) was stated to have been aged 90 years, 
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Fifty-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 6 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 20 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. | . 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 25'2 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 29'4 (241 on tha North side, and 342 on the South), and in the Suburbs 155, 


The deaths from the printipal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2'1 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2°3 (13 in the North City Districts, and 33in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1° per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 
42°38 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—l from influenza and 1 from 
diarrhosa. Two deaths were caused by pneumonia and 2 by phthisis. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summér-hill).—The deaths ( 18) are equal to an annual rate of 
21°5 per 1,000. One death from whooping-cough constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. 
The 17 deaths from other causes comprise 5 from pneumonia and 4 from phthisis, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (10) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
18'1 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The déaths (11) represent an annual rate of 22'0 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from diarrhea, ‘Among the 10 deaths:

No, 1 South City. District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (28) represent an annual rate of 43°1 
per 1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—4 from diarrhoea and 1 from influenza.

bie. METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VE) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.met.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 27th June, 1896 :_ 

“ Another week of changeable, but most favourable, weather. Except on Saturday the heat by 
day was moderate, while no very low temperatures by night were recorded. As a rule the baro- 
meter stood high in the S., but was relatively low in the N.or N.E. On Wednesday, when there 
was a decided tendency to thunderstorms, slight gradients for northerly winds became established 
over the British Isles, lasting until Friday. At the close of the week, a fall of the barometer in the 
N.W. brought W. and 8, W. winds, a rapid rise of temperature and changeable, cloudy weather, In 
Dublin Sunday was fair to cloudy at times. On Monday some showers fell—a rather heavy one at 
10p.m. Tuesday also proved showery. Early on Wednesday dense electrical cumuli were seen to 
form, and at noon a sharp thunderstorm, accompanied by heavy rain and hail, passed over Dublin. 
The rainfall resulting from the storm was three-tenths of an inch. Another heavy shower fell 
towards evening. Thursday was cloudy and cool but fine. Friday was bright and warm to cloudy, 
Saturday was close and relaxing with much cloud—between 2 and 3 p.m. heavy showers passed 
over the city. At this station the mean height of the barometer was 30°137 inches, the lowest read~ 
ing being 30004 inches at 7.15 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, W. by N.), the highest 30237 inches at 9 a.m. 
of Friday (wind, N.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 61'9°. The mean dry bulb read- 
ing at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 61'°0°. On Sunday the screened thermometers fell to §2°1°, on Satur- 
day they rose to 72°8°. Rainfall amounted to ‘477 inch on five days, ‘340 inch being measured on 
Wednesday. The prevailing wind was N.W. Thunder, lightning, and hail were observed on 
Wednesday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30:139 inches. The highest reading (30-238) was on 
Friday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (30-028) on T uesday at 9 a.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 61:2°, being 2°2° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 73:19, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 46:5°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 60°4° and 
of the Wet Bulb 56-4°. The mean humidity of the air was -77, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 40°3 
hours. The rainfall measured ‘150 inch. 3 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 61:4°, the maximum 78:79, 
and the minimum 46°8°; at Glasgow the maximum was 73°09, the minimum 46°4°, and 
the mean 59°3°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 72°8°, the minimum 45°0°, and the 
mean 58°0°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°19 in.; at Glasgow 0°72 in.; 
and at Edinburgh 0°53 in.*

DUBLIN REGISTRATION DISTRICT.—-Births.—In the Dublin Registration 
District, which consists of the city of Dublin, the districts of Rathmines, Donnybrook, 
Blackrock, Kingstown, Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, and Coolock and Drumcondra, 
No. 1, and portions of the districts of Finglas and Glasnevin, and Palmerston, the 
total area thereof being 24,693 statute acres, and the population according to the Census 
of 1891, 349,594, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Satur- 
day, 27th June, 1896, 2,746 births—1,393 boys and 1,353 girls—being equal to 
an annual ratio of 1 in 31°8, or 31°4 in every 1,000 of the population. 

The number of births registered in the city was 2,146, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 35:0 in every 1,000 of the population; and in the suburban districts named above, 
600, equal to a rate of 22-9 in every 1,000 of the population. 

There were registered in London during the same period 33,388 births—being equal 
to an annual birth-rate of 30°2 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow 
there were registered 6,367, being equal to 36:1 per 1,000; and in Edinburgh, 2,025—a 
number affording an annual birth-rate of 29°3 in every 1,000 of the estimated population, 

Deaths.—The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration District 
during the quarter was 2,027—1,034 males and 993 females—affording an annual 
ratio of 1 in 48:1, or 23:2 in every 1,000 of the population according to the 
Census of 1891; omitting the deaths (73) of persons admitted into Public Institutions 
from localities outside the district, the rate was 22°4 per 1,000. The average number 
of deaths registered in the second quarter of the ten years 1886-95 was 2,262, equivalent 

to an annual mortality of 25:9 per 1,000 persons; thus the rate (23°2) for last quarter 
_ was 2°7 below the average for the June quarter. 

The number of deaths of inhabitants* of that portion of the City of Dublin north of 
the Liffey registered last quarter was 708 representing an annual mortality of 24-2 in 
every 1,000 of the population ; and the number in that portion south of the river 

- was 816, or 25:5 in every 1,000. In the suburban districts the number of deaths 
_ registered was 430, being equal to an annual death-rate of 16:4 in every 1,000. 

The number of deaths registered in London during the quarter was 19,699—a number 

equal to an annual mortality of 17:8 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants; in Glasgow the 
_ number was 3,595, equal to 20°4 in every 1,000; and in Edinburgh 1,148, affording an 
_ annual death-rate of 16°6 in every 1,000 of the estimated population.

Diseases.— The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered in the Dublin 
Registration District during last quarter is 200, being 28 over the number for the 
preceding quarter, but 64 below the number for the second quarter of 1895, and 66 or 
25 per cent. below the average for the second quarter of the ten years, 1886-95. The 
annual rate per 1,000 of the population, represented by the deaths from these diseases 
during last quarter, is 2°3, being 0-7 under the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1895, and also 0°7 below the average rate for the second quarter of the last ten years. 

Three deaths from smaill-pox, the last of which occurred on the 17th May, were 
registered during the quarter; they were those of three women, of whom two were 
unvaccinated persons and the other had been vaccinated in infancy. At the close of 
the first quarter of this year there were 11 cases of the disease in hospital, and during 
last quarter 3 new cases only were admitted. Of the 14 patients here referred to, two 
died and 12 were discharged, the last discharge taking place in the course of the week 
ended the 13th June, when the hospitals became free of cases of the disease, a condition 
which had not previously existed since the month of May, 1894, when the first case 
of what it is to be hoped may now be spoken of as the late epidemic was reported. 
In the period which has elapsed since that date the disease caused 193 deaths, 68 of 
which were registered during the year 1894, 121 in the year 1895, and 4 this year. 
According to the returns received, 77 of the 193 persons had been vaccinated, 107 were 
unvaccinated, one infant wasvaccinated too late,and there was nostatement on thesubject 
as regards the remaining 8 cases. Of the 77 persons stated to have been vaccinated, all 
except 4 (these 4 including one infant 9 days old) were over 7 years of age the period 
at which the protective power of primary vaccination isknown to be weakened. The 
hospital statistics show that during the continuance of the epidemic there were 1,631 
cases of the disease treated in hospital, and that of this number, 1,439 or 88-2 per cent. 
terminated in recovery and 192 or 11°8 per cent. proved fatal. . 

No deaths from measles were registered during last quarter: the average number 
for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years was 62, but in each of the four 
quarters ending with the first quarter of this year there was but one death from the 
~ disease recorded. 

Scarlatina caused 31 deaths against an average of 13 for the corresponding quarter 
of the last ten years and 18 in the first quarter of this year. The cases of the disease 
admitted to hospital during the quarter amounted to 409 or 137 in excess of the 
admissions for the preceding three months, and 294 over the number for the second 
quarter of last year: 316 scarlatina patients were discharged during the quarter ; 17 
died ; and 212 remained under treatment on Saturday the 27th ultimo, showing an 
increase of 76 as compared with the number in hospital at the close of the preceding 

uarter. : 

c ‘The number of deaths from enteric fever registered is 21, being 6 below the average 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1886-95, and 10 under the number 
for the quaiter ended 28th March last, but 5 over the number for the second quarter of 


last year. There were 96 cases of the disease admitted to hospital during the quarter, ~ 


being 36 under the admissions for the preceding three months, but 54 in excess of 
the number for the second quarter of last year: 83 patients were discharged during the 
quarter ; 8 died ; and 49 remained under treatment on Saturday the 27th ultimo, being 
5 over the number in hospital at the close of the March quarter. 

Three deaths from typhus were recorded and 4 deaths were tabulated under the 
head of simple continued and ill-defined fever : the respective average numbers for the 
corresponding quarter of the last ten years were 5 and 3. | 

The number of deaths from whooping-cough registered is 24, being 6 over the 


number for the preceding quarter, but less than one-half of the average (49) for the second 
quarter of the last ten years.

Influenza and its complications caused 31 deaths, being 7 over the average for the . 


corresponding quarter of the last ten years, but 111 under the number for the second 
quarter of last year and 13 under that for the quarter ended the 28th March last, 
Among the remaining deaths from zymotic diseases are 34 tabulated under the head 
of diarrhea, dysentery (an increase of 11 as compared with the average for the second 
quarter of the last ten years), 4 from diphtheria, 5 from erysipelas, &e. 
The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system (exclusive of phthisis or 


pulmonary cunsumption) is 363, being 56 or 13-4 per cent. below the average for thet . 
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corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1886-95, aud 150 or 29-2 per cent. under the 

number for the second quarter of last year ; the 363 deaths comprise 184 from bronchitis, 

140 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, 5 from croup, 3 from pleurisy, &e. 

The deaths from bronchitis are 49 under the average for the second quarter of the last 

ten years, and those from pneumonia 18 over the average.

The number of deaths of children ascribed to convulsions is 131, being 23 in excess 
of the number for the preceding quarter, but showing a decrease of 26 as compared 
with the average for the second quarter of the ten years 1886-95. 

Forty-two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 8 by epilepsy, 79 by other diseases 


of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 169 by diseases of the 


circulatory system. 
I'he number of deaths from phthisis or pulmonary consumption registered is 292, 


_ being 31 under the average for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1886-95 ; 


mesenteric disease caused 44 deaths, tubercular meningitis 44, and cancer 65. 
Sixty-four accidental deaths, 2 cases of homicide, and 1 case of suicide were registered. 
In 124 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 

attendant during the last illness. Of the 124 cases, 7 8, or 63 per cent., were 

deaths of children under 5 years of age: these 78 deaths form 14°4 per cent. of the 
total number of deaths of children of that age. Of the deaths of 1U5 infants under 

1 month old registered, there were 41 (or 39 per cent.) regarding which -the cause 

was uncertified. | 
From Table II., on page 428, it will be seen that, excluding 73 deaths of persons 

admitted into Public Institutions from localities outside the Dublin Registration 

District, the number of deaths registered during the thirteen weeks was 1,954, equal

Occupations._—T'able III., on page 429, shows the occupations or social position of 
the persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, the various callings being 
grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality in the 
several social grades of the population. From this Table it will be observed that the 
deaths in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class ” were equal to an annual 
rate of 18°7 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the Census of

Sixteen Principal Town Districts of Ireland.—The average annual death-rate 
represented by the deaths from all causes registered during last quarter in the Dublin 
Registration District and fifteen of the principal Urban Sanitary Districts of Ireland 
(the aggregate population of the 16 districts being for the purpose of these Returns 
estimated at 908,567) was 23-0 per 1,000 persons, the respective rates for the 
several districts being as follow, ranging in order from the lowest to the highest :—

The average annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal zymotic 
diseases* in the 16 districts is 2:3 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 


0:0 in Wexford and Armagh to 7:3 per 1,000 in Londonderry. 


The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal zymotic diseases* 
in the fifteen provincial town districts already named, and Tables IV. and V. give 
in detuil the results of the registration for the quarter. 

Small-pox.—No deaths from small-pox were registered in any of the 15 districts 
during the quarter. . . 

Measles.—There were 77 deaths from measles in Belfast and 40 in Londonderry, 
but the only death from the disease registered in any other of the fifteen districts 
was one in Droghéda. The deaths from this cause in Belfast are equivalent to an 
annual rate of 1:1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and those in Londonderry 
represent an annual rate of 4°8 per 1,000 of the population ofthe city in 1891. The 
only deaths from measles registered in any of the fifteen districts during the pre- 
ceding quarter were 23 in Belfast, where the disease caused 34 deaths during the last 
quarter of 1895. 
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Scarlatina caused 56 deaths (equal to an annual rate of 0-8 per 1,000 living) in 


Belfast, where during the preceding three months there were 39 fatal cases of the 
disease, and during the fourth quarter of last year 49. There were only 6 deaths from 
scarlatina registered throughout the other districts last quarter, viz. :—one in Cork, 2 
in Londonderry, one in Dundalk, and 2 in Lurgan. 

Typhus.—The only deaths from typhus registered in any of the fifteen districts 
during the quarter were 4 in Belfast and one in Limerick. 

Whooping-cough.—There were 92 deaths from whooping-cough in the fifteen 
districts, against 78 for the preceding quarter and 61 for the second quarter of last 
year. Of the 92 deaths 60 (equal to an annual rate of 0:9 per 1,000 of the population) 


occurred in Belfast, 16 (equivalent to an annual rate of 3:1 per 1,000) in Waterford, © 


3 in Londonderry, 3 in Lurgan, and 3 in Sligo, and the remaining 7 were distributed 
over 4 districts. 

Diphtheria.—The deaths from diphtheria consist of 11 in Belfast, 2 in 
Londonderry, and one in Lurgan. During the preceding quarter there were 16 deaths 
from this disease in Belfast. 

Simple continued and ill-defined Fever.—Seven deaths were returned under 
this heading, viz. :—6 in Belfast and one in Dundalk. 

Enteric Fever.—The total number of deaths from enteric fever registered in the 
fifteen districts is 39, of which 32 were in Belfast, 2 in Cork, 2 in Limerick, one in 
Londonderry, one in Waterford, and one in Newry. The deaths from the disease in 
Belfast show an increase of 2 as compared with the number in that city during the 
preceding quarter, but are 8 under the number for the second quarter of last 
year. 

Diarrhea, Dysentery.—The number of deaths returned under this heading is 
65, including 38 in Belfast and 13—equal to an annual rate of 1‘6 per 1,000 of the 
population in 1891—in Londonderry. :

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 198—99 boys and 99 girls; and the deaths to 172—79 males and 93 females. 

The deaths, which are 21 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 25:7 in every 1,000 
of the population ; omitting the death of one person admitted to hospital from without 
the district, the rate was 25-5 per 1,000. During the first twenty-seven weeks of the 
current year the death-rate averaged 24°3, and was 4°8 under the mean rate in the 
corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

Thirty-five deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 12 
in excess of the average for the corresponding week of. the last ten years, and 15 over 
the number for the week ended the 27th ultimo: they consist of 6 from searlet fever 
(scarlatina), 2 from influenza and its complications, 5 from whooping- cough, one from 
cerebro-spinal meningitis, 3 from enteric fever, one from choleraic-diarrhea, and 17 
from diarrhea. ‘The deaths from diarrhea are 12 over the average number of deaths 
from that cause in the corresponding week of the’ last ten years: they include 13 
deaths of infants under one year old. 

Eleven cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, against 9 
for the preceding week, and 6 for the week ended the 20th ultimo: 10 enteric fever 
patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 49 remained under treat- 
ment on Saturday last, being equal to the number in hospital at the close of the preced- 
ing week. . 

"The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had risen 
from 35 for the week ended the 20th ultimo to 50 for the following week, fell to 32 
last week: 20 patients were discharged during the week; 4 died; and 220 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 8 over the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 21 for the week 
ended the 20th ultimo to 26 for the following week, fell last week to 17, or 4 under the 
average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 17 deaths comprise 5 
from bronchitis and 10 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 14 children under 5 years of age (including 12 infants under one year 


old) were ascribed to convulsions. - 

Severn deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions), and 13 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 20 deaths, mesenteric disease 6, and 
cancer 6. 

Three accidental deaths were registered. 

In 10 instances the cause of death was * uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 5 infants under 
one year old and the deaths of 3 persons aged 60 years and upwards, 
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Seventy-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week-were under 
5 years of age (57 being infants under 1 year, of whom 9 were under 1 month old) 
and 27 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 17 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 5 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 94 

ears. 

: Fifty-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 11 took place in the North Dublin. Union Work- 
house and 10 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the. Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual. death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 255 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 29°4 (31°2 on the North side, and 277 on the South), and in the Suburbs 16°5. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
4°6 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 60 (6°2 in the North City Districts, and 57 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1'5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street)—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 
25°77 per 1,000, They comprise 2from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from influenza and 1 from diarrhea, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill). —The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 
27°4 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from whooping-cough and 3 from 
diarrhoea. Six deaths of children were ascribed to convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—_The deaths (22) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
39°7 per 1,000. Six were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from scarlatina, 2 from whooping-cough, 
and 3 from diarrhea. The 16 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from Patt 2 from cancer, 
and 4 from convulsions. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place),—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 320 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from whooping-cough and 1 from 
diarrhoea. Two deaths were caused by pneumonia and 2 by diseases of the cireulatory system. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (22) represent an annual rate of 338 
per 1,000. Hight deaths were caused by zymotic diseases, viz. :—3 by scarlatina, 1 by influenza, and 
4-by diarrhoea, The 14 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, 4 from phthisis, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 337 per 
1,000, Zymotic diseases caused 2 deaths, viz. :—1 from scarlatina and 1 from diarrhea. 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 17:0 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from enteric fever and 1 from choleraic 
diarrhea. Four deaths were caused by pneumonia. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 30°6 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from searlatina, 1 from 
enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea. The 17 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from diseases of 
the respiratory system, 3 from phthisis, 2 from cancer, and 2 from convulsions. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 19°4 ;

The deaths from zymotie diseases tabulated for these 
dibiricts consist of 1 from diarrhea for Clontarf and Howth, No.1; 1 from cerebro-spinal menin-~ 
gitis for Coolock and Drumecondra, No. 1; 1 from diarrhoea for ‘Phtenbestpn: part of ; and 1 from 
enteric fever for Rathmines. Two of the 4 deaths from all causes tabulated for Palradeston} part 
of, were from phthisis; the 7 deaths for Rathmines comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
system ; among the 10 deaths for Donnybrook are 3 from diseases of the circulatory system ; and 
the 6 deaths for Kingstown comprise 3 from phthisis, ;

‘METEOROLOGY. 
(Yor Abstract of Observations at several Lrish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.mer.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 4th July, 1896 :__ 

“The weather was changeable and unsettled, with strong and squally westerly winds, frequent 
showers, and unsteady temperature. A fresh N.W. gale blew on Tuesday, and a fresh W. gale on 
Saturday. The force of the wind was unusually great for the time of year. It was determined not. 
so much by the presence of any deep atmospheric depressions over N.W. Europe, as by the per- 
sistence of an area of high barometric pressure (anticyclonic system) off the S. of Ireland at first 
and afterwards over the Bay of Biscay and the Iberian Peninsula. In this way steep gradients for 
N.W., and later for W., winds were formed over the British Islands. At 8 a.m. of Tuesday, the 
barometer ranged from 29°63 inches at Wick to 30°26 inches at Valentia Island and 30°32 inches at 
Lorient. Towards evening a whole gale from N.W. was blowing at Malin Head and a fresh gale 
from the same point in Dublin. On Wednesday great heat set in over the North of Scandinavia, 
culminating in a temperature of 91° at Haparanda, on the Gulf of Bothnia, on Thursday. At8a.m. 
of Friday the thermometer read 75° at that station, but only 49° at Munich, some 17° farther &. Satur- 
day was a wild, blustering day, owing to the approach of a new depression to our N.W. coasts. In 
the afternoon heavy showers fell and stayed a plague of dust. In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer was 30'057 inches, pressure ranging from 30°276 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, N.W. by 
W.) to 29'774 inches at 4 p.m. of Friday (wind, W.). The corrected mean temperature was 60°5°, 
The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 593°. On Monday the screened ther- 
mometers rose to 72'7°, on Saturday they fell to 535°. The rainfall was ‘271 inch on five days—114 
inch was measured on Thursday, The prevailing winds were N.W. and W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30:060 inches. The highest reading (30°296) was on 
Monday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°872) on Friday at 9 p.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 59-2°, being 1-4° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Monday, when the thermometer registered 72°6°, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 505°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 58°1° and 
of the Wet Bulb 53°69. The mean humidity of the air was -74, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 44:6 
hours. The rainfall measured ‘360 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 61:3°, the maximum 77:5°, 
and the minimum 48°5°; at Glasgow the maximum was 63°3°, the minimum 45:99, and 
the mean 56°4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 65°1°, the minimum 47:09, and the 
mean 567°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:24 in.; at Glasgow 0:47 in.; 
and at Edinburgh 0-29 in.* ;

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 20°9}, was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19°9 per 1,000 persons” 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 18°8 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 20°9, and for Edinburgh 17°5. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 22°6 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 908,567.* Lhe 
deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, alphabetically 
arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 3°6 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-U in eight of 
the districts to 9°0 in Wexford; the 7 deaths from all causes registered in that dis- 
trict comprising 2 from diarrhea. Among the 132 deaths from all causes registered 
in Belfast are 2 from measles, 2 from scarlatina, 3 from whooping-cough, 2 from 
diphtheria, 1 from simple continued fever, 3 from enteric fever, and 11 from diarrhea ;

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 208—113 boys and 95 girls; and the deaths to 170—76 males and 94 females. 

The deaths, which are 26 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 25:4 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 9) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 24-0 per 1,000. During 
the first twenty-eight weeks of the current year the deatb-rate averaged 24°4, and 
was 4:4 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

Thirty-seven deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 
2 over the number for the preceding week, and 15 over the average for the 28th 
week of the last ten years: they comprise one from scarlet fever (scarlatina), one from 
influenza, 7 from whooping-cough, one from enteric fever, one from choleraic diarrhea, 
19 from diarrhcea, &c. ‘The deaths from diarrhea, which are 12 in excess of the 
average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 2 over the number for 
the week ended the 4th instant, include the deaths of 15 children under 5 years of age, 
of whom 12 were infants under one year old. 

There were 1€ cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week, being 7 
over the admissions for the preceding week, and 9 over the number for the week ended 
the 27th ultimo: 7 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; one died; 
and 59 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 10 over the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 31, being one under the 
admissions for the preceding week, and 19 under the number for the week ended the 
27th ultimo: 42 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 208 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 12 under the number in hospital on 
Saturday the 4th instant. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 17, being 
equal to the number for the preceding week, but 5 under the average for the 28th 
week of the last ten years: the 17 deaths for last week comprise 10 from bronchitis 
and 5 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs. :

The deaths of 10 children under 5 years of age (including 9 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 


Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 7 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 


system (exclusive of convulsions), and 12 by diseases of the circulatory system. 
Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 20 deaths, mesenteric disease 7, and 
eancer 10. 
Seven accidental deaths and one case of homicide were registered: the accidental 
deaths comprise 3 caused by drownirg and 2 by burns. 
. Jn 15 instances the cause of. deat! was *t uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 11 children 
under 5 years of age, including 8 infants under one year old. | 
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Sixty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (46 being infants under | year, of whom 10 were under 1 month old) 
and 21 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 7 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 4 were octogenarians. 


Forty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 10 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 9 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 240 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 260 (25°99 on tha North side, and 260 on the South), and in the Suburbs 19°4. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
42 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 51 (45 in the North City Districts, and 57 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 2'0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 
171 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from cancer. No deaths from any zymotic disease were 
recorded. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Qummer-hill).—The déaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 
27°4 per 1,000. Six were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from whooping-cough and 5 from diarrhosa, 
The 17 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from phthisis, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 2 from 
convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (9) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
16°3 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough. Diseases 
of the circulatory system caused 2 deaths, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 40°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from whooping-cough and 2 from 
diarrhea. Two deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system, 2 by diseases of the 
circulatory system, 4 by phthisis, and 2 by convulsions. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 30°8 
per 1,000. They comprise 9 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from influenza, 1 from enteric fever 
and 6 from diarrhea. Bronchitis caused 2 deaths and phthisis a like number. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 25°3 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from diarrhcea. The 6 deaths from 
other causes comprise 1 from pneumonia, | from croup, and 2 from phthisis, 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 27'5 per 
1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from diarrhoea and 1 from choleraic diarrhea. 
Bronchitis caused 3 deaths, phthisis 3, convulsions 2, and diseases of the brain and nervous system, 
exclusive of convulsions, 3. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 204 per 1,000. They comprise 3from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from whooping-cough and 
1 from diarrhea. Among the 11 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the respiratory 
system, 2 from phthisis, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 37°8 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 24°3 ; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 215; Rathmines, 133; Donnybrook, 
188 ; Blackrock, 21°8 ; and Kingstown, 22'4. The deaths from zymotie diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise-1 from whooping-cough for Palmerston, part of ; 1 from scarlatina and 1 from 
whooping-cough for Donnybrook; 1 from cerebro-spinal meningitis for Blackrock ; and 1 from 
diarrhoea for Kingstown. The 8 deaths from all causes tabulated for Kingstown comprise 2 from 
diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 2 from cancer.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.mxt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 11th July, 1896 :— 

“The most noteworthy feature in the climatological record of this week was the rainstorm which 
affected Ireland and North Wales and (to a less extent) the North of England and the South of 
Scotland on Wednesday and Thursday. At the beginning of the period the weather was fine and 
warm. On Monday a shift of wind to the northward, while the cloud-current was still south- 
westerly, caused a heavy rainfall at several Irish stations—1°28 inches at Donaghadee, 0°64 inch at 
Parsonstown, and 0°34 inch in Dublin. The chill which led to the precipitation had already occurred 
‘at Donaghadee at 8 a.m. on Monday, but did not reach Dublin until 6.45 p.m. In the course of the 
following day thunderstorms of great severity occurred in the midland and eastern counties of 
England. In London rain only threatened and the thermometer rose to 86° in the shade. On 
Wednesday a complex depression advanced over Ireland from W. and rain fell in torrents, accom- 
panied by sheet lightning at night and by thunder at Holyhead, Youghal, Liverpool, and Shields. 
Fog formed over the Irish Sea early on Thursday morning, while the rainstorm was at its worst. 
The wind soon shifted to N. and N.E., and towards evening of Thursday, the weather became fair 
and bracing. At night the screened thermometers fell to 42° at Parsonstown, 43° at Nairn, 44° at 
Stornoway, and 47° at Wick and Valentia as wellasin Dublin. The last two days of the week were 
very fine,and summer heat returned on Saturday. Marked ‘visibility’ was observable on Satur- 
day evening. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30022 inches, the extremes being 
—lowest, 29°715 inches at 9 p.m. of Thursday (wind, S.H.) ; highest, 30'233 inches at 9 p.m, of Friday 
(wind, E.S.B.). The corrected mean temperature was 598°. ‘The mean dry bulb temperature 
at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 595°. On Saturday the screened thermometers rose to 741° having fallen 
to 47°19 on Friday. The rainfall was 2'078 inches on three days, 1'°563 inches being registered on 
Wednesday. The wind was very variable in direction. At Greystones, co. Wicklow, the rainfall 
was 2'370 inches on three days, 1°020 inches falling on Wednesday, 1075 inches on Thursday,” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30:018 inches. The highest reading (30°227) was on 
Friday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°687) on Wednesday at 9 p.m., wind E.S.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 58°4°, being 1°5° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 75°19, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 42°0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 58°8° and 
of the Wet Bulb 55°3°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘80, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 41:2 
hours. The rainfall measured 1°560 inches. . | 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 68°3°, the maximum 87:39, 
and the minimum 51°6°; at Glasgow the maximum was 75:0°, the minimum 44°49, and 
the mean 58°79; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 71°9°, the minimum 48°0°, and the 
mean 58°1°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:03 in.; at Glasgow 1°66 ins. ; 
and at Edinburgh 2°11 ins.*

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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 22°3}, was equal to an average annual death-rate of 21°4 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 18:1 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 19:1, and for Edinburgh 15:6. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 23-2 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 908,567.* The 
deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, alphabetically 
arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 4:1 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in nine of 
the districts to 5°5 in Belfast; the 126 deaths from all causes registered in that dis- 
trict comprising 5 from measles, 2 from scarlatina, 5 from whooping-cough, 1 from 
diphtheria, 6 from enteric fever, and 10 from diarrhea. The 36 deaths in Cork com- 
prise 1 from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhea ; among the 14 deaths in Londonderry 
are 3 more from measles; and the 10 deaths in Waterford comprise 2 from diarrhea,

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 235—123 boys and 112 girls; and the deaths to 179—-97 males and 82 females. 

The deaths, which are 25 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 26:7 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 26-0 per 1,000. During 
the first twenty-nine weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24°4, and 
was 4°2 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

There were 38 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 12 
over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and one over the 
number for the week ended the 1ith instant: they consist of 3 from scarlet fever (scar- 
latina), one from typhus, 2 from influenza and its complications, 4 from whooping- 
cough, 2 from enteric fever, one from choleraic diarrhoea, 24 from diarrhea, and one 
from erysipelas. ‘The deaths from diarrhcea, which are 14 in excess of the average 
for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 5 over the number for the week 
ended the 11th instant, include the deaths of 20 children under 5 years of age, of whom 
13 were infants under one year old. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 15, 
being 3 under the admissions for the preceding week, and 4 over the number for the 
week ended the 4th instant: 6 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; 
and 68 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 9 over the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

Forty cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, against 31 for the preceding 
week and 32 for the week ended the 4th instant: 28 patients were discharged during 
the week; one died; and 219 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 11 
over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week, 

There were only 15 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered, being 
6 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 2 under the 
number for the week ended the 11th instant: the 15 deaths comprise 8 from bronchitis 
and 5 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 12 children under 5 years of age (including 11 infants under oné year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Nine deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions) and 12 by diseases of the circulatory system. ; 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 32 deaths, mesenteric disease 10, and 
cancer 8.

No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 
28°6 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from phthisis, 3 from mesenteric disease, and 2 from convulsions. 
No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (29) are equal to an annual rate of 
346 per 1,000. Diarrhoea caused 4 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded.

1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from diarrhoea. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annualrate of 262 per 
1,000. Among them are 7 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from scarlatina and 5 from diarrhea, 
Phthisis caused 5 deaths. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 291 per 1,000. They comprise 7 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from influenza, 1 from 
whooping-cough, and 5 from diarrhoea. Among the 13 deaths from other causes are 3 from 
phthisis and 3 from convulsions. : 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 243 ; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines; 171; Donnybrook, 
25°0 ; Blackrock, 14°6 ; and Kingstown, 33°6. The deaths from zymotie diséases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from scarlatina and 1 from erysipelas for Coolock and: Drumcondra, No. 1 
District; 1 from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhoea for Palmerston, part of ; and 1 from influenza, 
3 from whooping-cough, and 1 from diarrhea for Donnybrook. Of the 9 deaths from all causes 
tabulated for Rathmines 3 were from phthisis ; among the.12 deaths for Donnybrook are 2 from 
diseases of the circulatory system; and the 12 deaths for Kingstown eomprise 2 from bronchitis, 
1 from pneumonia, and 3 from phthisis.

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METHOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.MEt.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 18th July, 1896 :— 
“Changeable but favourable weather was recorded this week. At first an anticyclone embraced 
England, Belgium, and the North of France. It was attended by a great heat-wave, the ther- 
mometer rising to 86° in the shade on Monday in London and Paris and at Cambridge, Even in 
Dublin the maximum on that day was 77°. An irregular and shallow depression now moved in 
from the Atlantic, causing clouds, showers, and a fall of temperature. This system still had its 
centre over Holland on Friday morning, when, however, it was filling up. In its rear an area of 
high atmospheric pressure advanced over Ireland from the Atlantic, This rendered the gradients 
for polar winds rather steep over the British Islands and accordingly cold, squally northerly breezes 
set in, being accompanied by gloomy, chilly, rainy weather in the east and south-east of England. 
In London the maximal temperature for the 24 hours ending 8 a.m. of Friday was 58°, or 28° below 
the reading recorded on Monday. As the anticyclone moved scutheastward on Friday, the wind 
backed towards W. in Ireland and moderated with a much higher temperature but very clouded 
skies. In Dublin the mean barometric reading was 30'219 inches, pressure ranging from 29°995 
inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, 8.W.) to 30372 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday (wind, N.). The cor- 
rected mean temperature was 619°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 61°35". 
On Monday the maximum in the screen was 767°, on Thursday the minimum was 47°6°, Rain fell 
on the first three days to the amount of ‘042 inch only, ‘020 inch being measured on Tuesday. The 
prevailing winds were S.W. and N.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30°218 inches. The highest reading (30°362) was on 
Friday at 9 a.m., wind N.W., and the lowest (29°992) on Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind S. W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 59°8°, being 2°2° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Monday, when the thermometer registered 75°49, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 41:8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 60°3° and 
of the Wet Bulb 56:3°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘77, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 33:0 
hours. The rainfall measured *110 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 64'9°, the maximum 91°19, 
and the minimum 50°2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 74°9°, the minimum 43°39, and 
the mean 59°6°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 75°3°, the minimum 49°29, and the 
mean 61°0°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°21 in.; at Glasgow 0°15 in.; 
and at Edinburgh 0°10 in.* .

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 25°3}, was equal to an average annual death-rate of 24°8 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 18-3 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 20°7, and for Edinburgh 15:4. 3 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 19-7 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 908,567.* The 
deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, alphabetically 
arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 4-1 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in eight of 
the districts to 5°1 in Sligo, where one death from whooping-cough was registered. 
Among the 112 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 2 from measles, 3 fron. 
scarlatina, 4 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, and 7 from diarrhea. The 
24 deaths in Cork comprise 2 from diarrhwa; among the 11 deaths in Londonderry 
are 2. from diarrhea; and the 8 deaths in Waterford comprise 2 from diarrhea.

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 167—76 boys and 91 girls; and the deaths to 159-83 males and 76 females. 

The deaths, which are one over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23:7 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 23:1 per 1,000. During 
the first thirty weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24°4, and was 4:0 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases amount to 49, being 24 over the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years, and 11 over the number for the week ended 
the 18th instant: they comprise one from scarlet fever (scarlatina), one from influenza, 
3 from whooping-cough, 4 from choleraic diarrheea, 39 from diarrhea, &c. The deaths 
from diarrhea, which are 29 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, and 15 over the number for the week ended the 18th instant, include 
the deaths of 36 children under 5 years of age, of whom 24 were infants under one 

ear old. 
i The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 13, 
being 2 under the admissions for the preceding week, and 5 under the number for the 
week ended the 11th instant: 8 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; 
one died; and 72 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 over the number 
in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had risen from 
31 for the week ended the 11th instant to 40 for the following week, fell again to 31 
last week: 44 patients were discharged during last week; and 206 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 13 under the number in hospital at the close of the 
preceding week, 

There were only 13 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered, being 
7 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 2 under the 
low number for the week ended the 18th instant: they consist of 10 from bronchitis 
and one from each of the following :—pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, croup, | 


and pleurisy.

Three deaths were caused by epilepsy, 6 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions) and 6 by diseases of the circulatory system. . 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 12 deaths, mesenteric disease 6, and 
cancer 6. 

Five accidental deaths were registered. 

In 1] instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
aitendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 10 children 
under 5 years of age, including 7 infants under one year old. 
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Seventy-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (44 being infants under | year, of whom 11 were under 1 month old) 
and 29 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 16 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 2 were octogenarians. 


Fifty of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 11 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 14 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns. for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 


the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VI1.] 


Asalready stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 231 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 26°4 (25°9 on the North side, and 269 on the South), and in the Suburbs 15°5. 


‘The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
6'4 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 7°2 (67 in the North City Districts, and 7°7 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 4°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 
28°6 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from influenza and 1 from 


diarrhoea. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 
191 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from whooping-cough and 2 from 
diarrhea. Among the 13 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis and 3 from diseases of 
the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
32°5 per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 11 deaths, including 2 from whooping-cough and 8 from 
diarrhea. 


No. 3 North City District ¢ Blackhall-place).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 28°0 per 
1,000. One death from diarrhea constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. The 13 deaths 
from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 
3 from convulsions. } : 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 292 

per 1,000, Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from searlatina, 4 from diarrhoea, and 

“1 from choleraic diarrhoea. The 13 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the 
respiratory system. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 30°9 per 
1,000. Two deaths were caused by diarrhcea, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. The 9 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis and 3 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 26°2 per

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, r.R.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 25th July, 1896 :— 

“Warm and summerlike at first, the weather soon fell into an unsettled rainy condition, so far as 
Treland, Scotland, and the North of England were concerned. In the South and East of the last- 
named country, the heat became almost tropical and very little rain fell until quite the close of the 
period. On Tuesday the thermometer rose to 88° in the shade in London and at Cambridge. 
During Sunday and Monday an anticyclone overlay the southern half of the British Isles. A warm 
S.W. wind prevailed in Ireland, sending the thermometer up to 72° at Donaghadee and Parsonstown 
and to 75° in Dublin on Sunday, and to 73° in Dublin and at Parsonstown on Monday. A complex 
V.-shaped depression spread eastward across Ireland on Monday night, causing rain, a shift of wind 
to N.W. and a brisk fall of temperature. Wednesday was a bright, bracing day, with a very dry 
atmosphere—at 2 p.m. the percentage of relative humidity fell to 48. Local showers occurred 
towards evening. On Thursday the barometer fell steadily as another complex depression came in 
from the Atlantic, momentarily growing deeper. The system continued to develop until Saturday 
afternoon, when the barometer read only 29°42 inches in Dublin. It caused torrential rains for the 
second time in the present month on the shores of the Irish Sea and St. George’s Channel, which 
rains were, on Saturday afternoon, accompanied by thunder and lightning. In Dublin the mean 
height of the barometer was 29'875 inches, pressure ranging between 307178 inches at 9 a.m. of Sun- 
day (wind, W.S.W.) and 29°419 inches at 4 p.m. of Saturday (wind, S.W.). The corrected mean 
temperature was 61'7°, The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 60°5°. On Sunday 
the screened thermometers rose to 750°, on Wednesday they fell to 52°0°. The rainfall was 2°954 
inches on five days, 2'020 inches being measured on Friday. The prevailing winds were W.S.W.and 
N.W. A thunderstorm occurred on Saturday afternoon.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Pheenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°871 inches. The highest reading (30°182) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind S.W., and the lowest (29°485) on Saturday at 9 a.m., wind E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 601°, being 2°7° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 73°4°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 49°2°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 59°6° and 
of the Wet Bulb 563°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 37:0 
hours. The rainfall measured 3°110 inches. . 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 67°5°, the maximum 90°39, 
and the minimum 48°5°; at Glasgow the maximum was 71°6%, the minimum 48°39, and 
the mean 58°4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 739°, the minimum 47:0°, and the 
mean 58°8°, ‘The rainfall at Glasgow measured 1°38 ins. ; and at Edinburgh 1°47 ins. 
There was no rain at Greenwich *

The mortality la - week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 24°3}, was equal to an average annual death-rate of 24°4 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 17°6 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 19:4, and for Edinburgh 15:2.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 3:4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in eleven of 
the districts to 4°8 in Cork, the 41 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising one from whooping-cough and 6 from diarrhea. Among the 112 deaths 
registered in Belfast are 4 from measles, 3 fron: scarlatina, 4 from whooping-cough, 1 
from diphtheria, 1 from enteric fever, and 6 from diarrhea,

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durmg the week amounted 
to 201—106 boys and 95 girls; and the deaths to 184—101 males and 83 females. 

The deaths, which are 86 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 27-4 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 26-7 per 1,000. During 
the first thirty-one weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24°5, and was 3°7 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 42, being 
17 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 7 under the 
number for the week ended the 25th ultimo: the 42 deaths comprise 2 from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 2 from influenza and its complications, 3 from whooping-cough, 2 from 
diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, 6 from simple cholera and choleraic diarrhea, 22 from 
diarrhea, &c. ‘The deaths from diarrhea, which although 12 in excess of the average 
for the corresponding week of the last ten years, show a decline of 17 as compared 
with the number for the week ended the 25th ultimo, include the deaths of 17 children 
under 5 years of age, of whom 13 were under one year old. 

Thirteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, being 
equal to the admissions for the preceding week, but 2 under the number for the week 
ended 18th ultimo: 9 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week, and 76 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 over the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 34, being 3 over the 
admissions for the preceding week, but 6 under the number for the week ended the 
18th ultimo: 37 patients were discharged during the week; 1 died; and 202 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 under the number in hospital on Saturday 
the 25th ultimo. 

‘There were only 11 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered, being 
5 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 2 under the 
low number for the week ended the 25th ultimo: they comprise 5 from bronchitis and 
5 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 18 children under 5 years of age (including 16 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 5 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions) and 12 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 21 deaths, mesenteric disease 5, and 
eancer 10. 

Two accidental deaths were registered. 

In 16 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 12 children 
under 5 years of age (including 11 infants under one year old), and the death of one 
person aged 90 years. , 
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Seventy-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (51 being infants under 1 year, of whom 12 were under.1 month old) 
and 37 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 16 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 5 were octogenarians, and 2 (females) were stated to have been aged 90 and 
98 years respectively. 

Fifty-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 9 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 16 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 267 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 298 (250 on the North side, and 34°2 on the South), and in the Suburbs 19°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
46 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 53 (40 in the North City Districts, and 6°5 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 30 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City Dietrict, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 
400 per 1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from influenza, 1 from 
whooping-cough, and 3 from diarrhea, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 
15°5 per 1,000. One death was caused by simple cholera, but no deaths from any other zymotic 
disease were recorded. The 12 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the 
respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from phthisis, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
25'°3 per 1,000. Diarrhea caused 3 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. Of the 11 deaths from other causes, 6 were from convulsions, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 30°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from choleraic diarrhea and 2 from 
diarrhea. Two deaths were caused by diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 by convulsions, 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 35°4 
per 1,000. They comprise 7 from zymotic diseases, viz,:—1 from scarlatina, 1 from diphtheria, 1 from 
enteric fever,and 4from diarrhea. Among the 16 deaths from other causes are 2 from phthisis 
and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 394 per 
1,000. One death from diarrhcea constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Phthisis caused 
2 deaths, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 275 per 
1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotie diseases, including 1 from cholera nostras and 3 from 
diarrhoea. -The 16 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 
from cancer, and 3 from convulsions. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (26) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 37°9 per 1,000. They comprise 7 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—l from influenza, 1 from 
whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 1 from enteric fever, 1 from choleraic diarrhea, and 2 from 
diarrhea. Two deaths were caused by diseases of the circulatory system, 3 by phthisis, 4 by

Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 389 ; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 266; Donnybrook, 
125; Blackrock, 0°0; and Kingstown, 168. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 2 from diarrhcea for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District; 1 from scarlatina 
for Palmerston, part of ; and 1 from whooping-cough, 2 from choleraic diarrhea, and 2 from 
diarrhoea for Rathmines. Two of the 8 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drum- 
condra, No. 1 District, were from phthisis ; the 14 deaths for Rathmines comprise 2from phthisis 
and 2 from cancer ; among the 6 deaths for Donnybrook are 2 from phthisis ; and the 6 deaths for 
Kingstown comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory system.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI, ) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.x.mur.soc., has favoured the peeeyrate General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, Ist August, 1896 :— 

“ Although changeable in the middle of the period the weather of this week was much fairer and 
drier than that of its predecessor. On Sunday the depression which had caused such es A rains 
at the close of the previous week was still found off the W. of Scotland, while a ‘secondary’ 
system was moving towards E.N.E. across the S. of England. Gusty N.W. winds and passing 
showers prevailed in Dublin, while a heavy fall of rain amounting to ‘54 inch occurred in London, 
accompanied by thunder and lightning. By Monday morning the main depression had travelled 
eastward and lay between the N.E. of Scotland and 8.W. of Norway. It was quickly filling up. 
N.W. winds and cool, cloudy weather were Bi aes Towards night the sky cleared and tempera- 
ture fell fast, the minima in Dublin being 45° in the screen and 41° on the grass. At Nairn 41° in 
the screen was recorded. On Tuesday night the thermometer sank to 36° on the grass at Oxford. 
At this time a new depression was showing off the N.W. of Ireland, its advent being heralded by 
the appearance of cirrus cloud in which parhelia developed. This disturbance suddenly changed 
its course and travelled in a south-easterly direction across Ireland. The wind was first S.W., 
afterwards N.E., but notwithstanding this abrupt change in direction rainfall was not heavy, except 
at Valentia iad (73 inch), Donaghadee (‘74 inch), Ardrossan (‘85 inch), and in London (°35 inch), 
On Thursday in Dublin the weather was at first dull, but afterwards became fair and bright and so 
continued to the end. The mean height of the barometer in this city was 29°924 inches, pressure 
ranging between 30°189 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, N. W.), and 29°677 inches at 9 p.m. of 
Wednesday (wind, S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 58°6°. The mean dry bulb 
reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 581°. On Tuesday the screened thermometers fell to 450°; on 
Saturday they rose to 696°. Rain fell on three days to the amount of ‘134 inch, ‘070 inch being 
measured :on Wednesday. The prevailing winds were N.W. and N.E.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Pheenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29-922 inches. The highest reading (30°187) was on 
Tuesday at 9 a.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°667) on Wednesday at 9 A.M, , wind S.S.W. 

The mean temperature "for the week was 57:2°, being 0°7° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 70°3°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 37:8°, The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 57°8° and 
of the Wet Bulb 54:39, The mean humidity of the air was ‘79, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 49-0 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured ‘140 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 62: 4°, the maximum 76:49, 
and the minimum 47°39; at Glasgow the maximum was 70°3° , the: minimum 42°49, and 
the mean 57:79: and at Edinburgh the maximum was 69:0°, the minimum 43°3°, and the 
mean 56°9°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°65 in.; at Glasgow, 0°53 in. ; 
and at Edinburgh 0°52 in.*

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DuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durmg the week amounted 
to 203— 108 boys and 95 girls; and the deaths to 161—70 males and 91 females. 


The deaths, which are 8 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 24:0 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 2) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 23-7 per 1,000. During 
the first thirty-two weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24°5, and was 3°6 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 


Forty-six deaths from zymotic diseases were registered, being 18 in excess of the — 
average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 4 over the number for 
the week ended the Ist instant: they comprise |] from measles, 1 from influenza, 4 from 
whoopmng-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, 3 from simple cholera and 
choleraic diarrhea, 29 from diarrhea, &c. The deaths from diarrhcea are 16 in excess 
of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years and 7 over the 
number for the week ended the Ist instant, but 10 under the number for the week 
ended the 25th ultimo : they include the deaths of 24 children under 5 years of age, of 
whom 16 were infants under one year old. 


Twenty cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, against 
13 for each of the two weeks preceding ; 7 enteric fever patients were discharged during 
the week; 2 died; and 87 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 11 over 
the number in hospital on Saturday the Ist instant. 


The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 34, being equal'to the 
admissions for the preceding week: 33 patients were discharged during the week; 
and 203 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being one over the number in 
hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

There were but 5 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered, being 6 
under the low number for the preceding week, and 11 under the average for the 32nd 
week of the last ten years: they consist of 4 from bronchitis and one from croup.

The deaths of 11 children under 5 years of age (including 8 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. ; 
Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 4 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 

system (exclusive of convulsions) and 8 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 21 deaths, mesenteric disease 6, and 
cancer 4, 

In 11 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 10 children 
under 5 years of age (including 8 infants under one year old), and the death of one 
person aged 68 years. 
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Seventy-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (50 being infants under 1 year, of whom 13 were under 1 month old) 
and 31 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 14 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 2 were octogenarians. 


Forty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 6 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 7 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.} 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 23°77 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 28°3 (285 on the North side, and 281 on the South), and in the Suburbs 13°0. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
5'8 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 7°0 (62 in the North City Districts, and 7'7 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 3'0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 
- 343 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1l from whooping-cough and 3 from 
diarrhea, Phthisis caused 2 deaths. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 
25:0 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—l from influenza and 1 from diarrhoea. 
Among the 19 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system and 2 from 
phthisis. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
36'1 per 1,000, Among them are 8 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from whooping-cough and 7 from 
diarrhoea, Two deaths were caused by diseases of the circulatory system, 3 by phthisis, and 
3 by convulsions, 


No: 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (11) represent an annual rate of 22°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from diarrhoea. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 262 
per 1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from simple cholera and choleraic 
diarrhoea and 3 from diarrhoea. Two deaths were caused by phthisis, 2 by mesenteric disease, and 
2 by convulsions, 


No, 2 South City District (High-strect).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 30°9 per 
1,000, Three were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from each of the following—Measles, choleraic 
diarrhcea, and diarrhea. Phthisis caused 5 deaths, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street),—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 183 per 
1,000, Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, including 3 from diarrhea. Two deaths were 
ascribed to convulsions. 


No. 4 South Céty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (27) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 303 per 1,000. They comprise 11 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from whooping-cough, 
2 from diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, and 4 from diarrhea. Among the 16 deaths from, other 


causes are 3 from phthisis, 3 from mesenteric disease, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous:

Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.x.mert.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 8th August, 1896 :— 

“Throughout this week an anticyclone, or area of high barometric pressure, lay over Ireland and 
upon the Atlantic to the westward of this country. It was of moderate intensity, the barometer 
never exceeding 304 inches. The weather may be described as cool and cloudy, with moderate to 
fresh northerly winds and scanty rainfall. On the Continent conditions were less favourable 
than in Ireland owing to the appearance of atmospheric depressions both over the Gulf of Bothnia 
and in the Mediterranean Basin. At times also secondary low-pressure systems moved across the 
North Sea in a southerly direction, bringing squally N. winds and cold showers to the eastern 
seaboard of Great Britain and even of Ireland between Wednesday evening and Friday afternoon. 
-No extreme heat was observed by day—the highest shade-reading of the thermometer was 72° 
at Prawle Point (Devon) and Dungeness (Kent) on Tuesday—-at Jersey a maximum of 75° was 
recorded on Monday. On the other hand, the nights were often very cool for thé time of year. 
On Tuesday night the screened thermometer sank to 39° at Nairn and to 40° at Wick and Lough- 
borough. At the last named station the thermometer fell to 32° on the grass. In Dublin the 
mean height of the barometer was 30176 inches, pressure falling to 30080 inches at 9 p.m. of 
Monday (wind, N.N.E.) and rising to 30°290 inches at 9a.m. of Thursday (wind, N.). The corrected 
mean temperature was 571. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 am. and 9 p.m. was 5679. On 
Monday the sereened thermometers rose to 66°4°; on Wednesday they fell to 467°. Rainfall 
amounted to ‘043 inch on two days, ‘021 inch being measured on Friday. The prevalent winds 
were northerly (N.N.E. and N.N.W.).” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30°170 inches. The highest reading (30°279) was on 
Thursday at9 a.m., wind W.N, W., and the lowest (30:071) on Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind N.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 55:2°, being 3°5° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 67°59, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 40°6°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 55°3° and 
of the Wet Bulb 51°89. The mean humidity of the air was ‘79, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 51:4 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °060 inch. | 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 58:4°, the maximum 70°79, 
and the minimum 48°3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 67°2°%, the minimum 42°19, and 
the mean 56°79: and at Edinburgh the maximum was 67:0°, the minimum 46°09, and the 
mean 56:2°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°36 in.; at Glasgow, 0°08 in. ; 
and at Edinburgh 0°33 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 19:7}, was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19°9 per 1,000 persons. 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 16:1 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 17:3, and for Edinburgh 16:2. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 20°3 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 908,567.* Lhe 
deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, alphabetically

DuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 251—119 boys and 132 girls; and the deaths to 145—66 males and 79 females. 

The deaths, which are 11 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 21°6 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 21-0 per 1,000. During 
the first thirty-three weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24°4, and was 
3°5 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

The rumber of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 32, being 
4 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 14 under 
the number for the week ended the 8th instant: the 32 deaths consist of 4 from scarlet 
fever (scarlatina), one from’ typhus, 2 from influenza and its complications, one from 
whooping-cough, 3 from énteric fever, 5 from simple cholera and choleraic diarrhea, 
and 16 from diarrhea. ‘he deaths from diarrhea are 2 over the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1886-95, but 13 under the number for the week 
ended the 8th instant : they include the deaths of 15 children under 5 years of age, of 
whom 11 were infants under one year old, 

The number of cases ef enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 20, 
being equal to the admissions for the preceding week ; 14 enteric fever patients were 
discharged during the week; and 93 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
6 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

There were 60 cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, against 34 for each of the 
two weeks preceding: 36 patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 225 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 22 over the number in hospital on 
Saturday the 8th instant. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 12, being 
7 over the low number for the preceding week, but 2 under the average for the 33rd 
week of the last ten years: the 12 deaths comprise 6 from bronchitis and 5 from pneu- 
monia or inflammation of the lungs.

“The deaths from the principal zy motic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
3°6 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 47 (4:0 in the North City Districts, and 53 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 
22°8 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from searlatina, 2 from influenza

‘No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 
191 per 1,000. Among them are two from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from whooping-cough and 
one from diarrhea. Three deaths were ascribed to convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 
32°38 per 1,000. Five were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from typhus and 4 from diarrhoea. 
Among the 13 deaths from other causes are 3 from diseases of the respiratory system. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (8) represent an annual rate of 16°0 per 
1,000. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 24°6 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from each of the following :—enteric fever, 
choleraic diarrhoea, and diarrhea. Among the 13 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of 
the respiratory system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the brain and. nervous system. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 22°5 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from diarrhea. — 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 249 per 
1,000. Among them are 7 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from scarlatina and 6 from diarrhea. 
Three deaths were caused by diseases of the circulatory system, 3 by phthisis, and 2 by cancer. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—_The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 248 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from each of the follow- 
ing :—scarlatina, enteric fever, English cholera, and diarrhoea, Among the 13 deaths from other 
causes are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from-convulsions, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 49; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 72; Rathmines, 22°8; Donnybrook, 
104; Blackrock, 21°8 ; and Kingstown, 196.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.8.mxt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 15th August, 1896 :— 


“Changeable, breezy, showery weather prevailed throughout this week. As for sometime 
past, so in this period an area of high atmospheric pressure existed over the Atlantic—at first to the 
N.W. and W. of Ireland, afterwards off the S.W. and S. of this country. On Sunday morning a 
large and irregular area of relatively low pressure—30 inches or slightly less—was over France, It 
had caused heavy rain and thunder and lightning during the previous night in the S. and E. of 
England—even at Greystones, Co. Wicklow, a local heavy faJl of rain amounting to ‘350 inch took 
place on Sunday morning. Only light showers fell at this time in Dublin, and the day proved fine 
and bright with a cool N.E. wind. On Monday afternoon the wind backed towards W,, as a low- 
pressure system approached Norway from W.N.W. This system caused higher temperatures, but 
at the same time showers in many districts. On Wednesday a deeper depression came in over 
Scotland, so that the wind freshened and showers continued to fall. At8a.m. of Friday the main 
depression was stationary near the Shetlands, while secondaries lay over Denmark and also over 
the English Channel. On Saturday an anticyclone was again found off the West of Ireland, and 
northerly winds, cloudy skies, and lower temperatures prevailed. In Dublin the mean atmospheric 
pressure was 30207 inches, the barometer varying from 30361 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, 
N.N.E.) to 29°999 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday (wind, W.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 
601°. The mean dry bulb temperature at9a.m. and 9 p.m, was 589°. On Monday the screened 
thermometers fell to 49°8°, on Wednesday they rose to 70°79. The rainfall was ‘290 inch on four days, 
149 inch being measured on Thursday. Northerly and westerly winds prevailed.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Pheenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30°202 inches. The highest reading (30°363) was on 
Monday at 9 a.M., wind N,, and the lowest (29°996) on Friday at 9 a.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 58°6°, being 1:0° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Wednesday, when the thermometer registered 70°2°, and was lowest on Monday, the 
mercury having fallen to 44:°8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 57°7° and 
of the Wet Bulb 55°2°. The mean humidity of the air was 84, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 34:0 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °340 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 60°8°, the maximum 76:2°, 
and the minimum 49°9°; at Glasgow the maximum was 69°2°, the minimum 40:09, and 
the mean 58°2°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 73°1°, the minimum 43°79, and the 
mean 57°8°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°59 in.; at Glasgow, 0°30 in ; 
and at Edinburgh 0°58 in.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 16°8}, was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18°0 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 16°5 per 1,000, the 


rate for Glasgow being 16:5, and for Edinburgh 18:1.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 3-0 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in eleven of 
the districts to 9:4 in Kilkenny; tbe 4 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 2 from diarrhea. Among the 99 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 2 from measles, 5 from whooping-cough, 6 from enteric fever, and 6 from 
diarrhea ; and the 27 deaths in Cork comprise one from each of the follewing :—typhus, 
enteric fever, and diarrhea. ;

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amountel 
to 167—85 boys and 82 girls; and the deaths to 167—91 males and 76 females. 

The deaths, which are 12 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 24-9 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 23:9 per 1,000. During 
the first thirty-four weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24°4, and was 
3:4 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

The rumber of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 33, being 
8 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and one over 
the number for the week ended the 15th instant: the 33 deaths comprise one from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), 2 from influenza and its complications, 2 from whooping- 
cough, 4 from enteric fever, one from English cholera, 21 from diarrhea, one from 
erysipelas, &c. ‘The deaths from diarrhea are 8 above the average for the corre- 
sponding week of the ten years 1886-95, and 5 over the number for the week ended 
the 15th instant : they include the deaths of !8 children under 5 years of age, of 
whom 12 were infants under one year old, 

Twenty-eight cases of enteric fever were admitted to ‘hospital during the week, 
being 8 over the admissions for the preceding week; 11 enteric fever patients were 
discharged during the week; 4 died; and 106 remained under treatment on Saturday 
last, being 13 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during the week is 34, being 
26 under the admissions for the preceding week: 21 patients were discharged during 
the week; one died; and 237 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 12 
over the number in hospital on Saturday the 15th instant. 

One case of typhus was admitted to hospital during the week: 2 cases remained 
under treatment at the close of the week. | 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system is 16, being 4 over 
the number for the preceding week, but 2 below the average for the 34th week of 
the last ten years: the 16 deaths comprise 8 from bronchitis and 5 from pneumonia or 
inflammation of the lungs.

vulsions. 

Five deaths were caused by apoplexy, 8 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 9 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Pave or pulmonary consumption caused 17 deaths, mesenteric disease 5, and 
cancer 3. 

Three accidental deaths, one case of homicide, and one case of suicide were registered. 

In 18 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 13 children 
under 5 years of age (including 11 infants under one year old), and the deaths of 3 
persons aged 60 years and upwards,

‘Sixty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (51 being infants under | year, of whom 16 were under 1 month old) 
and 35 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 18 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 7 were octogenarians. 


Fifty-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 9 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 9 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which. 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 23'9 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 27°2 (31'7 on the North side, and 23'2 on the South), and in the Suburbs 16°0. 


The deaths from the principal zymotice diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
4:0 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 43 (45 in the North City Districts, and 41 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 3'5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 
34°3 per 1,000. Five were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from whooping-cough, 1 from diarrhea, 
and 2 from influenza and its complications. The 7 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from 


diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (25) are equal to an annual rate of 
29°83 per 1,000. Diarrhoea caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. Among the 23 deaths from other causes are 5 from diseases of the respiratory system, 
4 from phthisis, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 2 from convulsions, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
32'5 per 1,000. Two deaths from diarrhea constitute the mortality from zymotic disease. Phthisis 
caused 2 deaths and convulsions 3. 


_ No. 3 North City Districé (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 32°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhoea, and 
1 from English cholera. Two were from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 
2 from convulsions, : 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 292 per 
1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from enteric fever and 3 from 
diarrhea. Of the 14 deaths from other causes 2 were from phthisis and 2 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 22°5 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease is 1 from erysipelas. The remaining deaths com- 
prise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from convulsions, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 235 per 
1,000. Diarrhcea caused 3 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
The 15 deaths from other causes comprise 2from bronchitis, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No, 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 17°5 per 1,000. Three deaths were caused by diarrhoea, 2 by phthisis, and|3 by diseases of the 
brain and neryous system, UU 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 504 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 146; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 21'5;; Rathmines, 76; Donnybrook, 
229 ; Blackrock, 73; and Kingstown, 168. The deaths from’ zymotie diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhcea for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 
District ; 2 from diarrhcea for Palmerston, part of; 1 from the same disease for Rathmines ; 1 from 
enteric fever for Donnybrook ; and one from diarrhoea for Kingstown, Among the 11 deaths from 
all causes tabulated for Donnybrook are 2 from pneumonia,

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 22nd August, 1896 :— 

“ Although no atmospheric depressions of great importance were observed, yet the passage east- 
ward or south-eastward across North-western Europe of numerous irregular and somewhat com- 
plex areas of relatively low barometer readings kept the weather in an unsettled, cloudy, showery 
condition all through this week. Sunday was a fine day in Ireland, the air was dry and tempera- 
ture waslow. A ridge of high pressure moved away eastward as the day advanced, so that by 
Monday morning gradients for southerly winds had developed, and the weather had become dull 
and threatening. A considerable fall of rain took place on Monday afternoon. Tuesday was fine, 
but some rain again fell at night. On Wednesday, northerly winds blew over Ireland, while the 
weather was kept in a rainy state in Great Britain by several shallow atmospheric depressions. 
The last three days of the week in Dublin began with clouds and light falls of rain, but the after- 
noons and evenings were finer and brighter. Thunder and lightning occurred in London on Wednes- 
day night. There was once more a tendency for the wind to draw into N.W. and N. In Dublin the 
mean height of the barometer was 30°017 inches, pressure ranging from 30°213 inches at 9a.m. of Sun- 
day (wind, N.) to 29°866 inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, S.W.). The corrected mean temperature 
was 578°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was also 57'°8°. On Sunday the screened 
thermometers fell to 489°, on Saturday they rose to 687°. The rainfall was ‘326 inch, on six days, 
172 inch being measured on Monday. The prevailing winds were N. and W.N.W.” 


At the Observatory ofthe Ordnance Survey Otfice, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30°016 inches. The highest reading (30°224) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m.,wind N,W., and the lowest (29'856) on Monday at 9 p.m., windS. W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 560°, being 1:8° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 678°, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 44:0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 56°7° and 
of the Wet Bulb 537°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 23-6 
hours. The rainfall measured °410 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 59:0°, the maximum 73°6°, 
and the minimum 47°1°; at Glasgow the maximum was 67:7», the minimum 43°89, and 
the mean 57:2°; and‘at Edinburgh the maximum was 68-0°, the minimum 46°4°, and the 
mean 57°1°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°56 in.; at Glasgow, 0°22 in ; 
and at Edinburgh 0°16 in.* :

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2-4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in eleven of 
the districts to 5‘1 in Sligo; the 8 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising one from typhus. Among the 106 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 2 from measles, 2 from scarlatina, 1 from whogping-cough, 1 from diph- 
theria, 1 from enteric feyer, and 10 from diarrhea.

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 189—92 boys and 97 girls; and the deaths to 142—76 males and 66 females, 

The deaths, which are 28 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 21-2 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 20-6 per 1,000. During 
the first thirty-five weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24°3, and was 
3:4 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

The rumber of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 24, being 
10 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 9 under 
the number for the week ended the 22nd instant: the 24 deaths consist of 2 from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), 3 from enteric fever, 2 from choleraic diarrhea, and 17 
from diarrhea. ‘The deaths from diarrhea are one below the average for the corre- 
sponding week of the ten years 1886-95, and 4 below the number for the week ended 
the 22nd instant : they include the deaths of 15 children under 5 years of age, of 
whom 10 were infants under one year old, 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 17, being a decline of 
1] as compared with the admissions for the preceding week ; 15 enteric fever patients 
were discharged during the week; and 108 remained under treatment on Saturday 
last, being 2 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

There has been a further decrease in the number of cases of scarlatina admitted to 
hospital ; last week only 24 patients were received, against 34 for the preceding week 
and 60 for the week ended the 15th instant: 35 patients were discharged last week ; 
2 died; and 224 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 13 under the number 
in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

One case of typhus was admitted to hospital during the week: three cases of the 
disease remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Thirteen deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered during the 
week, being 3 under the number for the preceding week and 4 below the average for 
the 35th week of the last ten years: the 13 deaths consist of 8 from bronchitis, 2 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, 2 from croup, and 1 from pleurisy.

The deaths of 9 children under 5 years of age (including 7 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Six deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions), and 16 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Beehuats or pulmonary consumption caused 19 deaths, mesenteric disease 5, and 
cancer 8. 

Three accidental deaths and one case of suicide were registered. 

In 9 instances the cause of death was ““uncertified,’’ there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 8 infants under 
one year old and the death of a person aged 84 years. _

Fifty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (35 being infants under | year, of whom 10 were under 1 month old) 
and 31 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 13 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 7 were octogenarians. 


Fifty of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 13 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 8 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 20°6 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 230 (263 on the North side, and 199 on the South), and in the Suburbs 15°0. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
3:1 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 38 (40 in the North City Districts, and 3'7 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 
143 per 1,000, No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded, 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 
274 per 1,000. Five were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—4 from diarrhoea and 1 from choleraic 
diarrhea, The 18 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from phthisis, 3 from cancer, and 3 from 
diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
253 per 1,000. The deaths from zymotic diseases consist of 1 from scarlatina and 2 from diarrhea 
(both of the latter disease in the same house). Diseases of the circulatory system caused 2 deaths 
and convulsions 3. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 34°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhoea. 
Of the 15 deaths from other causes 2 were from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 215 per 
1,000. ‘They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from enteric fever and 2 from diarrhea. 
Among the remaining deaths are 2 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from cancer, 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 22° per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease is 1 from diarrhea. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 22°2 per 
1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—3 from diarrhoea and 1 from simple cholera. Among 
the 13 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 
3 from phthisis, 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (10) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 146 per 1,000. Diarrhsea caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease 
were recorded. Three were from phthisis. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 243 per 1,000 inhabitants; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 00; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 237; Rathmines, 13°3; Donnybrook, 
14°6 ; Blackrock, 14°6 ; and Kingstown, 11°2. The deaths from zymotie diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1from diarrhoea for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District ; 1 from scarlatina 

_for Palmerston, part of ; and 1 from enteric fever for Donnybrook. Among the 5 deaths from all 
causes tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, are 3 from diseases of the circulatory system ; 
the 4 deaths for Palmerston, part of, comprise 2 from phthisis ; among the 7 deaths for Rathmines 
are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system ; and the 7 deaths for Donnybrook comprise 2 from 
diseases of the respiratory system.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VIL) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.R.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 29th August, 1896 :— 
“Throughout this week the weather remained in an unsettled state—with varying temperature, 
much cloud, blustering winds, and frequent if not heavy falls of rain. The changeable conditions 
of the period were brought about by a succession of atmospheric depressions, which travelled east- 
wards or spread south-eastwards across the N.W. of Europe. At the beginning, temperature was 
high, so that on Sunday the thermometer rose in the shade to 71° in Dublin and at Roche’s Point, 
Co. Cork ; to 73° at Hurst Castle, 74° in London and at Prawle Point, Devon ; and to 75° at Oxford. 
On Monday a decided ‘ chill’ occurred which culminated in a spell of unusual cold for August on 
Tuesday, Wednesday, and Thursday. Within this period strong N. and N.W. winds prevailed, and 
heavy showers of rain and hail descended, accompanied in many places by thunder and lightning, 
On Tuesday night the thermometer in the screen fell to 37° at Aberdeen, 38° at Wick, and 40° at 
Nairn, Even in Dublin the minimum on the same occasion was 45°6°, while 42° was recorded on the 
grass, Thursday and Friday were dry days, but the amount of cloud was large and the wind was 
fresh and gusty. On Saturday the wind was strong from 8.W. and the weather again became very 
unsettled and showerlike. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29'950 inches, the 
range being from 30'212 inches at 9 p.m. of Thursday (wind, N.W.) to 29°570 inches at 11.30 p.m. of 
Saturday (wind, S.S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 570°. The mean dry bulb reading 
at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 56°7°. On Sunday the screened thermometers rose to 711°, on Wednes- 
day they fell to 45°6°, Rain fell on five days to the amount of ‘465 inch, ‘148 inch being registered on 
Sunday. Hail fell on Wednesday, when also thunder was heard. The prevalent winds were W., 
N.W., and N,” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29-953 inches. The highest reading (30°225) was on 
Thursday at 9 p..,air calm, and the lowest (29°641) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind S. 

The mean temperature for the week was 56:1°, being 0-1° below the average: for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 70°1°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 43:0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 55°8° and 
of the Wet Bulb 525°. The mean humidity of the air was -80, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 23-7 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °490 inch. | 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 58°1°, the maximum 74:79, 
and the minimum 45°7°; at Glasgow the maximum was 69°0%, the minimum 44:8°, and 
the mean 56°9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 68°3°, the minimum 44°89, and the 
mean 56°2°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°54 in.; at Glasgow, 0°97 in.; 
and at Edinburgh 0-72 in.* :

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 15:4}, was equal to an average annual death-rate of 16:5 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 18:1 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 19°5, and for Edinburgh 16:9.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 19-3 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 908,567.* The 
deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, alphabetically 
arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000:—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°7 per 1,000, the rates varying from U°0 in ten of 
the districts to 6°3 in Londonderry; the 15 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising | from each of the following diseases :—Measles, scarlatina, diph- 
theria, and diarrhea. Among the 86 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast | 
are 6 from measles, 2 from scarlatina, 1 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric fever 
and 6 from diarrhea; the 26 deaths in Cork comprise 1 from whooping-cough nd 
2 from diarrhoea; and the 16 deaths in Waterford comprise 2 from whooping-cough.

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 196—101 boys and 95 girls; and the deaths to 156—78 males and 78 females. 

The deaths, which are 2 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23°3 in every 1,000 
of the population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from: localities outside the district, the rate was 22:7 per 1,000. During 
the first thirty-six weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24°3, and was 
3°3 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95, 

Twenty-five deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 1 
over the number for the preceding week, but 6 below the average for the correspond- 
ing week of the last ten years: the 25 deaths comprise 5 from scarlet fever (scar- 
latina), 3 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 1 from ill-defined fever, 1 from 
enteric fever, 2 from simple cholera and choleraic diarrhea, 9 from diarrhea, 1 from 
erysipelas, &c. ‘The deaths from diarrhea are 8 below the average for the corre- 
sponding week of the ten years 1886-95, and also 8 under the number for the week 
ended the 29th ultimo: they include the deaths of 8 children under 5 years of age, 
of whom 7 were infants under one year old. | 

Only 9 cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, being 8 
under the admissions for the preceding week, and 19 under the number for the week 
ended the 22nd ultimo; 14 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; 
1 died; and 102 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 under the number 
in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during the week is 22, being 
a decline of 2 as compared with the preceding week, and 12 under the number for the 
week ended the 22nd ultimo: 32 patients were discharged last week; 2 died: and 212 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 12 under the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. 

Nine deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered during the week, 
being 8 below the average for the 36th week of the last ten years and 4 below the 
low number for the preceding week: the 9 deaths comprise 4 from bronchitis, | from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 1 from croup.

The deaths of 10 children under 5 years of age (including 8 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Seven deaths were caused by apoplexy, 6 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 12 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

é applets or pulmonary consumption caused 25 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, and 
cancer 8, 


In 8 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 


attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 3 infants under 
one year old and the deaths of 2 persons uged 60 years and upwards. 
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- Forty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (35 being infants under 1 year, of whom 14 were under 1 month old) 
and 28 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 18 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 9 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 90 
years. 


Sixty-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 18 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 9 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 22'7 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 247 (31:2 on the North side, and 18°7 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°9. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
30 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3'0 (3'6 in the North City Districts, and 24 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 3'0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 
22°8 per 1,000. They comprise 1 from phthisis and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 
No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 
31'0 per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 4 deaths, viz.,1 from each of the following :—Scarlatina, 
whooping-cough, diphtheria, and diarrhoea. Among the 22 deaths from other causes are 2 from 
diseases of the respiratory system, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from cancer. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
37°9 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from scarlatina and 1 from diarrhoea. The 
19 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 4 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (15) represent an annnal rate of 30°0 per 
1,000. Scarlatina caused 1 death and diarrhea 1. Among the remaining deaths are 2 from phthisis 
and 2 from mesenteric disease. : 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 231 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from scarlatina, 1 from enteric fever, 
and 1 from simple cholera. Convulsions caused 2 deaths. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (3) are equal to an annual rate of 84 per 
1,000. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 15°77 per 
1,000. The deaths from zymotic diseases consist of 1 from ill-defined fever and 1 from diarrhea. 
Five were from phthisis. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 233 per 1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from diarrhoea and 1 from 
erysipelas. The 13 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the cirewatory system 
and 3 from phthisis. . 


Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 49; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 358; Rathmines, 152; Donnybrook, 
229 ; Blackrock, 146; and Kingstown, 19'6.. The deaths from zymotie diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from scarlatina and 1 from choleraic diarrhoea for Palmerston, part of ; 1 from 
whooping-cough for Rathmines ; 1 from whooping-cough and 2 from diarrhoea for Donnybrook ; 
and 1 from diarrhcea for Kingstown. Among the 5 deaths from all causes tabulated for Palmerston, 
part of, are 2 from phthisis ; the 8 deaths for Rathmines comprise 2 from cancer; and the 11 deaths 
for Donnybrook comprise 4 from phthisis,

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¢ METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.z.mer.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 5th September, 1896 :_— 

“The weather was changeable and unsettled generally, but a very fine spell was enjoyed in and 
near Dublin up to Thursday evening, when heavy rain set in. The week opened with the centre of 
a large and deep atmospheric depression lying to the westward of the Hebrides ; at 8 a.m. of Sun- 
day the barometer read only 29'15 inches at Stornoway. A moderate to fresh S.W., veering to W,, 
gale accompanied this depression. On Sunday morning also a secondary V.-shaped depression was 
found over St. George’s Channel. This disturbance brought heavy rains to the south of England, 
whereas the weather improved in Ireland, with cool northerly winds and intervals of bright sun- 
shine. On Monday evening, however, a thunderstorm with heavy rain and hail passed over Central 
Ireland. The depression in the 8. subsequently moved across England, enlarging its borders and 
becoming both deeper and more complex. The result was that thunder and lightning and heavy 
rains occurred in many parts of Great Britain. On Thursday morning a new depression was found 
off the extreme S.W. of Ireland, so that the weather broke in this country also, and at night thunder- 
storms were reported from Roche’s Point and Valentia Island, while ‘430 inch of rain fell in Dublin 
and ‘760 inch at Greystones. After a dull damp day the downpour was renewed on Friday evening 
and continued through the night—the measurement in Dublin on Saturday morning being °949 inch. 
After 9 a.m. of Saturday the weather improved, becoming in the end bright and bracing. In Dublin 
the mean height of the barometer was 29'883 inches, pressure ranging between 29'686 inches at 9 
a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.), and 30°061 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, N.N.W.). The corrected 
mean temperature was 572°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m, and 9 p.m. was 560° On 
Monday the screened thermometers fell to 47°6°, on Thursday they rose to 65°49, The rainfall was 
1394 inches on three days, ‘949 inch being registered on Friday. The prevailing winds were N.W. 
and N.E.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otfice, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29-833 inches. The highest reading (80-064) was on 
Tuesday at 9 a.m.,wind N.W.,, and the lowest (29°683) on Sunday at 9 a.m., windS.W. 

‘The mean temperature for the week was 56-0°, being equal to the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Monday, when the thermometer registered 65°1°, and was also lowest on the same day, the 
mercury having fallen to 42°8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 55°6° and 
of the Wet Bulb 53°39, The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 37:3 
hours. The rainfall measured 1:430 inches. 7 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 58°79, the maximum 71°5°, 
and the minimum 50°2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 69°3°, the minimum 46°39, and 
the mean 59°4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 65:0°, the minimum 46°0°, and the 
mean 56°9°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°22 ins.; at Glasgow, 0°89 in ; 
and at Edinburgh 1°33 ins,*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 14°8}, was equal to an average annual death-rate of 15°8 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 15°9 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 17:4, and for Edinburgh 13:0.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 3°1 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in nine of 
the districts to 7-9 in Londonderry; the 16 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 2 from scarlatina and 3 from diarrhea. Among the 122 deaths 
from all causes registered in Belfast are 2 from measles, 5 from scarlatina, 3 from 
whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, and 8 from diarrhea: the 
28 deaths in Cork comprise 1 from whooping-cough and 1 from diarrhea; and the 
7 deaths in Waterford comprise 2 from diarrhea,

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 220—116 boys and 104 girls; and the deaths to 146—72 males and 74 females. 

The deaths, which are 18 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 21:8 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 2) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 21°5 per 1,000. During 
the first thirty-seven weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24°2, and was 
3°3 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 24, being 
1 under the number for the preceding week, and 8 below the average for the corre- 
sponding week of the last ten years: the 24 deaths comprise 2 from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 6 from whooping-cough, 5 from enteric fever, 9 from diarrhea, &c. ‘The 
deaths from diarrhea are equal to the number for the week ended the 5th instant, 
but 9 below the average for the corresponding week of the ten years 1886_95 : 
they include the deaths of 8 children under 5 years of age, of whom 6 were infants 
under one year old. ) 

Twelve cases of measles were admitted to Cork Street Hospital during last week: 
these were the only cases of the disease received into any Dublin Hospital since the 
week ended the Ist ultimo. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 17 
for the week ended the 29th ultimo to 9 for the following week, rose last week to 16; 
9 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; 4 died; and 105 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 over the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. 

Twenty-nine cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, as against 
22 for the preceding week: 36 patients were discharged during the week; 1 died; 
and 204 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 8 below the number in 
hospital on Saturday the 5th instant. 

No cas of typhus remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week. 

There is an increase of 6 in the number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory 
system registered last week as compared with the preceding week, but a decrease of 3 
as compared with the average for the 37th week of the last ten years: the !5 deaths 
registered last week, comprise 10 from bronchitis and 3 from pneumonia or inflamma- 
tion of the lungs. ;

The deaths of 10 children under 5 years of age Gneluding 9 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Ten deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions) and 17 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 13 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 6. 

Seven accidental deaths were registered. 
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In 13 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 9 children under 
5 years of age (including 8 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 3 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards. 


Forty-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (28 being infants under 1 year, of whom 7 were under 1 month old) 
and 45 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 26 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 7 were octogenarians, and 3 (women) were stated to have been aged 93, 93, 
and 96 years respectively. 


Forty-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 4 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 10 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 21°5 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 24'3 (18°7 on the North side, and 293 on the South), and in the Suburbs 15°0. 


The deaths from the principal Zzymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 


_ 33 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3'8 (2:2 in the North City Districts, and 53 in the 





South), and for the Suburbs 2°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 
20°0 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from whooping-cough and 1 from diarrhea. 
Among the remaining deaths are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 
215 per 1,000. Diarrhoea caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. Of the 16 deaths from other causes 4 were from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from 
phthisis, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (6) are equivalent.to an annual rate of 
10°8 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from scarlatina, 


No. 3 North City District ( Blackhall-place).—The deaths (11) represent an annual rate of 22°0 per 


- 1,000. Among them are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system and 2 from convulsions, 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 292 per 


' 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 3 deaths, viz. :—Enteric fever 2 and diarrhea, 1, Of the 16 deaths 


from other causes 2 were from bronchitis, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 from 
phthisis. 


No. 2 South City District ( High-street)—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 22°5 per 
1,000. No death from any zymotic disease Was recorded. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 27° per 
1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, including 1 from scarlatina, 1 from enteric fever, and 
1 from diarrhea. Among the 17 deaths from other causes are 2 from phthisis and 4 from diseases 
of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (24) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 35°0 per 1,000. The deaths from Zymotic diseases consist of 4 from whooping-cough, 2 from 
enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea. The 17 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from brenchitis 
2 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from convulsions, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 49;

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.mxt.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 12th September, 1896: — 

“Very unsettled, thundery, and rainy weather prevailed during the greater part of this week 
over the British Islands, France, and Germany. Atthe beginning, however, a spell of fine weather 
was enjoyed, especially in Ireland, where moderate N.E. winds blew on Sunday, in connection with 
a high pressure system which stretched south-westwards to this country from the extreme N.W. of 
Norway. Already on Monday morning a disturbing element showed itself in the form of a large 
area of relatively low pressure, which was at that time moving northwards from the Peninsula, 
This system steadily advanced over the Bay of Biscay, grew deeper, and threw out various secondary 
areas of low pressure, in connection with which storms of thunder, lightning, rain and hail de- 
veloped in many French and English districts. By Wednesday morning the centre of low pressure 
had reached Cornwall, whence it stretched across to Kerry. On Thursday morning it was passing 
out north-westwards over the Atlantic from Mayo and Donegal, but a new depression had reached 
the mouth of the English Channel travelling towards E.N.E. This caused a renewal of the electrical 
disturbances in France and England. At3p.m, of Thursday a violent and very destructive whirl- 
wind passed over Paris, preceded by torrents of rain. In the course of the nights of both Thursday 
and Friday, further depressions crossed Ireland from the southward, accompanied by «cualiz S.E. 
or 8S. winds and heavy rains. Sunny, warm intervals were enjoyed in the daytime—t* angers from 
fair to foul weather and back again being unusually sudden and frequent.

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 14°6}, was equal to an average annual death-rate of 15°1 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 17-3 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 17:3, and for Edinburgh 16:5. 


Town Districts or IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 193 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 908,567.* the 
deaths registered in each ot the past four weeks in the several towns, alphabetically 
arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 


were equal to an annual rate of 2°2 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in eight of 
the districts to 4°6 in Lurgan; the 6 deaths from all causes fegistered in that district 
comprising | from diarrhea. Among the 98 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast 
are 4 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 1 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS, 


{n the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 215—107 boys and 108 girls; and the deaths to 148—76 males and 72 females. 

The deaths, which are 11 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 22:1 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 21-5 per 1,000. During 
the first thirty-eight weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24°2, and was 
3°2 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 20, being 
4 under the number for the preceding week, and 12 below the average for the corre- 
sponding week of the last ten years: the 20 deaths comprise 2 from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 1 from influenza, 3 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, 3 from 
simple cholera and cholerai¢ diarrhea, 7-—those of 3 infants under one year old and 
4 children aged one year and under 5 years—from diarrhea, &c. The deaths from 
diarrhea show a decline of 2 as compared with the number for the preceding week, 
and are 10 below the average for the 38th week of the last ten years. 

The number of cases of measles admitted to hospital is 5, being 7 under the admis- 
sions for the preceding week; 1 patient was discharged during the week; and 16 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 over the number in hospital on 
Saturday the 12th instant. 

There were 17 cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, against 16 for the preced- 
ing week ; 13 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; and 109 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 over the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. 

The cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital amount to 45, against 29 for the 
preceding week, and 22 for the-week ended the 5th instant: 31 patients were dis- 
charged during the week; 2 died; and 216 remained under treatment on Saturday 
last, being 12 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Eighteen deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered during the 
week, being equal to the average for the 38th week of the last ten years, and 3 over 
the number for the week ended the 12th instant: they comprise 12 from bronchitis 
and 4 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 8 children under 5 years of age (including 5 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 4 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions) and 8 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

ie se or pulmonary consumption caused 13 deaths, mesenteric disease 8, and 
cancer 5. 

Two accidental deaths and one case of homicide were registered. 
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In 11 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 9 children under 
5 years of age (including 5 infants under one. year old) and the death of a person 
aged 80 years. 


Fifty-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (26 being infants under | year, of whom 8 were under 1 month old) 
and 35 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 21 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 5 were octogenarians. 


Fifty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 11 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 13 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VI1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 215 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 24°9 (245 on the North side, and 25°2 on the South), and in the Suburbs 13°5. 


- The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
21 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2°8 (2'2 in the North City Districts, and 33 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. . 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street). —The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 
20:0 per 1,000. The deaths from zymotic diseases consist of 1 from whooping-cough and 1 from 
choleraic diarrhoea. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 
191 per 1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from enteric fever and 2 from diarrhoea. 
Among the 13 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 3 from 
phthisis, and 5 from diseases of the digestive system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
289 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from phthisis and 2 from convulsions, but no deaths from any 
_zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (16) represent an anntal rate of 32°0 per 
1,000. One death from scarlatina constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Among the 
remaining deaths are 2 from mesenteric disease, 3 ee diseases of the brain and nervous system, 
and 6 from diseases of the digestive system. 


No,1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (22) represent anannual rate of 33°8 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 4 deaths, including 1 from influenza, 1 from enteric fever, and 1from 
infantile cholera. The 18 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of 
the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, 2 from cancer, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 22°5 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from bronchitis and 2 from mesenteric disease, but no deaths from any 
zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 19°6 per 
1,000. Diarrhoea caused 3 deaths, bronchitis 3, and mesenteric disease 2. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 248 per 1,000. Six were from zymotic diseases, including 1 from scarlatina, 2 from 
whooping-cough, 1 from diarrhoea, and 1 from choleraic diarrhcea. Among the 11 deaths from 
other causes are 3 from bronchitis. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 97;

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 19th September, 1896 :— 

“The atmosphere over North-Western Europe was in a very perturbed state all through this week. 
A series of large and deep depressions traversed the Atlantic and Norwegian Sea in a north-easterly 
direction, while secondary low pressure systems spread eastwards across the British Tslands towards 
Central Europe. Connected with these barometric disturbances, copious rains fell from time to time 
in nearly all districts, and moderate to fresh or even strong gales blew from §., S.W., W., or N.W. at 
exposed points on the British and Trish coasts. On Tuesday and again on Friday morning the 
barometer sank below 29 inches—on the former occasion to 28'99 inches at Christiansund in Norway, 
on the latter to the same point at Sumburgh Head in the Shetlands. In Dublin the week was 
ushered in by strong southerly winds and torrents of rain early on Sunday morning. The day 
proved fine. Gales occurred on Monday, Wednesday, and Thursday—the last being the most severe. 
It was followed by a brisk decrease of temperature, so that on Friday the thermometer failed to 
touch 60° in the shade, whereas on Thursday it had risen to 684° in front of the storm. Thunder and 
lightning occurred in the S.E. and E. of England on Sunday, and at some Scotch stations on Tuesday 
and Wednesday. A lunar halo appeared on Wednesday evening, and a solar halo on Friday forenoon. 
Heavy hail and rain showers fell on Saturday afternoon. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure 
was 29°608 inches, the barometer ranging between 29'114 inches at 1.30 p.m. of Monday (wind, 8.W.) 
and 29°923 inches at 9 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, W.S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 56'6". 
The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 542°. On Thursday the sereened thermometers 
rose to 68°42, on both Friday and Saturday they fell to 477°. The rainfall was ‘415 inch on six days, 
‘241 inch being measured on Monday. The prevalent winds were &.W., W., and W.N.W. Hail fell 
on Saturday.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otfice, Pheenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°606 inches. The highest reading (29°927) was on 
Wednesday at 9p.m., wind W.S, W., and the lowest (29°119) on Sunday at 9 a.M., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 56:0°, being 3°7° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Tuesday, when the thermometer registered 68°8°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 43°5°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 541° and 
of the Wet Bulb 51°0°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘80, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 42'3 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °445 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 58:29, the maximum 68°5°, 
and the minimum 45°8°; at Glasgow the maximum was 63°8°, the minimum 46°0°, and 
the mean 54°9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 62°5°, the minimum 45:09, and the 
mean 54°1°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°22 ins.; at Glasgow, 2°32 ins. ; 
and at Edinburgh 0°52 in.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 14°9}, was equal to an average annual death-rate of 15:3 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 14:4 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 15:9, and for Edinburgh 13:0. ;

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths regist. last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 18-0 per 1,000 of _eir aggregate 
population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 906,567.* The 
deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, —,-habetically

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 164—85 boys and 79 girls; and the deaths to 104—52 males and 52 females. 

The deaths, which are 63 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 15°5 im every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the death of one person admitted to hospital from without 
the district, the rate was 15-4 per 1,000. During the first thirty-nine weeks of the 
current year the death-rate averaged 24:0, and was 3°3 under the mean rate in the 
corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. : ; 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 19, being 
10 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and one under 
the number for the week ended the 19th instant: the 19 deaths consist of 4 from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), one fron. influenza, 2 from whouping-cough, 3 from enteric 
fever, 6 from diarrhea, 2 from dysentery, and one from erysipelas. ‘The deaths (8) 
from diarrhcea and dysentery combined are 9 below the average number of deaths from 
these diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years ; 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had risen from 
29 for the week ended the 12th instant to 45 for ‘the following week, fell to 33 last 
week: 44 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 203 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 13 under the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. 

During each of the last two weeks 17 cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital ; 
16 patients were discharged during last week; 2 died; and 108 remained under treat- 
ment on Saturday last, being one under the number in hospital on Saturday the 19th 
instant. 

Eight cases of measles were admitted to hospital during last week, being 3 over 
the admissions for the preceding week, but 4 under the number for the week ended the 
12th instant; 10 patients were discharged during the week; and 14 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 2 under the number in hospital at the close of the 
preceding week. ¥ . 

There were only 11 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered, being 
7 under the number for the preceding week, and 6 below the average for the 39th week 


of the ten years 1886-95: they comprise 6 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia or 
inflammation of the lungs, and one from pleurisy.

The deaths of 4 children (all infants under one year old) were ascribed to convulsions.

In 8 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 7 children under 
5 years of age, including 6 infants under one year old. 


Thirty-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (16 being infants under 1 year, of whom 7 were under 1 month old) 
and 25 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 16 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom one was an octogenarian, and 3 (all men) were stated to have been aged 92, 
93, and 97 years respectively 


Thirty-three of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 8 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 6 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
‘last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL]

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 15°4 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 16'8 (161 on the North side, and 175 on the South), and in the Suburbs 12°0. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate Oo 
25 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 32 (45 in the North City Districts, and 2°0 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1°0 per 1,000. : 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (7) are equal toan annual rate of 
20°0 per 1,000. They comprise 1 from scarlatina and 1 from diarrhoea. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 
15°5 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from each of the folowing— 
searlatina, enteric fever, and dysentery. Three deaths were caused by phthisis. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (11) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
199 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from whooping-cough and 2 from 
diarrhoea. Phthisis caused 3 deaths. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (5) represent an annual rate of 10'0 per 
1,000. Scarlatina caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
The 4 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (11) represent an annual rate of 169 per 
1,000. One death was caused by diarrhcea and 1 by dysentery, but none by any other zymotic 
disease. Three of the 9 deaths from other causes were from bronchitis. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 22°5 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from phthisis, 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, and 2 from 
diseases of the circulatory system. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 118 per 
1,000, Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from each of the following—scarlatina, 
influenza. diarrhoea, and erysipelas. Two deaths were ascribed to convulsions. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 21°9 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from diarrhea, 
The 14 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from cancer and 3 from diseases of the circulatory 


system. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Coolock and Drumecondra, No. 1,97 per 1,000 inhabitants; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 00; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 21'°5; Rathmines, 171; Donnybrook, 
63 ; Blackrock, 146; and Kingstown, 140. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from enteric fever for Rathmines and 1 from the same disease for Blackrock. 
Among the 9 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 2 from diseases of the brain and 
Nervous system.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.MEt.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 26th September, 1896 :— 


“Yet another week of storm and rain has to be recorded. In this period, besides other second-rate 
disturbances, two storm-centres of great intensity sped rapidly across the British Isles in an easterly 
direction—the first on Monday night, the second on Thursday night. Both systems caused down-4 
pours of rain and violent gales from different quarters all over Western Europe, and even when the 
main disturbances had passed away, the weather was kept in an unsettled, showery, squally con- 
dition by the arrival of secondary shallower depressions from the Atlantic. Sunday broke fair and 
cold, with N.W. winds. Heavy showers fell as the day. advanced. A very cold night ensued—the 
thermometer falling in the shade to 41° in Dublin, 40° at Donaghadee, 39° at Parsonstown, 38° in 
London, 37° at Shields, York and Cambridge, and 34° at Loughborough. On Monday a general re- 
duction of atmospheric pressure took place in advance of the deep depressions of Tuesday and Friday 
and the weather became broken and rainy. At2 p.m. of Tuesday the barometer was down to 28°78 
inches in Dublin. In the evening the wind rose to a fresh or even a whole gale from W. and N.W. 
Squalls and heavy showers prevailed on Wednesday, but the weather improved in the afternoon. 
By 8a.m. of Thursday the cyclonic centre had reached Copenhagen. On this day the sky became 
overcast with sheet cirrus and at night another and still deeper depression swept eastwards across 
Treland at the rate of some 60 miles an hour. The centre passed near Dublin about 5.30 a.m. ([rish 
time), reaching Liverpool at 8 a.m. (English time)—the barometer fell to 28°66 inches near the centre. 
A secondary depression followed on Saturday morning. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer 
was 29°517 inches, pressure ranging between 29°831 inches at 9 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, W. by_N.), 
and 28°680 inches at 5.30 a.m. of Friday (wind, N. by W.). The corrected mean temperature was 51'8°. 
The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 517°. On Tuesday the screened thermo- 
meters rose to 62°5°, having fallen to 411° on Monday. The rainfall was 1406 inches on seven days, 
‘449 inch being registered on Thursday. The rainfall at Greystones, Co. Wicklow, was 3'070 inches, of 
which 1°290 inches fell on Monday. The prevailing wind was W.N.W.” 


At Kilkenny Castle “the weather last week was remarkably bad ; heavy gales and rain ; baro~ 
meter on 22nd stood as low as 2850 ; ‘70 inch rain on 21st and ‘56 inch on 24th. A gale almost reaching 
hurricane force blew from §S, veering N.W. on night 24th and morning 25th.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°512 inches. The highest reading (29°830) was on 
Wednesday at 9p.m., wind W., and the lowest (28°902) on Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 51:2°, being 1°7° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95, ‘The temperature was highest on 
Tuesday, when the thermometer registered 63°4°, and was lowest on Monday, the 
mercury having fallen to 86°4°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 51°6° and 
of the Wet Bulb 49°3°.. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 34:4 
hours. The rainfall nieasured 1°665 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 52°99, the maximum 67°1°, 
and the minimum 40°3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 60°1%, the minimum 35°49, and 
the mean 49°8°: and at Edinburgh the maximum was 60°3°, the minimum 39°99, and the 
mean 48°8°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1:40 ins.; at Glasgow, 2°32 ins. ; 
and at Edinburgh 1°53 ins.*

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DUBLIN REGISTRATION DISTRICT.—-Births.—In the Dublin Registration 
District, which consists of the city of Dublin, the districts of Rathmines, Donnybrook, 
Blackrock, Kingstown, Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, and Coolock and Drumcondra, 
No. 1, and portions of the districts of Finglas and Glasnevin, and Palmerston, the 
total area thereof being 24,693 statute acres, and the population according to the Census 
of 1891, 349,594, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Satur- 
day, 26th September, 1896, 2,614 births—1,330 boys and 1,284 girls—being equal to 
an annual ratio of 1 in 33-4, or 29:9 in every 1,000 of the population. 

The number of births registered in the city was 2,042, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 33:3 in every 1,000 of the population; and in the suburban districts named above, 
572, equal to a rate of 21:9 in every 1,000 of the population. 

There were registered in London during the same period 32,386 births—being equal 
to an annual birth-rate of 29°3 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow 
there were registered 5,812, being equal to 33-0 per 1,000; and in Edinburgh, 1,807—a 
number affording an annual birth-rate of 26°1 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 

Deaths.—The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration District 
during the quarter was 2,033—1,017 males and 1,016 females—ailording an annual 
ratio of 1 in 43:0, or 23°3 in every 1,000 of the population according to the 
Census of 1891; omitting the deaths (52) of persons admitted into Public Institutions 
from localities outside the district, the rate was 22°7 per 1,000. The average number 
of deaths registered in the third quarter of the ten years 1886-95 was 2,034, equivalent 
to an annual mortality of 23:3 per 1,000 persons; thus the rate (23°3) for last quarter 
was equal to the average for the September quarter. 

The number of deaths of inhabitants* of that portion of the City of Dublin north of 
the Liffey registered last quarter was 755 representing an annual mortality of 25°8 in 
every 1,000 of the population ; and the number in that portion south of the river 
was 805, or 25'1 in every 1,000. In the suburban districts the number of deaths 
registered was 421, being equal to an annual death-rate of 16°1 in every 1,000.

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The number of deaths registered in London during the quarter was 20,727—a number 
equal to an annual mortality of 18-7 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants; in Glasgow the 
number was 3,273, equal to 18°6 in every 1,000; and in Edinburgh 1,061, affording an 
annual death-rate of 15:3 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 

Diseases.—The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered in the Dublin 
Registration District during last quarter is 424, being 224 over the number for the 
preceding quarter, 117 over the number for the third quarter of 1895, and 62 or 17 
per cent. above the average for the third quarter of the ten years, 1886-95. The 
annual rate per 1,000 of the population, represented by the deaths from these diseases 
during last quarter, is 4:9, being 1:4 over the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1895, and 08 above the average rate for the third quarter of the last ten years, 

The increase in the mortality from zymotic diseases last quarter as compared with 
the average for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years is due to the prevalence 
of diarrhea among young children, as increases in the mortality from scarlatina and 
whooping-cough were counterbalanced by decreases in the deaths from other diseases in 
this class. The deaths tabulated under the head of diarrhoea, dysentery, at all ages, 
amount to 237—a number equivalent to an annual rate of 2°7 per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion—being 69 in excess of the average number of deaths from these causes in the third 
quarter of the ten years 1886-95 and forming more than one-half of all the deaths from 
zymotic diseases. Of the 237 deaths, 202 were of children under § years of age, in- 
cluding 143 infants under one year old. In addition to the 237 deaths from diarrhea; 
and dysentery there were 29 deaths from simple cholera and choleraic diarrhwa. 

No deaths from small-pox were registered, nor were there any cases of that disease 
treated in the Dublin hospitals. | 

There was but one death from measles recorded : the average number for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the last ten years was 41, but in the third quarter of last year there 
was only one death from this cause, and the total number for the year 1895 and the 
first three quarters of this year is 5. 

The deaths from scarlet fever (scarlatina) number 33 against 31 for the preceding 
quarter, and an average of 14 for the third quarter of the last ten years. The hospital 
statistics show that 449 cases of the disease were admitted to hospital during the 
guarter, being 40 in excess of the admissions for the preceding quarter, and 301 over 
the number for the third quarter of last year: 439 scarlatina patients were discharged 
during the quarter; 19 died ; and 203 remained under treatment on Saturday, 26th 
ultimo, being 9 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding quarter. 

The number of deaths from enteric fever registered is 32, being 11 over the number 
for the preceding three months and 10 over that for the third quarter of last year, 
but 2 under the average for the third quarter of the ten years, 1886-95. The cases 
of the disease admitted to hospital during the quarter amount to 214 against 131 for 
the corresponding quarter of last year, and 96 for the quarter ended 27th June last : 
139 patients were discharged during the quarter; 16 died; and 108 remained under 
treatment on Saturday, 26th ultimo, being 59 over the number in hospital at the close 
of the preceding quarter. 

There were only 2 deaths from typhus and only 1 death was tabulated under the 
head of simple continued and ill-defined fever. 

Whooping-cough caused 43 deaths against 24 for the preceding quarter, and an average 
of 31 for the third quarter of the last ten years. 

Among the remaining deaths from zymotic diseases are 15 from influenza and its 
complications, 5 from diphtheria, and 4 from erysipelas. ; 

The mortality from diseases of the respiratory system (exclusive of phthisis or pul- 
monary consumption) was much below the average, the number of deaths from these 
causes being 172, which number is 57 under that for the corresponding quarter of last 
year, aud 64 or 27 per cent. below the average for the third quarter of the last ten years : 
the 172 deaths comprise 96 from bronchitis, 48 from pneumonia or inflammation of the 
lungs, 7 from croup, and 7 from pleurisy. ,

The number of deaths of children ascribed to convulsions is 138, being 7 in excess 
of the number for the preceding quarter, but showing a decrease of 28 as compared 
with the average for the third quarter of the ten years 1886-99. 

Twenty-nine deaths were caused by apoplexy, 13 by epilepsy, 75 by other diseases 
of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 151 by diseases of the 
circulatory system. : 

__ The number of deaths from phthisis or pulmonary consumption registered is 238, 

being 40, or 14 per cent., under the average for the corresponding quarter of the ten 
years 1886-95; mesenteric disease caused 70 deaths, tubercular meningitis 45, and 
cancer 83. | 

Forty-two accidental deaths, 4 cases of homicide, and 4 cases of suicide were registered. 

In 153 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness. Of the 153 cases, 117, or 77 per cent., were 
deaths of children under 5 years of age: these 117 deaths form 14-9 per cent. of the 
total number of deaths of children of that age. Of the deaths of 141 infants under 
1 month old registered, there were 42 (or 3U per cent.) regarding which the cause 
was uncertified. | 

From Table II., on page 644, it will be seen that, excluding 52 deaths of persons 
admitted into Public Institutions from localities outside the Dublin Registration 
District, the number of deaths registered during the thirteen weeks was 1,981, equal 
to an annual rate of 22:7 per 1,000 of the population-according to the Census of 1891, 
and that 351 of these deaths, representing an annual rate of 4:0 per 1,000 persons, 
were caused by the principal zymotic diseases.* The death-rate for the city (from 
all causes) was 25°5 per 1,000, and for the suburbs 16:1 per 1,000, the district rates 
ranging from 8°5 for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, to 28:1 for No. 2 North 
City (Lisburn-street) district. The death-rate represented by the mortality from the 
principal zymotic diseases in the city is 4:8, and in the suburbs 2°3, the rates for the 
several districts varying from 0°9 in Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, and Kingstown, 
to 68 in No. 2 North City (Lisburn-street) District and 7:2 in Palmerston, part of ; 
the 203 deaths from all causes in No. 2 North City District comprising 4 from 
scarlatina, 1 from typhus, 8 from whooping-cough, and 36 from diarrhea and 
dysentery, and the 33 deaths in Palmerston, part of, including 3 from scarlatina, 
1 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, and 8 from diarrhea and dysentery. 

Occupations.—Table I1I., on page 645, shows the occupations or social position of 
the persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, the various callings being 
grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality in the 
several social grades of the population. From this Table it will be observed that the 
deaths in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class ” were equal to an annual 
rate of 15:4 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the Census of 
1891; in the “Middle Class” the death-rate was 17°1 per 1,000 ; among the 
“Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers” it was 21:2; and in the “* General Service 
Class” and the “Inmates of Workhouses,” combined, it was 28-6,

The average annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal zymotic 
diseases* in the 16 districts is 3:3 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 
0:0 in Drogheda and Armagh to 4:3 per 1,000 in Londonderry. | 

The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal zymotic diseases* 
in the fifteen provincial town districts already named, and Tables IV. and V. give 
in detail the results of the registration for the quarter. 

Small-pox.—No deaths from small-pox were registered in any of the 15 districts 
during the quarter. 

Measles caused 40 deaths in Belfast and 14 in Londonderry, but the only death 
from it recorded in any of the other districts is one in Limerick, During the 
preceding quarter there were 77 deaths from this disease in Belfast, and 40 in 
Londonderry. 

Scarlatina.—Deaths from scarlatina in Belfast which had risen from 39 for the 
first quarter of this year to 56 for the following three months fell last quarter to 35. 
The only deaths from the disease registered in any other of the fifteen districts during 
last quarter occurred in Londonderry, where it caused 10 deaths, a number equal to 
an annual rate of 1:2 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1891. 

Typhus.—The only deaths from typhus registered in any of the fifteen districts 
during Jast quarter were 2 in Limerick, and one in each of the following :—Cork, 
Waterford, and Sligo. 

Whooping-cough.—The total number of deaths from whooping-cough in the fifteen 
districts was 63, being 29 under the number for the preceding three months, and 20 
over that for the third quarter of last year. The 63 deaths for last quarter include 
47 in Belfast, where during the preceding quarter the disease caused 60 deaths ; 5 in — 
Cork, and 6 (equal to an annual rate of 1:2 per 1,000 persons) in Waterford, where 
there were 16 deaths from this cause in the preceding quarter. 

Diphtheria.—The deaths from diphtheria consist of 9 in Belfast, 1 in > 
Limerick, 1 in Londonderry, and one in Dundalk. 

Simple continued and ill-defined Fever.—The only deaths returned under this 
heading are 4 which occurred in Belfast. 

Enteric Fever caused 44 deaths (equivalent to an annual rate of 0-6 per 1,000 
living) in Belfast, 3 in Cork, 2 in Londonderry, and 1 in Dundalk: no deaths from 
this disease were registered in any of the remaining eleven districts. Compared with 
the number for the corresponding quarter of last year, the deaths from this cause in 
Belfast show a decline of 3, but-they are 12 in excess of the number for the quarter 
ended 27th June last. 

Diarrhea, Dysentery.—The total number of deaths coming under this heading 
in the fifteen districts is 170, being 90 under the number for the corresponding 
quarter of last year, and 100 below the average for the third quarter of the last five 
years. Of the 170 deaths for last quarter, 109—equivalent to’an annual rate of 1°6 
per 1,000 living—occurred in Belfast, 20 in Cork, and 12—equal to an annual rate 
of 2°3 per 1,000 of the population in 1891—in Waterford. During the third quarter 
of last year 194 deaths from these causes were registered in Belfast.

DuBLin AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 211—107 boys and 104 girls; and the deaths to 135—68 males and 67 females. 

_ The deaths, which are 18 under the average number for the corresponding week of 

the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 20°1 In every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 19:5 per 1,000. During 
the first forty weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 23°9, and was 3°3 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

There were only 16 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
11 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 3 under 
the number for the week ended the 26th ultimo: they comprise 3 from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), one fron. whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 6 from enteric fever, 3 
from diarrhea, &c. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during -last week is 26, being 
7 under the admissions for the preceding week, and 19 under the number for the week 
ended the 19th ultimo: 29 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week, and 
200 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

Twenty cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, against 17 for each of the 
two weeks preceding: 21 patients were discharged during last week; 3 died; and 104 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 under the number in hospital on 
Saturday the 26th ultimo. 

The number of cases of measles admitted to hospital is 5, being 3 under the admis- 
sions for the preceding week, and equal to the number for the week ended the 19th 
ultimo; 4 patients were discharged during the week, and 15 remained under treatment 
on Saturday last, being one over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding 
week. 

Twenty-four deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 
13 over the low number for the preceding week, and 4 over the average for the 40th 
week of the last ten years: they comprise 15 from, bronchitis and 7 from’ pneumonia 
or inflammation of the lungs. ;

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 5 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions) and 10 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 18 deaths and mesenteric disease 4. 

Five accidental deaths were registered. 

In 11 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 7 infants under

Thirty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (23 being infants under 1 year, of whom 8 were under 1 month old) 
and 32 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 20 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 4 were octogenarians, and 3 (one man and 2 women) were stated to have been 
aged 96, 91, and 94 years respectively. 


Fifty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 6 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 195 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 21°7 (245 on the North side, and 191 on the South), and in the Suburbs 14°5. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2'1 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2°3 (2°7 in the North City Districts, and 2:0 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1'5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Bast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 
228 per 1,000. They comprise 1 from enteric fever, but none from any other zymotic disease. Two 
deaths were caused by phthisis and 2 by mesenteric disease. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 
27°4 per 1,000. Enteric fever caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. Among the 22 deaths from other causes are 4 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, and 3 from 
convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
253 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—l from enteric fever and 2 from 
diarrhoea. Phthisis caused 2 deaths, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (10) represent an annual rate of 20:0 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from scarlatina. The 8 deaths from 
other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system and.2 from mesenteric disease. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 246 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zy motic diseases, viz.:—1 from diphtheria and 2 from enteric fever. 
Three deaths were caused by bronchitis and 2 by phthisis. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 365 per 
1,000. Scarlatina caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. The 
12 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from pneumonia and 3 from diseases of the brain and 
nervous system. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 183 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from diarrhea. Three deaths were 
caused by bronchitis and 3 by phthisis. 


No. 4 South Ctéty District (Grand Canal-street).—_The deaths (4) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 5°8 per 1,000. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, F.x.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 3rd October, 1896 :— 
“Broken, rainy, and stormy at first, the weather improved decidedly as the week advanced, and 
the closing days were finer and more genial than for along time past. On Sunday morning the centre 
of a well-defined and deep depression was found lying over the North Channel, whence it sped 
rapidly eastwards, reaching the Skager Rack and Kattegat on Monday morning. It caused cold, 
blustering, showery weather, and on Sunday evening lightning was seen over the Irish Sea. Mon- 
day broke clear and cold, but a subsidiary depression ‘soon arrived from the Atlantic, bringing a re- 
newed rainfall to the Irish and south English stations. On Tuesday the barometer rose quickly, and 
by Wednesday morning a broad band of high atmospheric pressure stretched from the Gulf of Fin- 
land south-westwards to the extreme S.W. of England and 8S. of Ireland. At 8 am. the barometer 
read 30°52 inches at Roche’s Point, Cork Harbour. Much the same distribution of pressure existed on 
Thursday, but depressions had appeared both off the N.W. of Norway and over Italy and the 
Mediterranean. In the former country strong S.W. and W. gales set.in, while rain fell heavily on the 
Riviera on Thursday and Friday. In England quiet, misty weather was prevalent, and in Ireland 
the air became soft and genial although the tendency to showers continued, except on the east coast. 
In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°002 inches, pressure ranging between 29299 inches 
at 9a.m. of Sunday (wind, SW., blowing a gale), and 30°449 inches at 9p.m. of Wednesday (wind, S.W.). 
The corrected mean temperature was 53'8°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 
535°. On Sunday the screened thermometers rose to 64°6° ; on Monday they fell to 42°9°, Rain fell 
on five days to the amount of ‘534 inch, ‘264 inch being measured on Sunday. Westerly (between 
S8.W. and N.W.) winds prevailed.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°996 inches. The highest reading (30°441) was on 
Wednesday at 9 p.m., wind S. W., and the lowest (29°306) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind W.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 53:2°, being 3°7° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 63°5°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 39°9°._ The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 53:0° and 
of the Wet Bulb 50°99. The mean humidity of the air was ‘87, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 21°9 
hours. The rainfall measured ‘640 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 53:29, the maximum 65:09, 
and the minimum 41°6°; at Glasgow the maximum was 62°9°%, the minimum 42°09, and 
the mean 53°1°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 63°5°, the minimum 41°1°, and the 
mean 52°79, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°15 in.; at Glasgow, 0°52 in. ; 
and at Edinburgh 0°17 in.* .

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 16°2}, was equal to an average annual death-rate of 16°7 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 17-7 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 18°9, and for Edinburgh 13°5.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in ten of 
the districts to 4°7 in Londonderry; the 13 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 1 from measles, 1 from enteric fever, and ] from diarrhea. Among 
the 98 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 1 from measles, 2 from scarla- 
tina, 1 from whooping-cough, 1 from simple continued fever, 1 from enteric fever, and 
9 from diarrhea.

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 165—72 boys and 93 girls; and the deaths to 158—67 males and 91 females. 

The deaths, which are equal to the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23°6 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 9) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 22-2 per 1,000. During 
the first forty-one weeks of the current year the deatb-rate averaged 23°9, and was 
3°2 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

T'wenty-seven deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 
2 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 11 
over the low number for the week ended the 3rd instant: they comprise 4 from scarlet 
fever (scarlatina), 2 from typhus, 2 from influenza and its complications, 2 from whoop- 


_Ing-cough, 4 from enteric fever, 9 from diarrhea, &e. 


There were 29 cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, against 20 for the pre- 
ceding week: 9 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; 3 died; and 
12] remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 17 over the number in hospital 
on Saturday the 3rd instant. 

Thirty-four cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, being 8 over the admissions 
for the preceding week, and one over the number for the week ended the 26th ultimo: 
23 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 209 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 9 over the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. 

Five cases of measles were admitted to hospital, being equal to the admissions for the 
preceding week; 6 patients were discharged during the week, and 14 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being one under the number in hospital on Saturday the 
3rd instant, ! 

There were only 15 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered, being 
9 under the number for the preceding week, and 7 below the average for the 41st week 
of the last ten years: the 15 deaths comprise 10 from bronchitis and 3 from pneumonia 
or inflammation of the lungs.

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 6 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions) and 19 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


ayes or pulmonary consumption caused 19 deaths, mesenteric disease 7, and 
cancer 9, 


Four accidental deaths were registered. 

In 7 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness ; these cases comprise the deaths of 6 children under 
© years of age, including 5 infants under one year old, 
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Thirty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (25 being infants under 1 year, of whom 6 were under 1 month old) 
and 40 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 20 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 4 were octogenarians, 

Sixty-three of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 8 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 15 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for. 


last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 


the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed.

As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 22°2 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 247 (241 on the North side, and 252 on the South), and in the Suburbs 16. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in thse entire District equal an annual rate of 
3'0 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3°6 (4°5 in the North City Districts, and 2°8 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1° per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 
92°38 per 1,000. Two were from scarlatina, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 
20°3 per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 3 deaths, including 2 from diarrhea, Among the 14 deaths 
from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, 4 from phthisis, 
and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
30°7 per.1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from scarlatina, 1 from typhus, and 
2 from diarrhea. Of the remaining deaths, 2 were from diseases of the respiratory system and 
2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (12) represent an annual rate of 240 per 
1,000. Enteric fever caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
Among the 10 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from 
phthisis, and 2 from cancer. - Fit Seats) 4 


No,1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 30° per 
1,000. Six were from zymotic diseases, including 3 from diarrhea and 1 from influenza, Bronchitis 
caused 2 deaths and diseases of the circulatory system 4. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 22°5 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—l from whooping-cough and 1 from 
diarrhea. Two deaths were caused by diseases of the circulatory system. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 20°9 per

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.mxr.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 


remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 10th October, 1896 :_ 

“Very unsettled weather prevailed over Western Europe during this week. Atmospheric pressure 
was in a most unstable condition, and on Wednesday and Thursday an unusually deep depression 
passed across Ireland in a northerly direction, causing disastrous storms and heavy downpours of 
rain. The intensity of this cyclonic system was increased by the presence of an area of high 
atmospheric pressure over Central Europe at the time. Harly on Sunday morning a series of 
V.-shaped depressions moved eastwards from Ireland to Wales and England. In their rear a brisk 
fall of temperature oceurred, which lasted until Wednesday. On this day a very large and deep 
depression came in upon the Irish coasts from 8.S.W. The wind first backed towards K., with 
squalls and heavy rain. Temperature then rose with a bound, so that at 9 p.m. the maximum of 
the day (58'7°) was recorded. Rain now fell in torrents—1°950 inches being measured at Greystones, 
Co. Wicklow, 118 inches at Killiney, Co. Dublin, 1:78 inches at Holyhead, 1°55 inches at Roche’s 
Point, Co. Cork, and ‘769 inch in Dublin. During the night the wind rose to a tempest from 
8.5.W., causing great damage along the S. and E. coasts of Ireland, in the 8.W. of England and in 
Wales. The gale continued to blow with lessened violence on Thursday, after which the weather 
improved, although remaining changeable to the end of the week. In Dublin the mean height of 
the barometer was 29°465 inches, pressure ranging between 28'780 inches at 7.15 a.m. of Thursday 
(wind, S.W.) and 29°912 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, N.). The corrected mean temperature 
was 48°7°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 466°. On Sunday the sereened 
thermometers rose to 606°; on Monday they fell to 400°. The rainfall was ‘962 inch on Six days, 
769 inch being registered on Wednesday. Hail fell on Monday. Solar halos were observed on 
Wednesday and Saturday. There was a slight fog on Wednesday evening.” 


At Kilkenny Castle “the gale on Wednesday night and Thursday morning was of exceptional 
violence—in the early hours of Thursday reaching almost hurricane force in the squalls, Snow fell 
and is still falling (9 a.m., 11th).” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otlice, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29-466 inches. The highest reading (29°921) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind N.N.W., and the lowest (28°863) on Thursday at 9 a.m., wind 
S.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 47:4°, being 0:3° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Wednesday, when the thermometer registered 60-79, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 37°4°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 45:2° and 
of the Wet Bulb 42°89. The mean humidity of the air was ‘83, complete saturation. 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 25:0 


hours. The rainfall measured ‘960 inch. 


At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 52-4°, the maximum 63:4°, 
and the minimum 42°8° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 57:4, the minimum 35:79, and 
the mean 45°9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 56°5°, the minimum 33°3°, and the 
mean 45°3°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°02 ins.; at Glasgow, 3°67 ins. ; 
and at Edinburgh 1:82 ins.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 15°7}, was equal to an average annual death-rate of 16°3 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 17:9 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 18°6, and for Edinburgh 17°9. 


Town Duisrricts oF IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 18-9 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 908,567.* The 
deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, alphabetically 
arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-9 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-U in eight of 
the districts to 4°6 in Lurgan; the 4 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising | from enteric fever. Among the 102 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 2 from scarlatina, 2 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 1 from enteric 
fever, and 2 from diarrhea, and the 11 deaths in Londonderry comprise 2 from 
diarrhea,

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In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 210—122 boys and &8 girls; and the deaths to 148—78 males and 70 females. 

The deaths, which are 4 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 22-1 In every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 20°9 per 1,000. During 
the first forty-two weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 23°8, and was 
3°2 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

The number of deaths from zymotic disesses registered during last week is 27, being 
equal to the number for the preceding week and 4 over the average for the 42nd week 
of the last ten years: the 27 deaths comprise 2 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), one from 
influenza, 3 from whoosping-cough, ore from ill-defined fever, 7 from enteric fever, 2 
(both in the Richmond District Lunatic Asylum) from beri-beri, 4 from diarrhiea, Ge, 

The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had risen 
from 20 for the week ended the 3rd instant to 29 for the foll »wing week, fell to 15 
last week: 9 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; 3 died; and 124 
remained under treatment on Suturday last, being 3 over the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. 2 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during last week is 33, being 
one under the admissions for the preceding week, and 7 over the number for the week 
ended the 3rd instant: 25 patients were discharged during the week; 3 died ; and 214 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 over the number in hospital on 
Saturday the 10th instant. : * 

Kighteen deaths from diseases of the respiratory system-were registered, being 3 over 
the low number for the preceding week, but 6 under the average for the 42nd week of 
the last ten years: they comprise 15 from bronchitis, one from pneumonia or inflamma- 
tion of the lungs, and one from croup.

The deaths of 8 children under 5 years of age (including 7 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions, 

Five deaths were caused by apoplexy, 6 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions) and v3 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

There were only 8 deaths from phthisis or pulmonary consumption registered, 
against an average of 21 for the corresponding week of the last ten years. Mesenteric 
disease caused 5 deaths and cancer 2. 

Seven accidental deaths were registered. : 

In 10 instances the cause of deatt. was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendart during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 8 children under 
5 years of age, including 6 infants under one year old. . 
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Forty-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (28 being infants under 1 year, of whom 8 were under 1 month old) 
and 31 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 17 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
_ of whom 5 were octogenarians, . 


Forty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 5 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 10 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 209 per 1,000 ; the rate 
_in the city was 240 (24:1 on the North side, and 240 on the South), and in the Suburbs 13°, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
_ 25per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 30 (31 in the North City Districts, and 2'8 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 
11°4 per 1,000. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (22) are equal to an annual rate of 
26°2 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from. zymotic diseases, including 1 from enteric fever. Among the 
19 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from 
phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
217 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from whooping-cough. The 
9 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from convulsions. 


No. 3 North City District ( Blackhall-place).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 32°0 per 
1,000. Six were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from scarlatina, 2 from enteric fever, 2 from beri-beri, 
and 1from diarrhea. Bronchitis caused 2 deaths and convulsions 3. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 277 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including i from enteric fever. The 16 deaths from 
other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 5 from diseases of the circulatory ‘system, and 4 from 
diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 25°3 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from diarrhoea. Two deaths were 
caused by bronchitis. ; 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 23°5 per 

1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from ill-defined fever, 2 from enteric fever, 

and 1from diarrhoea. Among the 14 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the respiratory 
system, 4 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from mesenteric disease, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 20'4 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—l from enteric fever and 
1 from diarrhoea and vomiting. Four deaths were caused by diseases of the circulatory system and 
3 by diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 24°3 ;

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.murt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 17th October, 1896 :— 

“Although cold for the time of year, the weather of this week was chiefly fine in Ireland, but 
much less favourable in Great Britain and on the Continent. On Sunday a large but not deep de- 
pression lay over the North Sea, while an anticyclone was forming over Ireland. The result was a 
prevalence of cold northerly winds and showers of cold rain, hail or even snow in many places. In 
Dublin there was a slight snow-shower at 2.15 p.m., and hail fell heavily along the coast south of 
the city—in the evening an aurora borealis was seen. The anticyclone in the west continued to de- 
velop until Tuesday evening, when the barometer read 30°48 inches in Dublin. At this time a still 
larger system of high pressure was forming over Northern Europe, so that the barometer rose to 
30°97 inches at Stockholm on Wednesday evening and to 31:08 inches at St. Petersburg on Thursday 
morning. Meanwhile, in rapid succession two depressions formed over the Netherlands, causing 
very bad weather in the S.E. of England as well as in France and Germany. On Saturday, in 
addition, an area of low pressure approached Scotland from the north-westward. Under its in- 
fluence, cold showery weather spread to Ireland, where a succession of dry days had been ex- 
perienced earlier in the week. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 30'211 inches, the 
barometer ranging from 30°480 inches at 11.45 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, N.N.E.) to 29°727 inches at 9 p.m. 
of Saturday (wind, N.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 44°6°; the mean dry bulb reading 
at 9a.m and 9 p.m. was 43'9°. The screened thermometers fell to 32°7° on Sunday and rose to 539° on 
Wednesday. The prevalent winds were N.W., N., and N.E. The rainfall was ‘029 inch on two days, 
‘019 inch falling on Saturday. Up to the morning of that day 1°38 inches of rain had fallen in Lon- 
don on 5 days.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30-215 inches. The highest reading (30°459) was on 
Tuesday at 9 p.m., wind N., and the lowest (29-734) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind W.N.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 42°8°, being 4:2° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 54:49, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 281°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 42°5° and 
of the Wet Bulb 40-4°. The mean humidity of the air was 81, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 27°9 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured :055 inch. ; 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 46-99, the maximum 60:9°, 
and the minimum 37:0°; at Glasgow the maximum was 58°2%, the minimum 25:02, and 
the mean 422°: and at Edinburgh the maximum was 53-0°, the minimum 31:6°, and the 
mean 43°1°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°15 ins., and at Edinburgh 0°10 in. 
There was no rain at Glasgow* :

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 17:1}, was equal to an average annual death-rate of 17°6 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 18-9 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 20:1, and for Edinburgh 16-7.

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 160—87 boys and 73 girls; and the deaths to 190—97 males and 93 females. 

The deaths, which are 32 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 28°3 In every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 9) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 27-0 per 1,000. During 
the first forty-three weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 23:9, and was 
3°0 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

Zymotic diseases caused 33 deaths, being 9 in excess of the average number of deaths 
from these causes in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 6 over the number 
for the week ended the 17th instant: the 33 deaths comprise 9 from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 3 from whooping-cough, one from ill-defined fever, 8 from enteric fever, 
5 from diarrheea, 2 from erysipelas, one (which occurred in the Richmond District 
Lunatic Asylum) from beri-ber1; &e. | 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 17, 
being 2 over the admissions for the preceding week, but 12 under the number for the 
week ended the 10th instant: 26 enteric fever patients were discharged during the 
week ; 2 died; and 113 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 11 under the 
number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Forty cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, against 33 for the preceding 
week and 34 for the week ended the 10th instant: 31 patients were discharged during 
the week ; 3 died; and 220 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 over 
the number in hospital on Saturday the 17th instant. : 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 21, being 
3 over the number for the preceding week, but 6 under the average for the 43rd week 
of the last ten years: the 21 deaths comprise 15 from bronchitis and 4 from pneumonia 
or inflammation of the lungs.

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VI1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 27'0 per 1,000 : the rate 
in the city was 30'6 (83'9 on the North side, and 27°77 on the South), and in the Suburbs 18°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
37 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 4°5 (54 in the North City Districts, and 3'7 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 20 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 
457 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from scarlatina and 3 from enteric 
fever. The 12 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from diseases of the circulatory system and 
2 from phthisis. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 
239 per 1,000. They comprise 5 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from scarlatina, 1 from ill- 
defined fever, and 1 from diarrhwa. Diseases cf the respiratory system caused 2 deaths, phthisis

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (22) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
397 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough and 
1 from enteric fever. Three deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system and 2 by 
convulsions, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 360 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 3 deaths, of which 2 were from scarlatina and 1 from erysipelas. 
The 15 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 3 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, and 6 from phthisis. — 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (25) represent an annual rate of 38'5 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, including 3 from scarlatina. Diseases of the 
respiratory system caused 4 deaths, phthisis 2, convulsions 2, and diseases of the brain and nervous 


system (exclusive of convulsions) 5. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 141 per

The Registrar's District of Belfast, No. 1, is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel opposite Queen’s- 
square, through the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street Mill-street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, 
Winetavern-street, North-street, Carrick-hill, Donegall-street, York-street, York-road and Carrickfergus-road, to the northern 
boundary of Skegoneill Townland, and thence to the Victoria Channel and through the centre of same to starting point. 

Belfast, No. 2, Districtis bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road ; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, 01d Lodge-road, Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No.8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Waiton-street, Louisa-street, 
and Old Park-road, to the Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, along same toa point where the Water Commissioners’ lands

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MeEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 24th October, 1896 :— 

“The most noteworthy feature in the weather of this week was its extreme coldness, considering 
the time of year. Atmospheric pressure was very unstable, and falls of cold rain or sleet and snow 
occurred in most districts from time to time. The rainfalls on the Continent were especially heavy 
and frequent, so that serious floods were produced in Italy, France, Germany, and Switzerland. 
During Sunday an irregular area of low pressure travelled southwards across Great Britain. It 
caused squally N.W. to N. winds in Scotland and Ireland, and cold rain or showers in all districts, 
Hail fell at several stations, and thunder and lightning were reported along the English coasts, By 
8a.m. of Monday the depression-centre had reached the Bristol Channel, whence it travelled to- 
wards E.N.E. across England, passing out to sea near Yarmouth on Tuesday morning. A sub- 
sidiary disturbance in the 8S. came in on Tuesday afternoon, when rain again fell copiously in Dublin. 
On Thursday morning a trough of low pressure stretched southwestward from Lapland to the 
Bay of Biscay. It contained three minima, and caused thunder and hail showers over the Irish Sea 
and the English Channel. Sharp night frosts now set in at the Scotch, Irish and central English 
stations—the sheltered thermometer falling on Thursday night to 25° at Nairn and Parsonstown ; 29° 
at Wick, Loughborough, and Ardrossan ; 30° at Leith, Shields andin Dublin. On Friday a new dis- 
turbance encroached upon Ireland from the Atlantic, temperature rose for a while and the wind 
backed to W. and freshened with rain or passing showers. Sleetand hail fellon Saturday. In Dub- 
lin the mean height of the barometer was 29°547 inches, pressure varying from 30°014 inches at 9 a.m. 
of Friday (wind, W.N.W.) to 29140 inches at 11 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W. by S.). The corrected 
mean temperature was 415°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 406%. On Monday 
the screened thermometers rose to 497°, on Friday they fell to 301°. The rainfall was ‘879 inch on 
five days, 338 inch being measured on Tuesday. Northerly winds prevailed.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Oifice, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°554 inches. The highest reading (30-026) was on 
Friday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29:219) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 40°5°, being 6°0° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Monday, when the thermometer registered 499°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 27:2°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 40:0° and 
of the Wet Bulb 38°1°. The mean humidity of the air was -86, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 18°5 
hours. The rainfall measured °620 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 42:1°, the maximum 52:0°, 
and the minimum 33°9°; at Glasgow the maximum was 52°5%, the minimum 24:8°, and 
the mean 41°9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 46:0°, the minimum 28°9°, and the 
mean 40°1°, ‘he rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°41 in.; at Glasgow 1°76 ins. ; 
and at Edinburgh 1°64 ins.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°1 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in seven of 
the districts to 12°1 in Newry; the 5 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 1 from scarlatina and 2 from whooping-cough. Among the 114 deaths 
from all causes registered in Belfast are 2 from measles, 3 from ‘scarlatina, 3 from 
whooping-cough, 8 from enteric fever, and 4 from diarrhea; the 29 deaths in Cork 
comprise 1 from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhea; and the 21 deaths in Limerick 
comprise 1 from scarlatina and | from diarrhea.

in the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 188—112 boys and 76 girls; and the deaths to 159—62 males and 97 females. 

The deaths, which are 27 under the average number for the corresponding week of

of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 22°7 per 1,000.

The cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital amounted to 45, being 5 over the ad- 
missions for the preceding week: 24 patients were discharged during the week; one 
died ; and 240 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 20 over the number 
in hospital on Saturday the 24th ultimo. 

Six cases of measles were admitted to hospital against two for the preceding week: 
11 cases of the disease remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 over the 
number in hospital on the preceding Saturday. 

Thirty deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 9 over 
the number for the preceding week, but 3 under the average for the 44th week of the 
last ten years: they comprise 18 from bronchitis and 11 from pneumonia or inflamma- 
tion of the lungs. ries .

The deaths of 5 children (all infants under one year old) were ascribed to convulsions, 

Six deaths were caused by apoplexy, 8 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions) and 17 by diseases of the circulatory system.

Forty-sight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 


other public institutions; of this number 6 took place in the North Dublin Union 


Workhouse and 9 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed.

As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 22°7 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 26'2 (277 on the North side, and 24’8 on the South), and in the Suburbs 14. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1'5 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 19 (2°2 in the North City Districts, and 1°6 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City: District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 
22°8 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases (1 from scarlatina and 1 from enteric fever) 
and 2 from diseases of the respiratory system. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 
23'9 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from scarlatina.. The 17 deaths 
from other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis.

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METEOROLOGY, 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.mer.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 31st October, 1896 :— 
. “A continuance of cold, unsettled, showery weather has to be recorded. The rainfall in the Dublin 
district, although frequent, was not heavy except on Thursday when a succession of thunder and 
hail-storms passed over the metropolis and its neighbourhood. On the Continent downpours of rain 
again occurred, as much as 3'08 inches of rain being measured at Biarritz on Thursday morning. Dur- 
ing the first three days irregular areas of low atmospheric pressure lay over Great Britain and the 
North Sea, Thunderstorms and hail-showers were very prevalent at coast stations, especially in the 
English Channel, while sharp night frosts were felt at inland stations both in Great Britain and in 
Treland, On Sunday a minimum of 19° was recorded in the sereen at Nairn, in Scotland. On 
Wednesday the barometer gave way generally, and a deep depression travelled rapidly in a north- 
easterly direction from the S.W. of Spain towards Central Europe. At 8 a.m. of Thursday the centre 
of this disturbance had reached Wiesbaden. At the same time another depression formed off the 
mouth of the English Channel, causing a succession of thunder and hail storms in the vicinity of 
Dublin on Thursday evening. Friday proved fine, but cold, rainy, dull weather prevailed on Satur- 
day, when a depression was found over England. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 
29°699 inches, pressure ranging from 29°250 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.) to 29°911 inches at 
9a.m. of Friday (wind, N.E.). The corrected mean temperature was as low as 39'4.. The mean dry 
bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 384°, On Tuesday the screened thermometers rose to 47°0°, on 
Wednesday they fell to 306°. The rainfall was ‘602 inch on seven days, ‘417 inch being measured on 
Thursday. The prevalent winds were N.W.and N. Hail and sleet fell on Thursday, when also 
thunder and lightning occurred. The air was foggy on Wednesday and Thursday.” 


At the Observatory ofthe Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29-703 inches. The highest reading (29°909) was on 
Friday at 9 p.m., wind N., and the lowest (29°242) on Sunday at 9 4.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 38-3°, being 7:5° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Tuesday, when the thermometer registered 47:4°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 283°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 38°0° and 
of the Wet Bulb 364°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 17:9 
hours.. The rainfall measured °985 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 41-6°, the maximum 51°19, 
and the minimum 31°5°; at Glasgow the maximum was 48°9%, the minimum 28-3°, and 
the mean 39°69: and at Edinburgh the maximum was 47°6°, the minimum 28°8°, and the 
mean 39°3°, ‘he rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:21 in.; at Glasgow 0°32 in.; 
and at Edinburgh 0°51 in.* .

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 20°2}, was equal to an average annual death-rate of 20°6 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20°3 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 22°1, and for Edinburgh 15:0.

_ The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 23'6 per 1,000 of their aggregate

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°9 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-U in seven of 
the districts to 8°8 in Drogheda; the 5 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 2 from measles. Among the 134 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are & from measles, 4 from scarlatina, 2 from whooping-cough, 2 from diph- 
theria, 2 from enteric fever, and 4 from diarrhea; of the 35 deaths in Cork 1 was 
from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhea; the 16 deaths in Londonderry comprise 2 
from scarlatina and | from diphtheria ; two of the 4 deaths in Newry were from whoop- 
ing-cough; and the 4 deaths in Lisburn comprise 1 from enteric fever and 1 from 
diarrhea,

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 195—101 boys and 94 girls; and the deaths to 172—78 males and 94 females. 

The deaths, which are equal to the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 25°7 in every 1,000 
of the population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 25:1 per 1,000. During 
the first forty-five weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24°0, and was 
2°9 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 21, being 
3 over the number for the preceding week, but 2 urder the average for the forty-fifth 
week of the last ten years: the 21 deaths comprise one from chicken-pox, 5 from scarlet 
fever (scarlatina), 3 from whooping-cough, 7 from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhcea, one 
from erysipelas, &e. 

The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had risen 
from 17 for the week ended the 24th ultimo to 21 for the fcllowing week, fell to 15 
last week: 16 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 115 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. 

Sixty-seven cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during last week, against 
45 for the preceding week and 40 for the week ended the 24th ultimo: 30 patients 
were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 275 remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being 35 over the number in hospital on the preceding Saturday. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 21 for the week 
ended the 24th ultimo to 30 for the following week, further rose last week to 43, or 8 
over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 43 deaths com- 
prise 29 from bronchitis, 10 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 2 from 
croup.

The deaths of 8 children under 5 years of age (including 7 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 10 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 14 by diseases of the circulatory system.

Four accidental deaths were registered, including those of 2 children from burns, 
caused by their clothes taking fire. 7 | 

In 10 stances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness ; these cases comprise the deaths of 4 infants under 
one year old and the deaths of 3 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Forty-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (24 being infants under 1 year, of whom 6 were under 1 month old) 
and 47 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 24 persons aged 70 and upwards, 


of whom 9 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 90 
years, 
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Fifty-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 13 “took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 12 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the Hecessad were admitted, and the annual death- rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL1.} 


As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 25'1 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 27°2 (285 on the North side, and 260 on the South), and in the Suburbs 19°9. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2°4 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2°38 (3'l in the North City Districts, and 2'4 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1'5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 
114 per 1,000. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 
250 per 1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from chicken pox, 1 from 
scarlatina, and 3 from enteric fever. ‘The 15 deaths from other causes comprise 6 from bronchitis, 
2 from pneumonia, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
36°1 per 1,000. One death from whooping-cough constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. 
Among the 19 deaths from other causes are 5 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 4 from 
phthisis. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 38'°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from scarlatina, 1 from enteric fever, and 
1 from erysipelas. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by diseases of the circulatory system, 
2 by phthisis, 2 by mesenteric disease, and 3 by diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (17) represent anannual rate of 262 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—l from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhea. 
The 15 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 33°7 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from scarlatina and 1 from whooping-cough. 
Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 1 by pneumonia, 1 by croup, and 2 by phthisis. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 275 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is lfrom whooping-cough. The 20 deaths 
from other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. 3 from 
mesenteric disease, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 20°4 per 1,000. Scarlatina caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. Among the 13 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, 1 from croup, and 2 from 
phthisis, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 97; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 35°83; Rathmines, 13°3; Donnybrook, 
22°9 ; Blackrock, 43°7 ; and Kingstown, 19°6.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.mxt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 7th November, 1896 :— 

“Cold but fine weather prevailed until Saturday, which was adull, damp, rainy day. At the 
beginning of the period an anticyclone advanced over Scotland and Ireland from the Atlantic, while 
various areas of relatively low pressure were found over Scandinavia and Central Europe, having 
a general trend towards 8.E. Northerly winds with fine, but at times cloudy, weather held in Ire- 
land, while rain fell in the E.and 8.E. of England. On Tuesday a rather deep depression (29'4 inches 
and less) travelled southwards across Central Europe from the Baltic. In its rear the weather 
became very cold owing to a snow-covering in Scandinavia. A ridge of high pressure now de- 
veloped over Ireland, England and Germany, so that on Thursday morning the barometer read 30°63 
inches at Berlin, 30°61 inches at York, and 30°58 inches at Loughborough, Liverpool and Dublin. 
Calms, fogs, and very sharp night-frosts accompanied the high pressure. On Thursday night the 
screened thermometer sank to 23° at York, Loughborough and Parsonstown, 25° at Cambridge and 
96° in Dublin. On Friday morning a vast depression was moving eastward across the North of 
Norway and spreading southwards at the same time. At 8 am. the barometer varied from 28 82 
inches at Bodé in Norway to 30°52 at Berlin. Strong W.and S8.W. winds accordingly set in, with 
clouds, rain, and a quickly rising temperature. Saturday was a very dull, damp day in Dublin, 
the change from the almost cloudless skies of the frost period being very marked. The mean height 
of the barometer was 30194 inches, the range being from 30582 inches at 9a.m. of Thursday (wind, 
W.) to 29775 inches at 2 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.N.W.). The mean temperature was 391°. The 
mean dry bulb temperature at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 37'8°. On Friday the screened thermometers 
sank to 262°, on Saturday they rose to 505°. The prevalent winds were W.N.W. and W. Rain fell 
on 2 days to the amount of ‘290 inch, ‘170 inch being registered on Saturday. A solar halo was 
seen on Wednesday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Pheenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30°187 inches. ‘The highest reading (30°577) was on 
Thursday at 9 a.M., air calm, and the lowest (29'802) on Saturday at 9Pp.m., wind N.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 38°3°, being 6°7° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Thursday, when the thermometer registered 50°8°, and was also lowest the same day, the 
mercury having fallen to 20:0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 36°7° and 
of the Wet Bulb 35°6°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘90, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 20°3 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °425 inch. 

At Greenwich the méan temperature for the week was 40:0°, the maximum 48°39, 
and the minimum 27°4°; at Glasgow the maximum was 51:0°, the minimum 22°09, and 
the mean 39°2°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 46:°2°, the minimum 28°02, and the 
mean 40°1°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°42 in,; at Glasgow 0°20 in. ; 
and at Edinburgh 0°17 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2:5 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-U in eight of 
the districts to 91 in Lurgan; the 5 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 2 from diarrhea. Among the 124 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 3 from measles, 5 from scarlatina, 6 from whooping-cough, 2 from simple 
continued fever, 3 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea; and the 14 deaths in 
Londonderry eomprise 1 from scarlatina and 3 from diarrhea,

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted # 
to 170—70 boys and 100 girls; and the deaths to 190—80 males and 110 females. 





The deaths, which are 13 over the average number for the corresponding week of — 


the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 28°3 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 12) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 26-5 per 1,000. During 
the first forty-six weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24-0, and was 
2-9 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 19, being 


equal to the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 2 urder the — 


number for the week ended the 7th instant: the 19 deaths for last week comprise 5 
from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 2 from influenza and its complications, 4 from whooping- 
cough, one from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, one from diarrhea, one from 
erysipelas, &e. : 

Twenty cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, being 5 
over the admissions for the preceding week, but one under the number for the week ended 
the 31st ultimo: 19 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; and 116 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being one over the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. 

There has been a further increase in the number of cases of scarlatina admitted to 
hospital, the admissions for last week amounting to 83, against 67 for the preceding 
week and 45 for the week ended the 31st ultimo: 54 patients were discharged during 
the week; 2 died; and 302 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 27 over 
the number in hospital on Saturday the 7th instant. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered. is 38, being 
equal to the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 5 under the 
number for the week ended the 7th instant: the 38 deaths comprise 24 from bronchitis 
and 12 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 9 children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under one year — . 


old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Ten deaths were caused by apoplexy, 7 by other diséases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 11 by diseases of the circulatory system.

Deaths in City of Dublin, and some Suburbs. TAT 


Seventy of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions ; of this number 17 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 19 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 265 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 30°9 (80°8 on the North side, and 30°9 on the South), and in the Suburbs 16°. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
19 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1°9 (31 in the North City Districts, and.0°8 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 20 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 
171 per 1,000. One death from diarrhea constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 
$10 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from enteric fever. The 23 
deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 5 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. : 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
32'5 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from each of the following— 
Scarlatina, whooping-cough, and enteric fever. Phthisis caused 3 deaths and convulsions a like 
number. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 380 per 
1,000. ‘Two were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from scarlatina and 1 from whooping-cough. 
Among the 17 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis and 4 from phthisis. 


No,1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 27°7 per 
1,000. Among them are 4from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from scarlatina,2 from influenza, and 1 from 


erysipelas. The 14 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 25°3 per 
1,000. Two were caused by diseases of the respiratory system, 3 by phthisis, and 2 by diseases of 
the brain and nervous system, but no deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (29) are equal to an annual rate of 37°9 per 
1,000. ‘they comprise 1 from meningitis, 7 from bronchitis, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, 
and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 291 per 1,000. Whooping-cough caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic 
disease were recorded. Among the 19 deaths from other causes are 5 from bronchitis, 2 from 
diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


_ Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No.'1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 97; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 0°0 ; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 19°0.; Donnybrook, 
16°7 ; Blackrock, 14°6 ; and Kingstown, 22'4. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 2 from scarlatina and 1 from diphtheria for Donnybrook, and 1 from whooping- 
cough for Kingstown. Among the 10 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 2 from 
diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system ; and the 
8 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from cancer.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.z.mxt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 14th November, 1896 :— 
“The earlier part of this week was fine, but cold with moderate northerly to westerly winds. A 
complete reversal of the conditions of distribution of atmospheric pressure over Western Europe 
took place as the period advanced. At first the barometer stood high in Ireland, where the gradients 
were moderate for northerly winds. Between Monday and Thursday an anticyclone moved slowly 
south-eastward from this country to Central France, the fall of the barometer in the W. and N.W. 
substituting southerly for northerly winds in the British Islands.. On Friday morning a large 
V.-shaped depression extended from the Hebrides to the Land’s End, and on Saturday a still more 
important and deeper system of low pressure passed across Ireland in a north-easterly direction, 
causing squally S. to W. winds and heavy rains or passing showers. Scandinavia, and the extreme 
North of Europe generally, experienced very intense cold for the time of year. This was due to the 
fact that a good deal of snow lay on the ground in those regions. At Haparanda, on the Gulf of 
Bothnia, the minimal temperatures were daily below zero, namely, —5° (?), —8°, —4°, —89, —8°, —92, 
and —11° respectively. At Karlstad in the south of Sweden the thermometer read + 5° at 8 a.m. of 
Friday. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29'991 inches, pressure ranging from 30°414 
inches at 9a.m. of Monday (wind, W.N.W.) to 29°157 inches at 2.30 p.m. of Saturday (wind, S.W.). 
The mean temperature was 43'7°, or 46° above that of the previous week. The mean dry bulb read- 
ing at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 43°09. On Monday the screened thermometers fell to 299°, on Friday 
they rose to 52°8°. The rainfall was ‘221 inch on 2 days, ‘190 inch being measured on Saturday. The 
prevailing winds were first N.W., then 8. to W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otfice, Pheenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°990 inches. The highest reading (30°422) was on 
Monday at 9 a.m., wind N.N.W., and the lowest (29°243) on Saturday at 9p.m., wind W. — 

The mean temperature for the week was 42°4°, being 1°79 below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Wednesday and Friday, when the thermometer registered 51°89, and was lowest on 
Monday, the mercury having fallen to 24°8°. ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week 
was 42°3° and of the Wet Bulb 40°29. The mean humidity of the air was 83, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week 
was 210 hours. ‘The rainfall measured *200 inch. | 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 42°19, the maximum 50°99, 
and the minimum 30°8°; at Glasgow the maximum was 52°8%, the minimum 23°99, and 
the mean 43-99; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 51°9°, the minimum 30:0°, and the 
mean 43°4°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°56 in.; at Glasgow 0°30 in. ; 
and at Edinburgh 0°15 in.* ;

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 19:9}, was equal to an average annual death-rate of 21°3 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 21:1 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 23°5, and for Edinburgh 18:4.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°1 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in eleven of 
the districts to 4:0 in Newry; the 7 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising one from whooping-cough. Among the 135 deaths from all causes regis- 
tered in Belfast are 3 from measles, 3 from scarlatina, 1 from diphtheria, 4 from 
enteric fever, and 4 from diarrhea; and the 37 deaths in Cork comprise 1 from 
whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea.

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DuBLIn AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 201—105 boys and 96 girls; and the deaths to 198-93 males and 105 females. 3 

The deaths, which are 21 over the average number for the corresponding week of — 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 29-5 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 28°6 per 1,000. During 


_ the first forty-seven weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24°2, and was 


2°7 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

Twenty-two deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being one 
in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 3 over 
the number for the week ended the 14th instant: they comprise 7 from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), one from typhus, 2 from influenza and its complications, 3 from whooping- 
cough, one from ill-defined fever, one from enteric fever, 3 fron diarrhrea, one from 
erysipelas, &e. : ; 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during last week is 18, 
being 2 under the admissions for the preceding week, and 3 over the number for the 
week ended the 7th instant: 30 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; 
2 died; and 102 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 14 under the number 
in hospital on Saturday the 14th instant. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had risen from 
45 for the week ended the 31st ultimo to 67 for the following week and 83 for the week 
ended the 14th instant, fell to 46 last week: 39 patients were discharged during the 
week; 6 died; and 303 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being one over 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for last week include also 6 cases of typhus and 12 of measles: 
6 cases of the former and 26 of the latter disease remained under treatment in 
hospital on Saturday last. During the preceding week no cases of typhus and but 5 
of measles were received. . 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had fallen from 43 for the 
week ended the 7th instant to 38 for the following week, rose last week to 55, ar 17 
over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 55 deaths com- 
prise 31 from bronchitis and 18 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 8 children under 5 years of age (including 7 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 4 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 18 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 28 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 6. 

Six accidental deaths and one case of homicide were registered, 

In 13 instanees the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 10 children under 
5 years of age including 9 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 3 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards. 
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Fifty-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (25 being infants under 1 year, of whom 9 were under 1 month old) 
and 5! were aged 60 years and upwards, including 28 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 7 were octogenarians, and 2 (a man and a woman) were stated to have been 
aged 96 and 91 years respectively. 

Sixty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
ublic institutions; of this number 11 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
ouse and 19 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District caleulated on 

_ the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VI1.] 


_ As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 286 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 33'2 (29°0 on the North side, and 37'0 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°9, 


_ The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
_ 24per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2°6 (277 in the North City Districts, and 2-4 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 2°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—_The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 

257 per 1,000. Scarlatina caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 

- recorded. The 8 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from diseases of the respiratory system and 
_ 8from phithisis. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 

_ 310 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from searlatina and 1 from enteric 

fever. Five deaths were caused by. diseases of the respiratory system, 3 by diseases of the 
circulatory system, 4 by phthisis, and 3 by diseases of the brain and nervous system, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual rate of 

325 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from scarlatina, but none from any other. zymotie disease, 

_ Among the 16 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 3 from phthisis, 
and 3 from convulsions. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place),—The deaths (12) represent an annual rate of 24°0 per 
1,000. One death was caused by scarlatina, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded, The 11 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2 from 
diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from phthisis, 


No,1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (28) represent anannual rate of 43'1 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz., 1 from each of the following :—Scarlatina, 
typhus, influenza, and diarrhceea. Bronchitis caused 9 deaths, pneumonia 4, and cancer 3, 


No. 2 South City District (High-street)—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 309 per 
1,000. Three deaths were caused by phihisis, but no deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (31) are equal to an annual rate of 406 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from scarlatina, The 28 deaths from 
other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 3 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, and 5 from phithisis. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 30°6 per 1,000. Whooping-cough caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotie 
disease were recorded. Among the 19 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 4 from 

_ pneumonia, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from phthisis, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 49; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 72; Rathmines, 209; Donnybrook, 
167 ; Blackrock, 14°6 ; and Kingstown, 30°8. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from influenza for Rathmines, 1 from diarrhea for Donnybrook, 1 from diarrhea 
for Blackrock, and 1 from each of the following diseases :—whooping-cough, ill-defined fever, and 
erysipelas, for Kingstown. The 11 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines comprise 2 from 
bronchitis and 3 from phthisis ; among the 8 deaths for Donnybrook are 2 from bronchitis and 2 from 
diseases of the circulatory system ; and the 11 deaths for Kingstown comprise 3 from diseases of the 


respiratory system.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE V1.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.x.met.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 21st November, 1896 :_— 
“Although changeable, the weather of this week was generally favourable, and no extremes were 
recorded. On Sunday cyclonic conditions prevailed. A depression in which the barometer read 
29°20 inches or less lay off the Norfolk coast at 8 a.m., while another and deeper low pressure system 
(29°00 inches and less) was found over the N.W. of Scotland, travelling south-eastwards. N.W.toN. 
winds of considerable strength blew in Ireland, where also rain fell in the forenoon. By 8 a.m. of 
Monday the Scottish centre of low pressure had reached Normandy, and the barometer had risen in 
all parts of the British Isles; with improving weather. On Tuesday morning a tongue of relatively 
high atmospheric pressure stretched south-westward from the 8S. of Sweden to the S.E. of Ireland. 
Frost prevailed in Dublin, as well as fog. A complex depression quickly came in from the Atlantic 
as the day advanced, and rain fell at night, the thermometer rising to 52'8° in Dublin, with S.W. to 
W. winds. The remainder of the week was chiefly fine, but not settled. During Friday and Satur- 
day an anticyclone spread over the British Islands from 8.W., and temperature became high for the 
time of year with a good deal of cloud and but little rain. In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer was 30°002 inches, pressure ranging between 29°338 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W. 
by N.), and 30461 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.S.W.). The mean temperature was 44°5°, 
The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 43°7°. On Tuesday the screened ther- 
mometers sank to 320°, on Wednesday they rose to 52°8°. Rain fell on three days to the amount 
of °132 inch, ‘079 inch being registered on Tuesday. There was a moderate gale on Sunday. Some 
fog prevailed on Monday and Tuesday. A lunar corona was seen on Wednesday and a lunar halo on 
Thursday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otfice, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29:997 inches. The highest reading (30°441) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind W.S.W., and the lowest (29-334) on Sunday at 9 a.M., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 42°6°, being 2-8° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Tuesday, when the thermometer registered 52°8°, and was also lowest on the same 
day, the mercury having fallen to 25°1°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week 
was 42°6° and of the Wet Bulb 41-0°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘87, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the weck 
was 188 hours. The rainfall measured ‘150 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 42°79, the maximum 49°49, 
and the minimum 334°; at Glasgow the maximum was 51°3°%, the minimum 31:0°, and 
the mean 43-4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 50°0°, the minimum 29°9°, and the 
mean 41:9°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°18 in.; at Glasgow 0°82 in, : 
and at Edinburgh 0°16 in.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 18°8)}, was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19°3 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20°3 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 21:6, and for Edinburgh 16:4.

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The deaths, which are 30 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 31°6 In every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 31:0 per 1,000. During 


the forty-eight’ weeks of the current year, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate. 


averaged 24°3, and was 2:6 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten

Twenty-four deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 2 
over the number for the preceding week and 3 in excess of the average for the 48th 
week of the last ten years: they comprise one from measles, 5 from scarlet fever (scar- 
latina), one from influenza, 7 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, one (in the 
Richmond District Lunatic Asylum) from beri-beri, 5 fron diarrhea, &c. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during last week is il, 
being 7 under the admissions for the preceding week, and 9 under the number for the 
week ended the 14th November: 22 enteric fever patients were discharged during the 
week ; one died; and 90 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 12 under the 
number in hospital on the preceding Saturday. 

Fifty-four cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, being 8 over the admissions 
for the preceding week, but 29 under the number for the week ended the 14th 
November: 39 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 317* remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 14 over the number in hospital at the close 
of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of measles admitted to hospital is 13, being 5 under the admis- 
sions for the preceding week, but 8 over the number for the week ended the 14th 
November : 32 cases of measles remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

The hospital admis-ions for the week do not include any case of typhus, 6 cases of 
which disease were admitted during the preceding week. 

The deaths from diseases of the respiratory system amount to 58, being 3 over the 
number for the preceding week, and 14 over the average for the 48th week of the last 
ten years: they comprise 30 from bronchitis and 18 from pneumonia or inflammation 
of the lungs.

The deaths of 11 children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 13 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 17 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 15 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, and 
cancer 5. 

Six accidental deaths were registered, including those of two children caused by 
their clothes catching fire. ‘ P 

In 15 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 


attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 11 children under — 


5 years of age (including 9 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 4 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards.

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Sixty-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (40 being infants under 1 year, of whom 22 were under 1 month old) 
and 61 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 33 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 10 were octogenarians, and 3 (women) were stated to have been aged 90, 90, 
and 98 years respectively. 

Seventy of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 27 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 9 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII] 


As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 31°0 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 3a'l (39°7 on the North side, and 30°9 on the South), and in the Suburbs 21°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
3'0 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 30 (2°7 in the North City Districts, and 33 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 30 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 
28°6 per 1,000. Measles caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 


The 9 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from diseases of the respiratory system and 3 from 


diseases of the circulatory system. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (35) are equal to an annual rate of 
41°7 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic. diseases, viz.:—l. from scarlatina and 1 from 
diarrhoea, Four deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by diseases of the circulatory system, 6 by 
phthisis, 3 by convulsions, and 6 by diseases of the brain and :nervous system, exclusive of 
convulsions.

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (22) represent an annual rate of 44°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from scarlatina, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. Three deaths were caused by bronchitis, 3 by pneumonia, 3 by diseases of the circulatory 
system, 2 by phthisis, and 3 by convulsions. 


No,1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (24) represent an annual rate of 369 per 
1,000. The deaths from zymotic diseases consist of 2 from whooping-cough. Among the 22 deaths 
from other causes are 7 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, and 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 30°9 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from diarrhea. Phthisis caused 2 deaths. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (28) are equal to an annual rate of 366 per 
1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric 
fever,and lfrom diarrhcea. The 23 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis and 3 from 
pheumonia, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 18°9 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from whooping-cough. 
Four deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system and 3 by diseases of the brain and 
nervous system. 


Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 24°3 per 1,000. inhabitants; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 00; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 266; Donnybrook, 
22°9 ; Blackrock, 291 ; and Kingstown, 140. The deaths from zymotiec diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 2 from scarlatina for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District ; 1 from enteric 
fever and 2 from diarrhcea for Rathmines; and 1 from influenza and 1 from whooping-cough for 
Blackrock. Among the 14 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 3 from diseases of the 
respiratory system ; and the 11 deaths for Donnybrook comprise 3 from diseases of the respiratory 
System and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system.

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NETEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.x.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 28th November, 1896 :— 
“Anticyclonic weather was experienced throughout the greater part of this week. A broad band 

of high atmospheric pressure stretched across Central Hurope early in the period, and afterwards 

slowly drifted northwards in front of a succession of depressions which formed in the Mediterranean 

Basin and over the Peninsula. The distribution of pressure just described caused §,W. and W. winds 

and resultant high temperatures in Ireland, Scotland, and Scandinavia, E. and N.E. winds and much 

lower temperatures in Austria, Germany, France, and the S.H. and E. of England. On Sunday the 

thermometer in the screen rose to 54° in Dublin, 55° at Leith and Donaghadee, and 56° at Parsons- 

town, Aberdeen, and Nairn—even as far north as Christiansund in Norway (Lat. 63°) the maximum 
: on this day was 54°. Slight rain fell at various points in the British Isles between Monday and 

f Thursday, but the weather was generally dry although overcast, dull and misty or foggy. The 
ridge of high barometer gradually moved northward, so that easterly winds took the place of the 
westerly winds of the beginning, and the calms of the middle, of the week. With the easterly winds 
came a considerable reduction of temperature to the Continent and the southern half of the United 
Kingdom. On Friday the anticyclone showed a remarkable lessening of its intensity. Its centre was 
then found over Scotland, where the barometer began to rise while it continued to fall over France 
and the Bay of Biscay. Steep gradients for easterly winds were in this way formed, so that the 
wind freshened to a gale from EH. on Saturday with cold showers at exposed east coast stations. In 
Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°416 inches, pressure ranging from 30°613 inches at 
9 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, §.8.E.) to 30°004 inches at 9 a.m: of Saturday (wind, E.N.E.). The mean 
temperature was 464°. The mean dry -bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 45°6%. On Sun- 
day the screened thermometers rose to 540°, on Thursday they fell to 42°1°. Rain fell on two days 
to the amount of ‘021 inch, ‘012 inch being measured on Tuesday. The prevailing winds were W.S.W. 
and E.N.E.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Pheenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30°413 inches. The highest reading (30-620) was on 
Tuesday at 9 p.m., wind 8. W., and the lowest (30°005) on Saturday at 9 a.m., wind N.E. 
+ The mean temperature for the week was 45:0°, being 4:0° above the average for 

the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 

. Sunday, when the thermometer registered 57:0°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
f mercury having fallen to 37:8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 44°6° 
a and of the Wet Bulb 426°.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equaleto an annual rate of 2°4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in six of 
the districts to 5-0 in Waterford; the 8 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 1 from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhea. Among the 160 deaths from all 
causes registered in Belfast are 5 from measles, 5 from scarlatina, 3 from whooping- 
cough, 2 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 
In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 219—120 boys and 99 girls; and the deaths to 198—105 males and 93 females.

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The deaths, which are 9 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 29°5 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 28°8 per 1,000. During 
the forty-nine weeks of the current year, ending» with Saturday last, the death- 
rate averaged 24°4, and was 2°5 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the 
ten years 1886-95. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 22, being 
equal to the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 2 under the 
number for the week ended the 2¢th ultimo: the 22 deaths for last week comprise 4 
from scarlet fever (scarlatina), one from typhus, one from influenza, 7 from whooping- 
cough, 4 from enteric fever, 2 from erysipelas, &c. 

Thirteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during last week, being 2 
over the admissions for the preceding week, but 5 under the number for the week 
ended the 2ist ultimo: 19 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; 2 
died; and 82 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 8 under the number 
in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 52, being 2 under the 
admissions for the preceding week: 58 patients were discharged during the week; 5 
died; and 306* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being }1 under the 
number in hospital on Saturday the 28th ultimo. 

There were 25 cases of measles admitted to hospital, against 13 for the preceding 
week and 18 for the week ended the 2lst ultimo: 16 patients were discharged during 
the week, and 41 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 9 over the number 
in hospital on the preceding Saturday. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 55 for the week 
ended the 21st ultimo to 58 for the following week, fell last week to 48, but this 
number is 2 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: 
the 48 deaths comprise 29 from bronchitis, 12 from pneumonia or inflammation of the 
lungs, and 2 from croup.

The deaths of 15 children under 5 years of age (including 14 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 2 by epilepsy, 4 by other diseases of the 
brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 18 by diseases of the circula- 
tory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 28 deaths and mesenteric disease 3. 

Four accidental deaths and one case of suicide were registered. 

In 17 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 13 children under 
5 years of age G@ncluding il infants under one year old) and the deaths of 4 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards.

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Sixty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
§ years of age (41 being infants under | year, of whom 17 were under 1 month old) 
and 46 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 23 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 8 were octogenarians, and 2 (a man and a woman) were stated to have been 
aged 95 and 97 years respectively. 

Sixty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
ublic institutions; of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
1ouse, 8 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VI1.]} 


Aa already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 288 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 32°4 (29°4 on the North side, and 35°0 on the South), and in the Suburbs 20°4. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2'4 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3°0 (18 in the North City Districts, and 4'1 in the 
South),and for the Suburbs 1°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City: District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 
257 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from phthisis, 1 from bronchitis, and 1 from pneumonia, but no 
deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (22) are equal to an annual rate of 
262 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from scarlatina and 1 from 
erysipelas. Three deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, and 7 by phthisis. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (25) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
45°2 per 1,000. Two were trom zymotic diseases, viz. :—l from whooping-cough and 1 from enteric 
fever. The 23 deaths from other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, and 3 from 
convulsions, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place)._The deaths (10) represent an annual rate of 20°0 per 
1,000. Enteric fever caused 1-death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
Among the 9 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from 
phthisis, 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (20) represent anannual rate of 30°8 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz, :—1 from scarlatina and 2 from whooping-cough. 
Three deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, 2 by diseases of the circulatory system, 
and 2 by convulsions. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street)—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 365 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz., 1 from each of the following :—scarlatina, 
whooping-cough, and erysipelas. The 10 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis and 
2 from phthisis, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—_The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 301 per 
1,000. They comprise 5 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from influenza, 2 from whooping-cough, 
and 1 from enteric fever. Bronchitis caused 7 deaths, pneumonia 2, and diseases of the circulatory 
system 2, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street)._The deaths (30) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 437 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from typhus and 1 from 
whooping-cough. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, 3 by diseases of the 
circulatory system, 4 by phthisis, and 3 by convulsions, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 37°8 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 19°43 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 171; Donnybrook, 
292 ; Blackrock, 14°6 ; and Kingstown, 19°6. The deaths from zymotie diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from scarlatina for Palmerston, part of, and 1 from enteric fever for Donny- 
brook. Among the 9-deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 2 from diseases of the 
respiratory system and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system ; and the 14 deaths for Donnybrook 
eomprise 3 from diseases of the respiratory system and 5 from diseases of the circulatory system.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.2.mer.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 5th December, 1896 :_— 
“Early in this week the weather underwent a complete change in Western Europe, marked 
cyclonic conditions taking the place of the anticyclone which had prevailed throughout the previous 
week. Already on Sunday a depression had made its appearance in the Bay of Biscay, causing 
strong easterly winds in the English Channel and the South of England, witha very dry and search- 
ing air. By Monday morning the depression had retreated and the anticyclone stretched from 
Switzerland northwestwards to Scotland, the barometer standing above 304 inches over Belgium 
and the East of England. Very sharp frost prevailed in Great Britain—at 8 a.m. the shade- 
thermometer read only 20° at Loughborough and 23° at Oxford and Cambridge. In Ireland the wind 
was S.E.,and temperature ruled from 10° to 20° higher. A succession of very large and deep de- 
pressions now began to approach the S.W. of both Ireland and England from the Atlantic. The sky 
became densely clouded, temperature rose, and squally 8.E. and 8. winds set in accompanied by 
heavy falls of rain in all districts. At8a.m.of Friday the centre of a depression lay near the Scilly 
Isles, where the barometer was down to 28°69 inches. In the evening of this day the reading at 
Jersey was 28°32 inches. On Saturday pressure remained very low, but as gradients became less 
steep the gales died down. Bright aurora borealis was seen on Thursday evening in Scotland and 
Ireland. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 29'533 inches, or ‘883 inch below the mean 
for the previous week. The barometer rose to 30333 inches at 9 p.m. of Sunday (wind, BE), and 
fell to 28'822 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, calm). The corrected mean temperature was 42°6°. 
The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 422°. The sheltered thermometers fell to 
34°12 on Monday and rose to 51'8° on Thursday. The prevailing wind was 8.E. Rainfall amounted 
to 1220 inches on four days, ‘730 inch being registered on Friday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Pheenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°531 inches. The highest reading (30°335) was on 
Sunday at 9 p.m., wind S.E., and the lowest (28°827) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 40°9°, being 0°5° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Thursday, when the thermometer registered 51°1°, and was lowest on Monday, the 
mercury having fallen to 26:1°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 41:9° 
and of the Wet Bulb 39°49. The mean humidity of the air was ‘81, complete saturation 
being represented by~1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 14:7 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured 1:220 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 39:89, the maximum 51°39, 
and the minimum 26°5°; at Glasgow the maximum was 49'9°, the minimum 222°, and 
the mean 88 0°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 47'0°, the minimum 23 8°, and the 
mean 38°59. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°46 ins.; at Glasgow 0°75 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°70 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 3-1 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in ten of 
the districts to 5°3 in Belfast; the 158 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 10 from measles, 6 from scarlatina, 6 from whooping-cough, 1 from diph- 
theria, 4 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea. Among the 43 deaths in Cork are 
2 from whooping-cough.

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 195— 85 boys and 110 girls; and the deaths to 173--81 males and 92 females. 

- The deaths, which are 22 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 25°8 in every 1,000 
of the population ; omitting the death of one person admitted to hospital from without 
the district, the rate was 25-7 per 1,000. During the fifty weeks of the current year, 
ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 24:5, and was 2°5 under the 
mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1886-95. 

Twenty-three deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 
one over the number for the preceding week, and 2 in excess of the average for the 
50th week of the last ten years: they consist of 10 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), one 
from influenza, 4 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, 3 
from diarrhcea, and one fron erysipelas. - 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during last week is 6, 
being 7 under the admissions for the preceding week, and 5 under the number for 
the week ended the 28th ultimo: 21 enteric fever patients were discharged during the 
week; one died; and 66 remained under treatment on Saturday last; being 16 under 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 
54 for the week ended the 28th ultimo to 52 for the following week, declined to 34 last 
week: 46 patients were discharged during the week; 7 died; and 287* remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 19 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 
5th instant. 

The cases of measles admitted to hospital during last week amount7to 39, being 14 
in excess of the admissions for the preceding week and 26 over the number for the 
week ended the 28th ultimo: 13 patients were discharged during the week, and 67 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 26 over the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 39, being 
13 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 9 under the 
number for the week ended the 5th instant: the 39 deaths comprise 23 from bronchitis 
and 12 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs,

The deaths of 11 children under 5 years of age (including 9 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Iwo deaths were caused by epilepsy, 6 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 14 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption ‘caused 24 deaths, mesenteric disease 5, and 
cancer 3. 

Four accidental deaths and one case of suicide were registered. 

In 11 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 8 children under 
5 years of age, including 5 infants under one year old. Mas

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed.

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 25°7 per 1,000 ; the rate

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
3'1 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3'2 (2'2 in the North City Districts, and 4'1 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 3'0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 
22'8 per 1,000. Scarlatina caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. The 7 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 1 from pneumonia, and 2 from 
phthisis. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 
310 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from scarlatina, 1 from influenza, 
and 1 from diphtheria, Four deaths were caused by bronchitis, 5 by phthisis, and 2 by convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
28°9 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from diarrhoea. Among the

1,000. One death from erysipelas constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. The 8 deaths 
from other causes comprise 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No,1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 292 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from scarlatina and 1 from whooping-cough. 
Five deaths were caused by bronchitis, 3 by pneumonia, 3 by diseases of the circulatory system, and 
3 by phthisis. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 45°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic'diseases, viz.:—1 from scarlatina and 2 from whooping- 
cough. Bronchitis caused 5 deaths and diseases of the circulatory system 2. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 27°5 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from scarlatina and 1 from whooping-cough. 
Among the 19 deaths from other causes are 4 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 4 South Céty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 27°7 per 1,000. Three were caused by zymotic diseases, viz—1 by each of the following :— 
scarlatina, diphtheria, and enteric fever. The 16 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from diseases 
of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 from phthisis, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra,. No. 1, 146; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 00; Rathmines, 30°4; Donnybrook, 
14°6 ; Blackrock, 21°38 ; and Kingstown, 168. The deaths from zymotie diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from diarrhea for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1 District ; 1 from scarlatina for 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1; 1 from scarlatina and 1 from diarrhoea for Rathmines; and 1 from 
scarlatina and enteric fever, respectively, for Donnybrook. Among the 16 deaths from all causes 
tabulated for Rathmines are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from: diseases of the 
circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system ; and the 
6 deaths for Kingstown comprise 3 from phthisis.

METEOROLOGY, 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TaniE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.Mert.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 12th December, 1896 :— 

“The weather was very unsettled during the greater part of this week, and rain fell in large 
quantities—the downpour in the night of Tuesday the 8th, being particularly heavy on the east 
coast of Ireland near Dublin, On Sunday morning the centre of a large and deep depression lay at 
the entrance to the English Channel, the barometer reading only 28°46 inches in the Scilly Isles and 
28'49 inches at Brest. Light northerly winds blew over Ireland, where temperature was rather low. 
Monday was fine and bright, but cold in Dublin. In the afternoon a beautiful conjunction of the 
moon and the planet Venus was well seen in a cloudless sky. On Tuesday there was a complete 
change in the weather owing to the arrival off the West Coast of Ireland of a new area of low 
pressure. This was quickly followed by another depression, which moved up St. George’s Channel 
at night, producing the downpour of rain on the east coast of Ireland, of which mention is made 
above. In Dublin the measurement on Wednesday morning was 1°388 inches. The depression 


reached Anglesea at 8 a.m., but then changed its course and travelled eastwards across Central ° 


England to Holland. Thursday was a gloomy wet day, caused by another anda complex depression, 
in the wake of which came a bright day on Friday. This improvement was only temporary, for 
Saturday broke dull and wet with the barometer down half an inch from Friday’s reading. In the 
afternoon the wind shifted to N,W. and the sky cleared with a falling temperature. In Dublin the 
mean barometric pressure was 29'498 inches, pressure ranging between 28'784 inches at9 a.m. of Sun- 
day (wind, N,) and 29930 inches at 3 p.m. of Friday (wind, W.S.W.). The corrected mean temperature 
was 42°3°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 414°. On Sunday the screened 
thermometers fell to 332°, on Thursday they rose to 50°99, Rain fell on five days to the amount 
of 1°721 inches, 1388 inches being registered on Tuesday. The wind was very variable.” 


On the morning of the 6th instant the barometer at Kilkenny Castle stood at 28°38 inches, 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otlice, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29-509 inches. The highest reading (29:914) was on 
Friday at 9 A.m., wind W., and the lowest (28°788) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind N. 

The mean temperature for the week was 39°9°, being 0:2° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Tuesday, when the thermometer registered 52°3°, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 277°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 40°3° 
and of the Wet Bulb 38:79, The mean humidity of the air was 88, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 15°5 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured 1-700 inches. 3 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 43°8°, the maximum 49°89, 
and the minimum 33°6° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 47°2°, the minimum 34:0°, and 
the mean 41:2°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 47°7°, the minimum 330°, and the 
mean 410°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°39 in.; at Glasgow 1°38 ins.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°86 in.* :

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 172}, was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18:2 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 21:0 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 23:5, and for Edinburgh 21:1.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°5 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in ten of 
the districts to 8:1 in Newry; the 6 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 2 from whooping-cough. Among the 152 deaths from all causes registered 
in Belfast are 5 from measles, 2 from scarlatina, 5 from whooping-cough, | from enteric 
fever, and 3 from diarrhea; and the 41 deaths in Cork comprise one from each of the 
following—typhus, enteric fever, and diarrhea.

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 169— 80 boys and 89 girls; and the deaths to 183—91 males and 92 females. 

The deaths, which are 11 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 27°3 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (mumbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 26:4 per 1,000. During 
the fifty-one weeks of the current year, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate 
averaged 24°5, and was 2°5 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the 
ten years 1886-95. 

Twenty-five deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 
2 over the number for the preceding week, and 1 in excess of the average for the 
5lst week of the last ten years: the 25 deaths for last week comprise 5 from scarlet 
fever (scarlatina), one from typhus, one from influenza, 12 from whovping-cough, one 
from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, one fron erysipelas, &c. 

Seven cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during last week, being one 
over the admissions for the preceding week, but 6 below the number for the week 
ended the 5th instant: 10 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; one 
died; and 62 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 under the number 
in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 33, being one under the 
admissions for the preceding week: 58 patients were discharged during the week; 3 
died; and 259* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 28 under the number 
in hospital on Saturday the 12th instant. 

There were 44 cases of measles admitted to hospital, against 39 for the preceding 
week and 25 for the week ended the 5th instant : 25 patients were discharged during 
the week, and &6 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 19 over the number 
in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Fifty-four deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were regi:tered, being 10 
above the average for the corre-ponding week of the last ten years, and 15 over the 
number for the preceding week: the 54 deaths comprise 38 from bronchitis and 13 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, ;

The deaths of 10 children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, J1 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 9 by diseases of the circulatory system.

Four accidental deaths were registered. 

In 11 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 9 children (a!l 
infants under one year old), and the death of a person aged 64 years.

. Seventy-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (35 being infants under 1 year, of whom 10 were under 1 month 
old) and 36 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 17 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 4 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been 
aged 90 years, 

Fifty-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 7 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 14 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
_ the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VATS) 


As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 26'4 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 30°6 (25'4 on the North side, and 35'4 on the South), and in the Suburbs 16°. 


The deaths from the principal Zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
3 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 4:0 (09 in the North City Districts, and 69 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Bast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 
17'1 per 1,000, Influenza caused 1 death, and bronchitis 3. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 
203 per 1,000, Among them are 4 from bronchitis, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous 
system. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
343 per 1,000. One death from whooping-cough constitutes the mortality from zymotic diséase. 
The 18 deaths from other causes comprise 7 from bronchitis and 3 from phthisis, 


No. 3 North City District ( Blackhall-place).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of*30°0 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 2 deaths, including 1 from enteric fever. Of the remaining deaths 
2 were from diseases of the respiratory system, and 2 from convulsions. 


_ No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (26) represent an annual rate of 400 per 

1,000. They comprise 7 from iZymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from scarlatina, 1 from typhus, and 
5 from whooping-cough, Among the 19 deaths from other causes are 7 from bronchitis, 2 from 
pneumonia, and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 2 South City District ( High-street).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 42:2 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is1 from whooping-cough. Bronchitis 
Caused 7 deaths and phthisis 2, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 34:0 per 
1,000. Ten were from Zzymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from searlatina, 5 from whooping-cough, 1 from 
diphtheria, 1 from enteric fever, and 1 from erysipelas, Of the 16 deaths from other causes 3 were 
from bronchitis and 2 from pneumonia, 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 291 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory'!system 
and 3 from convulsions, but no deaths from any zymotie disease were recorded, 


_ Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VL) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 19th December, 1896: 

“ A change from the rainy weather of the preceding week to cold and dryness was observed early 
in this period. On Sunday, however, a considerable fall of rain occurred in connection with a deep 
depression which arrived off the south of Ireland in the afternoon and subsequently travelled east- 
ward to Central Germany where the centre was found on Tuesday morning, At 8 a.m. of Monday 
the barometer was as low as 28°91 inches at Dungeness in Kent. At both Valentia Island and Roche’s 
Point, Cork, more than an inch of rain fell between 8 a.m. of Sunday and the same hour on Monday. 
While this depression was passing, an anticyclone stretched southwestward across Scandinavia from 
Lapland, and this system ultimately caused a polar air current to pass over the British Islands. A 
number of shallow depressions formed over Great Britain and the North Sea on Wednesday, and 
with the coming of the N. wind temperature gave way and frost set in at many inland stations, On 
Thursday night the frost was severe in Central Ireland, Parsonstown reporting a minimum of 22°. 
Even in Dublin, the thermometer sank to 27°0° in the screen and to 241° on the grass, About mid- 
day of Friday light hail showers fell in this city. The weather remained dry and frosty to the close 
of the week, although an increase of cloud interfered with radiation to a great extent. At Parsons- 
town a minimum of 26° was recorded on Friday night. Mention should be made of an earthquake 
which occurred in England, Wales, and the East of Ireland at 5.33 a.m. (West European time) on 
Thursday ; also of a thunderstorm with rain and snow which passed over Liverpool in the early 
morning of the same day. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°700 inches, pressure 
ranging between 29'212 inches at 9 p.m. of Sunday (wind, S.E.) and 30°136 inches at 9 p.m, of Saturday 
(wind, N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 362°, The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. 
and 9 p.m. was 345°, On Sunday the screened thermometers rose to 44'8°, on Friday they fell to 270°, 
The rainfall was ‘272 inch on two days, ‘219 inch being measured on Sunday. The prevailing: wind 
was N.W.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Pheenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°706 inches. The highest reading (30°124) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind N.N.W., and the lowest (29°230) on Sunday at 9 p.m., wind E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 33°8°, being 5°4° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 43°9°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 21°7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 32°4° 
and of the Wet Bulb 316°. The mean humidity of the air was -90, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 11°35 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured :310 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 34:6°, the maximum 43°9°, 
and the minimum 26°9° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 44°8°, the minimum 21°1°, and 
the mean 33°8° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 42:0°, the minimum 29 0°, and the 
mean 34°39, ‘Ihe rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°39 in.; at Glasgow 0°03 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°61 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°6 per 1,000, the rates varying from U°0 in ten of 
the districts to 3°6 in Belfast; the 148 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 6 from measles, 3 from scarlatina, 3 from whooping-cough, 3 from 
diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea. Among the 41 deaths from all 
causes registered in Cork are 1 from typhus, 1 from whooping-cough, and 2 from 
enteric fever.

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In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 92—49 boys and 43 girls; and the deaths to 178—85 males and 93 females. 


The deaths, which are 35 under the average number for the corresponding week of 


the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 26°5 im every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 26-0 per 1,000. During 
the fifty-two weeks of the current year, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate 
averaged 24:5, and was 2:6 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the 
ten years 1886-95. ~ 

Twenty-seven deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 
2 over the number for the preceding week, and 4 in excess of the average for the 
52nd week of the last ten years: the 27 deaths comprise 2 from measles, 3 from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), 2 from influenza and its complications, 15 from whooping- 
cough, I from ill-defined fever, 1 (in the Richmond District Lunatic Asylum) from 
beri-beri; &c. 

There were only 3 cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week, 
against 7 for the preceding week: 14 enteric fever patients were discharged during the 
week; and 51 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 11 under the number 
in hospital on Saturday, the 19th instant. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 23, being 10 under the 
admissions for the preceding week: 58 patients were discharged during the week; 2 
died; and 222* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 37 under the number 
in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The cases of measles admitted to hospital during last week amounted to 36 against 
44 for the preceding week: 12 patients were discharged during the week. 4 died ; 
and 106 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 20 over the number in 
hospital on Saturday the 19th instant. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 52, being 
2 under the number for the preceding week and 3 below the average for the 52nd 


week of the last ten years: the 52 deaths comprise 37 from bronchitis and 13 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs,

Hight accidental deaths (including 5 by burns or scalds) were registered. 

In 10 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 6 children under 


5 years of age (including 4 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 2 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards.

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Sixty-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (30 being infants under | year, of whom 4 were under 1 month 
old) and 32 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 17 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 3 were octogenarians, and 2 (a man and woman) were stated to have 
been aged 90 and 94 years respectively. 

Fifty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 6 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 18 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 1 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VI1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 26'0 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 315 (263 on the North side, and 362 on the South), and in the Suburbs 13°0. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
3'0 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3°6 (0'9 in the North City Districts, and 6'1 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1'5 per 1,000. : 


No.1 North Ctiy District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 
20°0 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from beri-beri. Phthisis 
caused 2 deaths. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 
31°0 per 1,000. One death from scarlatina constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Among 
the 26 deaths from other causes are 5 from bronchitis, 5 from pneumonia, 6 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
325 per 1,000. Whooping-cough caused 1 death, but no death from any other zymotic disease was 
recorded. Of the remaining deaths, 5 were from bronchitis and 2 from mesenteric disease. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).-The deaths (8) represent an annual rate of 160 per 
1,000. Three were from diseases of the respiratory system. No deaths from any zymotic disease 
were recorded. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (85) represent anannual rate of 53'8 per 
1,000. They comprise 10 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from measles, 1 from influenza, and 
5 from whooping-cough. Among the 25 deaths from other causes are 11 from bronchitis, 3 from 
pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. 


No, 2 South City District (High-street)._The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 42:2 per 
1,000. Whooping-cough eaused 1 death, bronchitis 6, and diseases of the circulatory system 2. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 23°5 per 
1,000. The deaths from zymotic diseases consist of 1 from scarlatina and 3 from whooping-cough. 
The 14 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 3from diseases of the circulatory 
system, and 2 from phthisis. 


No, 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 306 per 1,000. Three were from whooping-cough, 2 from pneumonia, 3 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, and 3 from phthisis, We’

Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 97 per 1,000 inhabitants; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 00;

METEOROLOGY, 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Trish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.mer.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 26th December, 1896 -__ 

“ At first cold, and at times frosty and foggy, the weather finally became singularly open and warm 
for the time of year—on Saturday the thermometer rose to 67°6° in the shade, and the mean tem- 
perature of the day was 53'5°, or 13° above the average, At the beginning of the period an anti- 
cyclone lay over Sweden and Norway, whence it stretched southwestwards to Scotland and the 
northern half of both England and Ireland. Keen frost held in the central districts of the last named 
country—the thermometer falling to 16° in the screen at Parsonstown and to 27° even in the city of 
Dublin early on Sunday morning, In the afternoon a south-easterly breeze sprang up causing a brisk 
rise of temperature and a thaw. At 8 a.m, of Monday the thermometer read 38° at Parsonstown, or 
21° above its reading 24 hours previously. Tuesday was a gloomy, cold, wet day in Dublin owing to 
a depression over St, George’s Channel, As this system filled up and dispersed temperature again 
gave way, so that Wednesday was frosty throughout in Dublin, with a good deal of smoke fog until 
evening. A lunar halo at night heralded a complete change of weather. Depressions began to move 
northwards along over extreme western coasts, and their S.W. winds brought cirrus clouds, warmth, 
and some rain. Saturday, the 26th, was the warmest St. Stephen’s Day experienced for many years 
—in the afternoon the S8.W. wind freshened to a gale. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer 
was 30°058 inches, pressure ranging between 30'242 inches at 9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, W. by N.) 
and 29°716 inches at 2.30 p.m. of Thursday (wind, S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 40°59, 
as was also the mean dry bulb reading at9am.and9pm. On Sunday the screened thermometers 
fell to 27°0°, on Saturday they rose to 576°, The prevailing winds were first S.E., afterwards 8.W, 
Rain fell on four days to the amount of ‘278 inch, ‘092 inch being registered on Thursday,” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30:052 inches. The highest. reading (30235) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.M., air calm, and the lowest (29°792) on Thursday at 9 A.M., wind §.S.W, 

The mean temperature for the week was 38°9°, being 0°1° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on - 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 55°79, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 21:8°, The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 39:3° 
and of the Wet Bulb 37:4°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 9°8 

hours. The rainfall measured °470 in. | 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 37°7°, the maximum 51:5°, 
and the minimum 29°1° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 55'0°, the minimum 19°9°, and 
the mean 36-4° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 562°, the minimum 28°9°, and the 
mean 37°8°. ‘he rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°47 in. ; at Glasgow 0-95 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°75 in.*

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted — 
to 298—144 boys and 154 girls; and the deaths to 296—137 males and 159 females. 

The deaths, which are 83 over the average number for the last week of the pre- 
ceding ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 44:1 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public | 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 43-1 per 1,000. During ~ 
the fifty-three weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 24°9, and was — 
2-2 under the mean rate for the ten years 1886-95. | 

Forty-two deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 15 — 
over the number for the preceding week, and 19 above the average for the last week ~ 
of the ten years 1886-95: the 42 deaths comprise 1 from chicken-pox, 5 trom measles, 
1 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 1 from influenza, 23 from whooping-cough, 3 from 
enteric fever, 4 from diarrhea, &c. 

Eleven cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, against 
3 for the preceding week: 12 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week ; 
and 50 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 1 under the number in 
hospital on Saturday, the 26th ultimo. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 21, being 2 under the 
admissions for the preceding week: 49 patients were discharged during the week; 1 
died; and 193* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 29 under the number 
in hospital on Saturday the 26th ultimo. 

The cases of measles admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 44 for the week 
ended the 19th ultimo to 36 for the following week, rose last week to 99: 39 patients 
‘were discharged during the week; 4 died; and 162 remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being 56 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Seven cases of typhus were admitted to hospital during the week, and 14 patients 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. Tl 

Sixty-six deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 11 
in excess of the average for the last week of the ten years 1886-95, and 14 over the 
number for the week ended the 26th ultimo: the 66 deaths comprise 39 from bron- 
chitis and 20 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 17 children under 5 years of age (including 15 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Ten deaths were caused by apoplexy, 11 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 24 by diseases of the circulatory system. — 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 27 deaths, mesenteric disease 8, and 
cancer 3. 

Nine accidental deaths were registered. 

In 23 instances the cause of death was ‘“‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 16 children under 
5 years of age (including 13 infants under one year o!d) and the deaths of 5 persons’ 
aged 60 years and upwards. -a

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
54 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the c ity being 7°0 (40 in the North City Districts, and 98 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1'5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 
371 per 1,000. Two deaths from measles (both in the same house) constitute the mortality from 
' Zymotic disease. Bronchitis caused 4 deaths. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (36) are equal to an annual rate of 
42°9 per 1,000. The deaths from zymotic diseases comprise 1 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric 
fever, and 2 from diarrhea, Of the deaths from other causes 3 were from bronchitis, 2 from 
pneumonia, 4 from diseases of the circulatory system, 4 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (23) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
41°5 per 1,000. Among them are 8 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 3 from convulsions. No deaths from any zymotic 


disease were recorded. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (34) represent an annual rate of 68°0 per 
1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from scarlatina and 2 from whooping-cough 
Among the 31 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, 5 from pneumonia, 3 from diseases of 
the circulatory system, and 5 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. : 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (38) represent an annual rate of 58°5 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 12 deaths, including 3 from measles, 1 from influenza, and 5 from 
Wwhooping-cough. Of the 26 deaths from other causes, 6 were from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 
4 from phthisis, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 3 from convulsions, 


No. 2 South City District ( High-street).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 506 per 
1,000. The deaths from zymotic diseases consist of 1 from whooping-cough and 1 from diarrhea. 
Bronchitis caused 2 deaths, diseases of the circulatory system 3, phthisis 4, and convulsions 2, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (47) are equal to an annual rate of 615 per 
1,000. Twelve were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—11 from whooping-cough and 1 from enteric fever. 
The remaining deaths comprise 8 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 4 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 4 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (26) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 37°9 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from whooping-cough, 3 from diseases of the respiratory 
system, and 3 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 146; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 72; Rathmines, 22°8; Donnybrook, 
43°8 ; Blackrock, 0°0 ; and Kingstown, 392. The deaths from zymotiec diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from whooping-cough for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District; 1 from 
diarrheea and 1 from chicken-pox for Donnybrook; and 1 from enteric fever for Kingstown. 
Among the 12 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 2 from pneumonia and 5 from 
diseases of the brain and nervous system ; the 21 deaths for Donnybrook comprise 3 from diseases of 
the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 5 from phihisis, and 2 from 
convulsions ; and the 14 deaths from Kingstown comprise 2 from phthisis.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TaBie VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.mer.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 2nd J anuary, 1897 :— 

“Cyclonic conditions and steep gradients for §.W. and W. winds existed in Western Europe during 
this period, so that the weather was mild and open, indeed, but changeable, squally, and rainy, On 
Friday, however, a bright fine spell occurred as an area of high barometer moved eastwards across 
Ireland. At 8a.m. of Sunday North-Western Europe was covered by a large depression, near the 
centre of which the barometer was down to 28°67 inches at Bodo in Norway. A ridge of high 
atmospheric pressure at the same time stretched eastward across France and the South of Germany, 
in which districts the barometer exceeded 30°50 inches. Strong westerly winds blew everywhere 
north of latitude 50°, gales being felt on the Norwegian coasts. At night a subsidiary depression 
crossed Ireland causing a heavy rainfall. From Tuesday to Thursday inclusive steep gradients for 
S.W. winds held, and the weather was changeable, mild and at times rainy. The sky cleared at 
night on Thursday and New Year’s Day was cloudless throughout with a lower temperature. On 
Saturday, January 2nd, the wind backed again to 8., temperature rose, and clouds increased. In 
Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°056 inches, pressure ranging from 29°442 inches at 
6°30 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, S.W.) to 30°434 inches at 9p.m. of Friday (wind, W.S.W.). The cor- 
rected mean temperature was 45°9°, The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 450°. The 
screened thermometers fell to 33°8° on Tuesday, and rose to 54°7° on Wednesday. Rain fell on five 
days to the amount of ‘694 inch, ‘456 inch being measured on Sunday. The prevalent winds were 
S.W. and W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30:050 inches. The highest reading (30°427) was on 
Friday at 9 p.m., wind W.S.W., and the lowest (29°489) on Wednesday at 9 p.m., wind 
W.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 43-29, being 4:2° above the average 
for the last week of the ten years, 1886-95. The temperature was highest on 
Wednesday, when the thermometer registered 53°4°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 27:2°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 43°7° 
and of the Wet Bulb 41:7°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 14:2 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured ‘830 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 42:1°, the maximum oligs, 
and the minimum 27:29 ; at Glasgow the maximum was 51°8°, the minimum 30°3°, and 
the mean 42°69; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 51°6°, the minimum 31°6°, and the 
mean 42°3°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:32 in.; at Glasgow 2°47 ins.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°51 in.*

DUBLIN REGISTRATION DISTRICT.—-Births.—In the Dr sun Registration 
District, which consists of the city of Dublin, the districts of Rathmines, Donnybrook, 
Blackrock, Kingstown, Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, and Coolock and Drumcondra, 
No. 1, and portions of the districts of Finglas and Glasnevin, and Palmerston, the 
total area thereof being 24,693 statute acres, and the population according to the Census 
of 1891, 349,594, there were registered during the fourteen* weeks ended on Satur- 
day, 2nd January, 1897, 2,689 births—1,358 boys and 1,331 girls—being equal to 
an annual ratio of 1 in 34:9, or 28°6 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The number of births registered in the city was 2,114, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 32°1 in every 1,000 of the population ; and in the suburban districts named above, 
575, equal to a rate of 20-5 in every 1,000 of the population. : 


There were registered in London during the same period 36,465 births—being equal 
to an annual birth-rate of 30:7 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow 
there were registered 6,122, being equal to 32:3 per 1,000; and in Edinburgh, 2,022—a 
number affording an annual birth-rate of 27:2 in every 1,000 of the estimated poplation. 


Deaths.—The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration District 
during the quarter was 2,590—1,224 males and 1,366 females—affording an annual 
ratio of 1 in 36:3, or 27°6 in every 1,000 of the population according to the 
Census of 1891 ; omitting the deaths (86) of persons admitted into Public Institutions 

‘from localities outside the district, the rate was 26°6 per 1,000. The average number 
of deaths registered in the fourth quarter of the ten years 1886-95 was 2,518, equivalent 
to an annual mortality of 28-9 per 1,000 persons; thus the rate (27°6) for last quarter 

_was 1‘3 below the average for the December quarter. 


The number of deaths of inhabitants{ of that portion of the City of Dublin north of

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the Liffey registered last quarter was 935 representing an annual mortality of 29:8 in 
every 1,000 of the population ; and the number in that portion south of the river | 
was 1,070, or 31:1 in every 1,000. In the suburban districts the number of deaths — 
registered was 499, being equal to an annual death-rate of 17-7. in every 1,000. 


The number of deaths registered in London during the quarter was 21,467—a number 
equal to an annual mortality of 18:1 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants; in Glasgow the 
number was 4,143, equal to 21:9 in every 1,000; and in Edinburgh 1,323, affording an © 
annual death-rate of 17-8 in every 1,000 of the estimated population.

Diseases.__The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered in the Dublin y 
Registration District during last quarter is 346, being 78 under the number for the — 
preceding quarter, 148 over the number for the fourth quarter of 1895, and 21 or 65 
per cent. above the average for the fourth quarter of the ten years, 1886-95. The — 
annual rate per 1,000 of the population, represented by the deaths from these diseases 
during last quarter, is 3°7, being 1-4 over the rate for the corresponding quarter of | 
1895, and equal to the average rate for the fourth quarter of the last ten years. 


The mortality from zymotic diseases for the December quarter is slightly over the | 
average for the corresponding quarter of the preceding ten years. | 

Increases are shown under the head of scarlet fever (scarlatina) and~ whooping- — 
cough, and decreases under the head of measles, enteric fever and drarrhea, dysentery. — 

No deaths from small-pox were registered during the quarter, neither were there — 
any cases of that disease treated in the Dublin hospitals. . . 

There were 8 deaths from measles, 7 over the number in the preceding quarter, but 
10 less than the average number for the corresponding quarter for the last ten years. 
The admissions to hospital from measles were 299 as compared with 27 for the pre- — 
ceding quarter. 4 
' The deaths from scarlatina numbered 66, exactly double the number for the Sep- | 
tember quarter, 50 over the December quarter of 1895, and 32 above the average for ‘ 
the same quarter of the 10 years, 1886-05. 

The hospital returns show that 591 patients suffering from scarlatina were admitted 
during the quarter, being 142 in excess of the admissions for the preceding quarter, 
and 346 over the admissions for the corresponding quarter of 1895 ; 563 scarlatina 
patients were discharged from hospital during the quarter, 38 died, and 193 remained — 
under treatment on Saturday 2nd inst. 3 
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Fifty-one persons were registered as dying from enteric fever compared with 32 in — 
the preceding quarter. The number in the December quarter of 1895 was 35, and the | 
average number in same quarter for the ten years 1886 to 1895 was 70. The admis-_ 
sions to hospitals during the past quarter were 206 against 214 for the preceding 
quarter, and 178 for the corresponding quarter of 1895 ; 243 patients were discharged, — 
and 21 died during the quarter, while 50 remained under treatment on Saturday the — 
2nd inst. compared with 108 at the close of the preceding quarter. ’ 

‘There were 5 deaths registered from typhus fever and 5 from simple continued and — 
ill-defined fever. | a 

Whooping-cough shows a large increase over the September quarter, the numbersit| 
being 89 and 43 respectively, the average for the 10 years 1886-95 being 38, and 
the number for the December quarter of 1895 only 14. 4 

Diarrhea, dysentery caused 40 deaths, the average being 68 for the corresponding — 
quarter of the preceding ten years. 4 

Among the remaining deaths from zymotic diseases 15 are attributable to influenza 
and its complications, 5 to diphtheria, and 9 to erysipelas. 4 

The mortality, 561, from diseases of the respiratory system (exclusive of phthisis or 
pulmonary cunsumption) is 127 above the number for the corresponding quarter of 
1895, while it is only 26 above the average for the fourth quarter of the last ten years. 
The 561 deaths comprise 353 from bronchitis, 154 from pneumonia or intammation of 
the lungs, 11 from croup, and 1 from plewrisy. . 4

The number of deaths of children ascribed to convulsions is 128, being 9 under 
‘the number for the preceding quarter, but showing a decrease of 53 as compared 
with the average for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1886-95. 

Fifty-four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 8 by epilepsy, 95 by other diseases 
of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 234 by diseases of the 
circulatory system. | 

The number of deaths from phthisis or pulmonary consumption registered is 273, 
being 26, or 8°7 per cent., under the average for the corresponding quarter of the ten 
years 1886-95; mesenteric disease caused 65 deaths, tubercular meningitis 44, and 

cancer 52, 

Seventy-nine accidental deaths, 1 case of homicide, and 2 cases of suicide were 

registered. 3s 

In 174 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 

attendant during the last illness. Of the 174 cases, 117, or 67 per cent., were 
deaths of children under 5 years of age: these 117 deaths form 13:8 per cent. of the 

- total number of deaths of children of that age. Of the deaths of 153 infants under 

1 month old registered, there were 60 (or 39 per cent.) regarding which the cause 
was uncertified. 

From Table II., on page 876, it will be seen that, excluding 86 deaths of persons 
admitted into Public Institutions from localities outside the Dublin Registration 
District, the number of deaths registered during the fourteen weeks was 2,504, equal 

_ to an annual rate of 26°6 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1891, 
and that 265 of these deaths, representing an annual rate of 2°8 per 1,000 persons, 
were caused by the principal zymotic diseases.t The death-rate for the city (from 

all causes) was 30°4 per 1,000, and for the suburbs 17°7 per 1,000, the district rates 

ranging from 7-0 for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, to 35°0 for No. 1 South 
City (Harl-street) district. The death-rate represented by the mortality from the 
principal zymotic diseases in the city is 3:3, and in the suburbs 1-7, the rates for the 
several districts varying from 0-0 in Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, to 5:0 in No, 1 
South City (Earl-street). Of the 319 deaths from all causes in South City No, 1 
District there were 5 from measles, 8 from scarlatina, 2 from typhus fever, 20 from 

’ whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 5 from enteric fever, and 5 from diarrhea, 

Occupations.— lable I1I., on page 877, shows the occupations or social position of 

the persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, the various callings being 
grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality in the 
several social grades of the population. From this Table it will be observed that the 
deaths in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class” were equal to an annual 

rate of 21°3 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the Census of 
1891; in the “Middle Class” the death-rate was 188 per 1,000; among the 
* Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers” it was 24:0; and in the “General Service 
Class” and the “Inmates of Workhouses,” combined, it was 35-2.

Sixteen Principal Town Districts of Ireland.—The average annual death-rate 
represented by the deaths from all causes registered during last quarter in the Dublin : 
Registration District and fifteen of the principal Urban Sanitary Districts of Ireland — 
(the aggregate population of the 16 districts being for the purpose of these Returns 
estimated at 908,567) was 24:4 per 1,000 persons, the respective rates for the

The average annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal zymotic — ch 
diseases* in the 16 districts is 2°6 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from” 
0-0 in Wexford to 4°6 per 1,000 in Newry. 

The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the vinnie zymotic disoakesiaal i 
in the fifteen provincial town districts already named, and Tables IV. and V. give 
in detuil the results of the registration for the quarter. 

Small-poa.—No deaths from small-pox were registered in any of the 15 districts 
during the quarter. 

Measles caused 72 deaths compared with 34 for the December quarter of 1895. 
Of these 65 were in Belfast, compared with 34, all the cases of measles in the last — 
quarter of 1895 ; 4 in Drogheda, 2in Cork, and 1 in Londonderry. In the September 
quarter of 1896 40 deaths were registered from measles in Belfast, and 14in London- 
derry, and in the June quarter of 1896 there were 77 and 40 deaths respectively from — 
measles in Belfast and Londonderry. 

Scarlatina,—43 deaths from scarlatina were registered in Belfast, 8 in Londonderry, 4 
4 in Limerick, 2 in Galway, and 1 each in Newry and Armagh. Compared with the _ 
preceding quarter there is an increase of 8 in Belfast and a decrease of 2 in London- : 
derry. . 

Typhus.—The only deaths from typhus were 4 in Cork, 2 in Limerick, and one 
each in Galway and Sligo. : 

Whooping-cough.—The total number of deaths registered from whooping-cough in — 
the fifteen districts was 66, 3 over the number for the preceding quarter, and 30 over 
the number for the December quarter of 1895. The 66 deaths last quarter include 
44 in Belfast, 12 in Newry (equal to an annual rate of 3-4 per 1,000 of the — 
population according to the Census of 1891), 7in Cork, and 1 each in Londonderry, 
Waterford, and Lurgan. : 

Simple contnuad and ill-defined Fever.—The only deaths returned ufder this 
heading are 7 from Belfast and 3 from Galway. . 

Enteric Fever caused 50 deaths, as compared with 82 in the corresponding quarter of ; 
last year. Of the 50 deaths above referred to, 30 occurred in Belfast, showing a 
decline of 37 as compared with the December quarter of 1895, 8 in Cork, 2 each in- 
es Londonderry, Waterford, Newry, and Lisburn, and 1 each in Lurgan and

Diarrhea, Dysentery. siiyie total number of deaths under this head in the 
fifteen districts is 85,15 under the number for the corresponding quarter of last 
year, and 9 under the average for the fourth quarter of the last five years. Of the 
85 deaths for the fourteen weeks ended 2nd inst., 42 occurred in Belfast, 14 
in Cork, 11 in Londonderry, 5 in Lurgan, 4 in Waterford, 2 each in Limerick, 
Dundalk, and Kilkenny, and 1 each in Galway, Newry, and Lisburn.
